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A man who has a hobby that is 
anything but modern, is Gifford 
Smith of San Gabriel, Calif. He col- 
lects oid tovis 

His hobby requires exhaustive re- 
search in some of the most. isolated 
parts of the country—with New Eng- 
land being the section where he finds 
most of them. One of his more com- 
plete departments is that of wood 
planes. He has several dozen, all 
shapes and sizes. And nearly all were 
found in New England. 

Hammers, axes, and shovels are 
prominent among Smith’s collection. 
Then there are such items as one to 
sharpen horses’ teeth, and some not 
even Smith can figure out their use. 

Nearly all the collection consists 
of wood—the entire tool, or at least 
most of it. No steel was used until 
after the Civil War, so wood was 
the main source of building supply. 

Most of the collection is correctly 
labeled. Smith bought an 1889 hard- 
ware catalog, put out by Simmons 
Hardware of St. Louis. It is from 
this he finds the proper names for 
most of the collection. 

At his home, Smith has turned a 
double garage into an old tool mu- 
seum. Here friends and strangers 
gather to “oh” and “ah,” over the 
tools of yestervear.

Records in Transition 


As a major form of commercial 
phonograph records, the 78s_ long 
ago made their exit in the United 
States. ‘They have just slipped out 
of the picture in England and are 
about to take their last bow in Italy 
and other countries. To put it blunily, 
the old standard disc is fast becom- 
ing as useless as the old carpet 
sweeper up in the attic, which it 
will join sooner or later, to await the 
day the lady of the house decides to 
throw them. away along with the rub- 
bish—to the cheers of us collectors. 

This change of affairs in the world 
of records did not come as a surprise, 
of course, for no sooner did the LP 
make its appearance, the end of the 
78 became just a matter of time. Even 
so, I could not help dreading the mo- 
ment the change would actually oc- 
cur since it meant breaking habits 
of a lifetime, but now that it is all 
over I’m actually glad it happened. 
For one thing, the records we col- 
lect—the so-called “historical records” 
—are now in a class by themselves, 
unconnected with the contemporary 
output and, as a group, well on their 
way to becoming antiques. For anoth- 
er, re-recordings will now be put out 
on LP or 45, with no possibility of 
their being taken for anything but 
re-recordings and, in this form, will 
attain their maximum usefulness as 
a means of hearing’ great voices. 

The recording industry, nowadays, 
is in the midst of the “hi-fi* craze 
where excellence of performance is 
subordinate to excellence of reproduc- 
tion. As a matter of fact it is even 
hard to determine what the actual 
performance consisted of, fof record- 
ing technique is so advanced that it’s 
perfectly possible to make a Schipa 
sound like a Tamagno and vice-versa. 

In such milieu it is truly amazing 
to still find an organization like the 
American Gramophone Society, which 
cares enough about the legendary ar- 
tistic titans of the past to issue some 
of their performances as they were 
recorded, untampered with, just 
pressed in the best possible manner 
from original matrices. 

As an example, who would have 
imagined that Sembrich’s “Si Mes 
Vers Avaient des Ailes” would ever

be heard again? Yet here it is, on 
A.G.S.B.88, as fresh and radiant as 
a dewy morn, and of unparalleled 
beauty if played at its correct speed 
of 75 r.p.m., in the key of E Major. 
This paragon of vocalization was only 
issued as a limited edition by the 
IRCC some years ago but Victor, who 
owns the record, never published this, 
probably the best of Sembrich’s. 
Why? There is no answer to the 
query, especially since on the same 
side, the great Polish soprano throws 
in a most charming interpretation of 
“Wohin?”. The other side of the rec- 
ord has her rare “Love Me”, Chopin’s 
Mazurka. 

On A.G.S.B. 87 we find another 
of her lovely rarities, “Maiden’s 
Wish”, and the much sought-after 
“Halka” which, incidentally, sounds 
definitely clearer, fuller and has less 
surface noise than my GP copy, al- 
though the latter’s is immaculate. 

Many of the previous AG§ issues 
came as delightful surprises, but the 
following was particularly exciting. I 
read recently that in France was is- 
sued an LP of Vanni-Marcoux’ elec- 
trical recording, including his fabu- 
lous Philip’s solioqui from “Don Car- 
los.” I felt sorry for myself as there 
seemed to be no hope of ever own- 
ing the original of his Elle ne m’a*~ 
pas and diligently tried to put the 
thought out of mind, but before I 
knew it I was eagerly listening to 
the coveted version on A.G.S.B. 85. 

King Philip’s scene undoubtedly 
contains some of the noblest and 
most inspired music in all operatic 
literature. True, it calls for a basso 
voice, vast and ample, something that 
Vanni-Marcoux’ beautiful but lim- 
ited baritone cannot take the place of. 
But who can phrase with more ar- 
tistic finesse, elegance and purity of 
diction than this fine Italian-born 
French artist? Under other circum- 
stances I would have disliked any- 
thing except Italian for Dormiro sol, 
but for his fascinating and unosten- 
tatious use of the French language 
there can be nothing but admiration. 

I had never heard the famed rec- 
ordings of Norwegian songs made by 
Kirsten Flagstad in Oslo, in 1929, 
until four of them came on the AGS 


label—“‘Sne” and Solveig’s Song from 
“Peer Gynt” on A.G.S.A. 35, and 
“Lykken Mellem to Mennesker” with 
“Saeterjentens Sondag” on A.G.S.A. 
34. Though the voice is more vir- 
ginal here than that of the mature 
enchantress of later years, its opu- 
lence is already very much in evidence 
and the severity and coolness of style 
and phrasing are more pronounced 
than ever. Odd, one can’t help notic- 
ing how people’s voices often reflect 
their native land—just as Caruso’s 
singing sparkled with Naple’s fulgent 
sunshine, so does Flagstad’s reflect 
the icy splendor of the Northern 
Lights of her countrv. 

Martinelli’s admirers had heydey 
with his unpublished electrical “Za- 
za:” E un riso gentil, which was cou- 
pled on A.G.S.A. 23 with Granforte’s 
Zaza, piccola zingara, for no sooner 
was it announced than it was sold 
out. Obviously collectors pay heed to 
the early bird proverb. . . . And it 
is safe to predict a similar fate for 
Ruffo’s A.G.S.B. 91, “Favorita”: Vi- 
en Leonora—not his best but one of 
his two or three rarest records. It 
was good judgment to couple it with 
his sumptuous “Dinorah,” but any- 
thing else would have done just as 
well since it’s the “Favorita” that 
matters here. 

_ Plancon, too, had a place of honor 
in recent AGS releases. He is rep- 
resented by “Le Chalet”: Arrétons- 
nous coupled with “Roméo et Juli- 
ette”; Allons! jeunes gens! on A.G.- 
S.A. 32; and “La Damnation de 
Faust”: Devant la maison, with 
“Martha”: Porter Song on A.G.S.A. 
45—all mighty scarce in the orig- 
inal,, particularly the piano-accom- 
panied “Romeo” and “Chalet”. One 
thing, though—watch their speeds! 
Unless you play them right you do 
gross injustice to the incomparable 
basso. As I played them they pitched 
as follows: ‘“Chalet”—E-flat Major: 
83.72 r.p.m., “Roméo”—B-flat Major: 
83.72, “Martha” (original in F Ma- 
jor but Plancon lowers it a half-tone) 
E Major: 81.82, “Damnation of 
Faust”—B Major: a trifle above 
78.26. From these records it is easy 


to understand why the Plancon col- 
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Sembrich as Violetta in 
“La Traviata” 





lectors idolize him—he is magnificent! 

As if all the foregoing weren’t 
enough the AGS also gives us the 
Battistini double-sided Prologue from 
“T Pagliacci” on -B. 93; his 
Silvio-Nedda duet from the same op- 
era, with Moscisca, on the two sides 
of A.G.S.B. 94; and Sobinoff’s fa- 
mous two “Eugene Onegin” extracts 
—JI love you, Olga and Whither have 
you gone—on A.G.S.B. 86. 

In closing—so that you may have 
something to look forward to—the 
AGS will issue two albums of the be- 
loved John McCormack’s records in 
September, to commemorate the 10th 
anniversary of his passing. They will 
contain his late electricals, the ma- 
jority unpublished. This will be fol- 
lowed by the complete set of Melba’s 
1923 farewell at Covent Garden, in- 
cluding Lord Stanley’s_ speech, of 
which only a small part, three sides, 
were ever released. And after that, 
can anything gurprise us any more?

“Lakme” for Edison, and neither did 
I ever hear of Clément’s Pathés of 
“La Basoche” and “Le Mage.” It’s 
at a time like this that one keenly 
feels the need for a reference book 
on HxD records similar to the works 
of Bauer and Moses. It has been 
promised so many times but so far 
has not seen the light of day. 

After listening to the LP I must 
say that the French tenor is strange- 
ly very little like his Victor self on 
these recordings, his voice here being 
so much more robust and dramatic 
than the one we are all familiar with. 
His manner of singing, however, in 
these two attractive and very seldom 
heard French operatic extracts, is as 
fastidious as ever, even if a bit dull 
at times. 

Mojica, on the other hand, pours 
lyric honey into both of his selec- 
tions— and, what’s more, this delicacy 
in handling them goes well with his 
type of voice. Both his Italian and 
French are amazingly good, and his 
Fantaisie aux divins mensonges is 
sheer delight to listen to. Not long 
ago I wrote a note in HOBBIES about 
this romantic Mexican tenor of the 
Chicago Opera, who is now dedicated 
to the Church. Each time I listen to 
a record of Mojica, there is a feeling 
of radiance conveyed by his singing, 
as if he treated his art with a rev- 
erence beyond mere love for music. 
Incidentally, there was recently is- 
sued in Mexico an LP of Fray Jose 
Francisco de Guadalupe, which in- 
cludes Spanish and Italian songs, 
some accompanied by a chorus of 
boy’s voices. It seems that Padre Moj- 
ica is as popular today, in the mod- 
est robe and sandals of a Franciscan 
monk, as when he charmed his au- 
dience in the glamorous garments of 
Nicias and Pelleas. 


A. F.-A 
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HE RECORDS OF AL JOLSON. 
Part I. 


Since the death of Al Jolson in 
1950 there has been a considerable 
revival of interest in his records. In 
1851 Warren K. Plath of 3749 Pine 
Grove, Chicago, Ill., made up the first 
Jclson discography which is. still 
available from him for one dollar. 

Recently, Larry Kiner (P. O. Box 
25208, West Los Angeles Station, Los 
Angeles 25, Calif.) has issued a newer 
list, with additions. This list of Jol- 
son’s records can be obtained from 
Kiner for fifty cents. An even greater 
iustigation of this interest lies in the 
fact that a Jolson fan club has been 
organized with branches in foreign 
countries as well as the U.S.A. This 
is the only fan club for a dead enter- 
tainer that I have ever heard of. 
Through the Jolson fan club an enor- 
mous mass of material has been made 
available for the record cdllector— 
everything from dubbings from rare 
discs to transcriptions from his radic 
broadcasts and dubbings from the 
sound tracks of his movies. More 
about this club later. 

Joison’s electric recordings for 
Brunswick have ‘“‘The World’s Great- 
est Entertainer” printed un them. 
Whether he merits this title is a 
question which is open to some doubt. 
Certainly he was great in his field, 
but I for one do not believe that he 
actually excelled the other great per- 
formers ot his day. This is not an 
attempt to disparage the work of 
Jolson for the evidence of his rec- 
ords certainly proves that he belonged 
at the top—instead, it is mereiv an 
attempt to introduce a tone of muvua- 
eration in the present adulation. I 
feel that he would have a far smaller 
group of tans today if the two Jol- 
son movies had not given him sucn 
a dramatic come back. 

Whatever your personal opinion ot 
Jolson may be. his records are of 
particular interest to the record cot- 
lector, since there are few great stars 
of musical comedy and _ vauaevtil 
who have recorded so prolifically such 
a great number of vears. Further- 
more his voice always recorded well. 
His Victor recordings. for instance, 
are among the most brilliantiv rec- 
orded acoustic records I have ever 
heard. And even people who are un-

acquainted with records made before 
1925 have told me that his Columpia 
of “Toot Toot Tootsie Goodbye” 
sounds as good as his recent Decca 
record of the same song. 

But now let's go over his earlier 
records. His first recording date was 
for Victor on Dec. 22, 1911. On that 
day he recorded “That Haunting Mel- 
ody,” “Rum Tum Tiddle,” and “Asleep 
in the Deep - Parody.” The first two 
were released early in 1912 on Vic- 
tor 17037 and this record was held 
in the catalog until the early uays 
of electrical recording. Both are fair 
recordings, but do not show off Jvol- 
son to his best advantage. The Par- 
ody was noi released until 1915 on 
Victor 17915 and is perhaps this 
great singer at his worst. 

“Snap Your Fingers” (17075) and 
“Brass Band Epnrham_ Jones” 
(17068) were made on Maren 12, 
1912. I haven’t heard the latter or the 
two, but certainly “Snap Your Fin- 
gers” 1s a better song (and appears 
to pe recorded better) than the first 
three. At the same time he did “'Lhe 
Villian Song” and “My Sumurun 
Girl which were never issued. 

I dont think anvone will disagree 
witn me wnen I state that the rest, 
of his Victors are superb, both from 
the standpoint of recording and that 
of artistry. On April 17, 1912 he re- 
eord:d four numbers. “Movin’ Man 
Don’t Take My Baby Grand” is per- 
haps one of the finest character nuin- 
bers he ever recorded. “Ragging the 
Baby to Sieet’’ nas somewhat iess 
merits, but “The Lovin’ Traumerei’ is 
also One of his top records, ine last 
record made at this session the “Un- 
cle Sammy March and Two Step” 
Was ever issued. 

His last Victors were made on 
March 7, 1918 and include the excei- 
lent “My Yellow Jacket Girl” and 
“The Spaniard That Blighted Mv 
Life.” Here are two numbers that 
are only equalled bv his “Moavin’ 
Man.”

JOTTINGS 


From Old Record Catalogs 
and Phonograph Publications 


By JIM WALSH 


Some readers say they especially 
enjoy articles in which I quote from 
old record catalogs or early publica- 
tions dealing with the phonograph. 
This is intended for those readers, 
as a change from the “straight” bio- 
graphical sketches. 

The veteran banjo virtuoso, Fred 
Van Eps, tells me that the first rec- 
ord catalog in booklet form issued by 
any talking machine concern was the 
36-page one published in 1894 by the 
United States Phonograph Company 
of 87-91 Orange Street, Newark, New 
Jersey. The North American Phono- 
graph Company had issued four-page 
lists of cylinders recorded by Edison 
in 1890, but the folders hardly at- 
tained to the dignity of a catalog. 

There were some oddities about 
United States‘ initial production. For 
one thing, the records weren’t num- 
bered. The catalog announced “We 
Do Not Handle Duplicate Records,” 
and further asserted: “All records 
listed in this catalog are original rec- 
ords unequalled for brilliancy, clear- 
ness and general excellence.” On page 
four appears a form letter headed 
“To Our Customers”: 

“In ordering, state clearly whether 
you desire records for horn or slot 
purposes, or way-tubes. 

“In addition to the records Isted 
in this catalog, we can also furnish 
an endless vgriety of vocal, instru- 
mental and miscellaneous records, of 
which no catalog can be made. We 
will gladly accept orders for such 
records, making selection according 
to our judgment... . 

“Price: All records, except Quar- 
tets and Minstrel First Parts, $1.00 
each; Quartet and Minstrels, $1.25 
each. (The higher cost no doubt was 
because records involving several ar- 
tists cost more to make by the 
“round”.) ... If you want to buy 
a phonograph or supplies of any kina, 
it will pay you to write us. V. H. 
Emerson, Manager.” 

Vv. Emerson was the Victor 
Emerson who became a _ Columbia 
recording expert when the United 
States Phonograph Company went out 
of business around 1897. Virtually 
all the U.S. artists went with him 
to Columbia, where Emerson stayed 
until 1916 when he founded his own 
record company. Incidentally, the cy- 
linders produced by the United States 
Company were known as “standard 
New Jersey records.” 

A valuable feature of the 1894 cat- 
alog is the series of good photo- 
graphs of the handful of artists who 


had by then won a reputation as rec- 
ord makers. Under a picture of Dan 
W. Quinn, looking youthful with nis 
spiky hair brushed straight back, we 
read: 

Mr. Quinn has achieved prominence 
quicker than any other artist who de- 
votes his time to professional Phono- 
graphic work, chiefly because he al- 
ways speaks his words plainly, makes 
a specialty of the latest songs, and 
sings without straining his voice. We 
recommend his records for single- 
tube, way-tube, or horn use. 


This meant that Quinn’s records 
were considered equally well adapted 
to being heard through one pair of 
ear-tubes, several pairs or through an 
external horn. There were 49 un- 
numbered titles, of which “Daisy 
Bell”, “Farewell, Daisy Bell,” ‘“Kel- 
ly’s Bicycle Song,’ “Do, Do, My 
Huckleberry, “The Cat Came 
Back” and “The Girl That Broke the 
Man That Broke the Bank at Mon- 
te Carlo” are typical. 

Under the photo of George J. Gas- 
kin, “The Irish Thrush,” we read: 


Gaskin is too widely known to re- 
quire much mention. He stands un- 
rivalled in his class. Every record is 
loud and ringing in tone, each word 
and syllable distinct, as if Mr. Gaskin 
were in the room with his audience. 
For horn use no vocals compare with 
these in loudness. They may be heard 
in the remotest corner of a great 
theater if horn is attached to the 
Phonograph, yet are not unpleasantly 
leud when heard through the tubes, 


Mr. Gaskin had some good sellers 
to his credit, including “Sweet Ma- 
rie,” “The Fatal Wedding,” “Two Lit- 
tle Girls in Blue” and “O, Promise 
Me.” There were 438 titles in all. 


Next we come to Len Spencer: 

Mr. Spencer has a_ sympathetic, 
well-cultivated voice. which he uses 
with good taste and unusual skill. 
Being also possessed of considerable 
ability as a comedian, he renders the 
best of the comic songs in a manner 
both humorous and original. No one 
does these things quite as Spencer 
does ... During the past year his 
vocal powers have been taxed to the 
utmost to meet the great demand for 
his songs, and it has been difficult to 
procure them. 


Among Spencer’s 24 cylinders it is 
interesting to notice “Turkey in de 
Straw.” later associated exclusively 
with Billy Golden. : 

Now J. W. Myers, complete with 
walrus mustache: 

Mr. Myers is a popular baritone, 
has a sweet voice, and our latest 
records from him show much im- 
provement in practice before the 
Phonograph that they easily rank 
with the best made. We have heard 
few better vocal records than are 
contained in the following list ... 
Words distinct at all times, even 
when spoken the most rapidly. 


Myers’ list ran to 40 records, in- 
sang J “The Bowery Grenadiers,” 
“The Land League Band,” “Rocked 
in the Cradle of the Deep,” “Nellie 
and May, Sisters Were They” anc 
“Two Little Girls in Blue.” 

Page 14 is devoted to George W 
Johnson “in his two great special- 
ties’”’- 

Up to date, over 25,000 records of 
these two songs have been made by 
this artist, and the orders for them 
seem to increase instead of diminish. 
Mr. Johnson’s laugh is simply irre- 
sistible. Whole audiences are convul- 
sed by sfmply hearing these songs 
reproduced. No exhibition box is com- 
plete without these two records. 

“As old-timers have probably 
guessed, Johnson’s “specialties” were 
his “Laughing Song” and “Whistling 
Coon.” 

All the artists so far mentioned 
are familiar to collectors specializ- 
ing in records of the 1890’s and 
1900’s. But now we come to one of 
whom I know nothing. He is Charles 
A. Asbury, and his nine records of 
the “coon” variety were made with 
banjo accompaniment: 

Mr. Asbury’s work is full of ginger, 
and is always pleasing, his songs 
being rendered in the good old plan- 
tation negro style. His execution on 
the banjo is simply marvelous. 

On page 16 is an item that will 
bring a half-sad smile to the face of 
friends of the late John Bieling. Here 
we have “Selections by the Manhan- 
sett Quartet,” of which Mr. Bieling 
was first tenor, as was related in a 
HOBBIES article in July, 1942. Oth- 
er members were George Gaskin, sec- 
ond tenor; Joe Riley, baritone, and 
Jim Cherry or Walter Snow, bass: 

The Manhansetts were probably the 
first quartet to sing to the Phono- 
graph, and still the demand for their 
work continues. Their pleasing melo- 
dies have been listened to by thous- 
ands of delighted hearers. These are 
the only satisfactory quartet records 
before the public. All very loud and 
brilliant. 

The nine Manhansett titles includ- 
os _ time-honored “Cornfield Med- 
ey 

Minstre] records were by Spencer, 
Williams and Quinn. Two of these are 
still familiar names, but Billy Wil- 
liams (not to be confused with the 
later English music hall comedian 
or the present-day Negro crooner) is 
completely forgotten: 

These gentlemen have together pro- 
duced a most decided novelty in 
their new minstrel records. Spencer & 
Quinn are well known to all users of 
the Phonograph ... They are ably 
assisted by Mr. Billy Williams, the 
aged-negro delineator and comedian, 
as well as by Geo. W. Johnson in 
his inimitable laughing specialty. 
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Each record contains a complete min- 
strel first part, embracing overture 
with bones and tambourine accom- 
paniment, several jokes and witty 
sayings, interspersed with laughter 
and applause by the audience, and 
finishing either with some comic 

negro song or story by Spencer, or a 

pathetic song by Quinn or Williams. 

Wherever reproduced these records 

have made an _ instantaneous hit. 

They have been arranged in a series 

of six records ... 

Coming next to the instrumental 

section, we find “Selections by Iss- 
ler’s Orchestra,” and the note: “This 
organization, under the direction of 
Mr. Edward Issler, is composed of 
prominent soloists and musicians, 
such as Schweinfest, Dana, and oth- 
evs... .. No musical records made 
by any individual or organization 
have as large or as general a sale 
as the cylinders by Issler’s Orches- 
tra. ... Long use does not dim the 
record, the cylinders being deeply en- 
graved for hard wear.” There were 
72 of them. 
Next, humorous talking records 
which, as might be expected, were 
made by the greatly gifted Russell 
Eunting: 

These records have met with an 
enormous sale, owing to their ori- 
ginality and mirth provoking quali- 
ties. They give universal satisfac- 
tion and are without doubt the best 
talking records on the market. 
Hunting was represented by 11 of 
his famous “Casey” character sketch- 
es. 


There were five cylinders by Voss’ 
First Regiment Band; eight by Hold- 
ing’s Military Band; and 18 by Gil- 
more’s Band. For instrumentai solos, 
the buyers of New Jersey cylinders 
could take their choice of 11 cornet 
renditions by David B. Dana, ten 
piccolo offerings by George Schwein- 
fest, and seven clarinet solos by Wil- 
liam Tuson. And that was the extent 
of the United States Company’s rec- 
orded repertoire. 

Now let’s move up a couple of years 
to 1896, when Russell Hunting, the 
“Casey” monologist, became editor 
of a talking machine trade paper, 
The Phonoscope. During a visit to 
the Congressional Library in Wash- 
ington, D. C., I made some notes from 
this publication which Hunting ed- 
ited until he went to England in 1899. 
The November 1896 issue, contained 
a photo and biographical sketch of 
Len Spencer, who always managed 
to look something like Beethoven. 
The article said that Len was under 
exclusive contract to the U.S. Phono- 
graph Company “at a fat salary,” 
and also mentioned that when Issler’s 
Orchestra played “descriptive special- 
ties,” the ingenious Mr. Spencer ma- 
nipulated the castanets, clogs and 
tambourines. He and a noted come- 
dian, John P. Hogan, were then ap- 


‘pearing in vaudeville in a_ sketch, 


“Our Sunny Southern Home.” 

The same issue contained an ad- 
vertisement of the Chicago Talking 
Machine Company, 107-9 Madison 
Street, Chicago, which for 30 days 
only was offering 50,000 cylinder rec- 
ords at $5 a dozen. ‘Artists included: 
Quinn, Gaskin, Golden, Herbert Hol- 
en Edward M. Favor, and others. 
The ad. said: “Dan W. Quinn has 
been here again, making another 
10,000 records.” 
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Russell Hunting had his own busi- 
ness at 45 Clinton Place, New York, 
and advertised his series of “Casey” 
and “Hiram Wilkins” records. He said 
he had had more than six years ex- 
perience manufacturing his own cy- 
linders, with over 50,000 already 
made, and added: “Certain unprin- 
cipled individuals and organizations 
are duplicating my work, thereby de- 
ceiving the public and furnishing a 
record about one-third as loud as the 
original.” 

There was a mention of a cylinder 
by Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant and her 
children being played for the Chi- 
nese statesman, Li Hung Chang; also 
an advertisement of “the latest model 
Gramophone” and a statement that 
at least five thousand cylinder rec- 
ords were being used in the McKin- 
ley-Bryan presidential campaign. One 
of the latest popular songs was “Ma- 
ry Black From Hackensack,” by Lew 
Dockstader. 

Someone had reported George Gas- 
kin was dead but The Phonoscope said 
he was still living and devoting about 
one-third of his time to recording. 
He had been singing for the Chicago 
Talking Machine Company while un- 
der exclusive contract to Leeds and 
Walcott, and had been in trouble 
about this but had cleared it up. 

J. W. Myers was operating his own 
company, the Globe Phonograph Rec- 
ord Company, making his own rec- 
ords, which he sold for $1 eacn. He 
claimed the largest repertoire of any 
American singer. (I have a dubbing 
of his Globe record of “The Man in 
the Moon is a Lady.” Just as Myers 
finishes singing, someone yells 
“You’re a liar!’’) 

Editor Hunting jokingly remarked 
there was no funnier sight on earth 
than 200-pound Len Spencer singing 
the pathetic sob-song, “Wait, Mr. 
Postman, Wait!” and grimacing in 
disgust as he sang. 

The issue for January-February, 
1897, mentioned that Yvette Guilbert, 
while traveling in the United States, 
sent records to her mother, describ- 
ing her trip. Russell Hunting was 
managing the Universal Phonograph 
Company, and offering “high class 
original records” by Quinn, Allen 
May, Hunting, Gaskin, Lottie Gilson, 
the Diamond Quartet and Spencer. 
Another ad. said Berliner discs were 
“an indestructible record made of 
hard rubber.” 

In March it was announced that the 
irrepressible George Gaskin, a na- 
tive of Belfast, was going to pay 
a visit to his native North Ireland, 
saying he felt the urge to spend some 
of his phonograph profits. There was 
a mention of Thomas A. Edison’s 
taking a phonograph to the office of 
the Scientific American in Decemper, 
1877, and playing a record that said: 
“Good morning. How do you do? How 
do you like the phonograph?” 

The record lists for March, 1897, 
were arranged by artists but with- 
out any indication of the recording 
company. They included Myers, Hunt- 
ing, Columbia Orchestra, Diamond 
and Curry (banjo duettists), the Aeo- 
lian Trio, Quinn, Myers, Spencer, 
Sousa’s Band, Charles P. Lowe (xylo- 
phone), Yvette Guilbert (singing “I 
Wants Yer, Ma Honey,” in both 
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French and English verisons), Iss- 
ler’s Orchestra, Schweinfest, Gaskin, 
Vess L. Ossman (banjo), Paine (who- 
ever that may have been), Pete Le 
Maire, G. W. John, Signor Fregoli, 
Sarah Bernhardt (“Passage dans 
Izeyl” and Victor Hugo’s “Un Pende 
Musique”), Madame Regane (“Pass- 
age dans ’Divorcon’’’), D. Wormser 
(a zither player who popped up in a 
record lists for many years after- 
wards), and J. T. Kelly, comedian 
known on the stage as “The Rolling 
Mill Man.” Both Lottie Gilson and 
Len Spencer recorded “You’re Not 
the Only Pebble on the Beach.” 

Berliner Gramophone artists for 
the month were Quinn, Gaskin, Ste- 
phen Clement (banjo), Golden, Mau- 
rice Farkoa, Maud Foster, Holcombe, 
Myers and George Graham, who gave 
a recitation, “What is the Gramo- 
phone?” A lot of people who listened 
to the Gramophone’s rasping, i 
stone-like reproduction probably 
would have been glad to record an an- 
swer! 

In April 1897, the break-up of the 

. S. Company became apparent. 
George Schweinfest, who had been 
playing with Issler’s Orchestra, had 
moved on to Columbia, J. J. Fisher 
was announced as a new Eastern rec- 
ording baritone. 

The May issue contained an anec- 
dote about a piano falling on Len 
Spencer in the Columbia studio. Len 
decided to move the piano, elevated 
on a platform about four feet above 
the floor, and what followed probably 
was classical: “The piano objected 
and unceremoniously flopped over on 
Leonard, using him as the filling of 
a sandwich with floor and piano sides. 
I am glad to say that with the excep- 
tion of a few external bumps, Leo- 
nard is ‘up and around,’ feeling as 
well as ever.’” 

The truly great Mr. Spencer ad- 
vertised that he was no longer iden- 
tified with the U. S. Phonograph Com- 
pany but was now exclusive to Co- 
lumbia. 

In July, a phonograph exhibitor 
from Portland, Oregon, wrote a let- 
ter asking George Gaskin to sing 
two verses “and sometimes a refrain” 
on each cylinder, “and the phono- 
graph men all over the country will 
rise up and call you blessed.” The 
editor suggested that Gaskin, in turn- 
ing out his own private records, 
might get better results if he didn’t 
confine himself to using light col- 
ored blanks. There were mentions of 
duets by Spencer and Roger Harding. 

In the combined August-Septem- 
ber issue, editor Hunting roguishly 
observed; “If you come to New York 
to see the sights don’t fail to see the 
expression on Len’s face when he 
shifts from ‘A Hot Time in the Old 
Town’ to ‘Goosey, Goosey Gander.’ ” 
Gaskin was in his native Belfast, 
singing popular songs with great 
suceess, and Roger Harding ‘was spe- 
cializing in making cylinders for chil- 
dren—‘Who Killed Cock Robin?” 
“Little Red Riding Hood,” etc., and 
was reported very successful in this 
pioneer anticipation of the present- 
day “kidisks.” Gaskin’s return from 
Ireland was announced in October.

BARNUM & BAILEY “GARDEN” 
OPENING—1904. 


By DANA STEVENS 


In the spring of 1904 the Barnum 
and Bailey Greatest Show on Earth 
moved performers, animals, and 
equipment into Madison Square Gar- 
den to launch officially their 1904 
circus season. 

A week previous to the opening 
of the big show rehearsals were in 
progress, and all connected with the 
vast enterprise were busilly engaged 
in making ready.for the much-looked- 
for event, the “dress rehearsal,” on 
the evening of March 18. 

Promptly at 6:30 the whistle blew 
a shrill blast and Pete Staunton sum- 
moned all the spectators to the lec- 
ture hall at the Madison Avenue end 
of the Garden where the large aggre- 
gation of curios, human prodigies, 
and novelty performers were intro- 
duced. Mr. Staunton and Barry Gray 
officiated as lecturers of that depart- 
ment. 

Following these introductions, the 
audience, which was composed chief- 
ly of the executive staff of the show, 
members of the press, and employ- 
ees, numbering nearly a thousand in 
all, then entered the arena seats. 
After a selection by Car] Clair’s Mili- 
tary Band, Ringmaster Frank Mel- 
ville entered the arena and signaled 
that the performance should begin. 

The “dress rehearsal” was carried 
out with precision. No delays halted 
the setting and handling of props, 
and not a single accident occurred 
to mar the enjoyment of this first 
performance of the 1904 season, for 
such it might really be classed. 

Among the acts receiving the most 
favor from the critical audience were 
those of the big cycle sensations\and 
the Florenz Troupe of Acrobats, as 
well as the big aerial acts. 

Circus performances officially 
opened to the public on March 21, 
and the following is a day-by-day ac- 
count of the BArnum and Bailey Cir- 
cus and its New York stay: 

“March 21—The weather was pleas- 
ant in the afternoon. Rained at 
nighi. “Cyclo, the Kinetic Demon,” 
closed. Charles Thompson of the Fore- 
paugh-Sells Shows visited in the af- 
ternoon. 

March 22—W eather was chilly, 
with light showers. Packed houses. 
Society turned out in full. A. G. Van- 
derbilt and box party among the vis- 
itors. R. G. Wilson, of the Pawnee 
Bill Show visited in the afternoon. 

March 23—Clear and warmer. Usu- 
al big crowds. Anna Hovarth, small- 
est of the midget family, was pre- 
sented with a handsome floral offer- 
ing during the promenade around the 
arena. Florence Harris met with an 
accident during the races in the eve- 
ning. Her horse collided with one

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of the chariot teams and became un- 
manageable. Her injuries were not 
serious. 

March 24—Real spring weather 
(first of the season). Ancilloti had a 
bad fall in the afternoon while “Loop- 
ing the Gap.” His injuries did not 
prevent him from appearing at night, 
however. It is rumored that Fred 
and Ella Bradna were married this 
morning or, at least, the official an- 
nouncement of their marriage was 
given out. 

March 25——-Weather warm, with 
light showers. Charles Wilson, man- 
ager of Harris’ Nickel Plate Show, 
visited in the afternoon and joined 
the executive staff at luncheon. 

March 26—Weather cloudy. About 
twenty verformers closed yesterday. 
The rush of visitors was so great 
today that it necessitated the vpen- 
ing of the doors at noon and six 
o’clock in the evening. This closed 
the largest week’s business in the 
history of Madison Square Garden. 

March 28—Weather cold with snow 
flurries. Several changes were made 
in the program of the big show to- 
day. Treasurer Charles Hutchinson 
announced that over 100,000 paid ad- 
missions entered the Garden last 
week. The baby kangaroo attracts 
much attention. 

March 29—Cold and clear. The 
freaks and human prodigies assem- 
bled at 10:30 this morning and had 
their picture taken. A baby camel was 
born this morning but died a few 
hours later. One of the horses in 
the tandem race fell during the eve- 
ning performance. Elmer Brooks, the 
rider, received painful injuries. 

March 30—Clear and chilly. Detec- 
tives McClure and Galligar caprured 
five of the light-fingered gentry last 
night. Immense business. 

March 31—Cold and rainy. As soon 
as the death of Mrs. Chauncey More- 
lan (fat lady) was announced a sub- 
scription list was started by Billy 
Wells among the human prodigies 
and artists of the curio hall depart- 
ment, resulting in a neat sum being 
collected and given to the bereaved 
husband at Huber’s Museum, for a 
floral tribute to the deceased. 

April 1—Cold and heavy rains all 
day. Afternoon packed and night 
heavy turn-away. So great was the 
crush in the evening that it neces- 
sitated giving two performances in 
the curio hall. Hon. William F. Cody 
saw the show from a box in the eve- 


ning. 

April 2—Clear and warm. George 
Conklin, Superintendent of the Men- 
agerie, announces the birth of a ba- 
by Zebu. Mother and child doing well. 
Capacity business afternoon and 
night. Press Agents Tody Hamilton, 
W. D. Coxey, and Whiting Allen have 
done excellent press work and an 
elaborate “press sheet” has been is- 
sued for mailing purposes. 

April 4—Clear and cold. Nate Da- 
vis dropped in just previous to sail- 
ing for Europe to join the Buffalo Bill 
Show. Pawnee Bill visited and en- 
joyed the show immensely. 

April 5—Clear and moderate. Sol. 
Stone was visitor, also Joe Le Fleur, 
of the Gaskell-Mundy Carnival Co. 

April 6—Clear and moderate. Af- 
ternoon packed. Immense turn-away 
at night. 
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record-breaking attendance. The novel 
experiment of hitching elephants to 
chariots was tried this morning. Be- 
fore a large number of interested 
spectators the ponderous brutes were 
harnessed to a couple of chariots by 
trainers George Bates, William Em 
ery, and C. J. Mooney, and driver 
around the arena. The novelty wil 
form a feature of the parade. 

April 8—Warm with showers. Per- 
cy Clark of the Clarkonians is suffer- 
ing from an abcess on his hand. Con- 
sequently the team is not working. 

April 9—Warm and cloudy. A large 
group of “Buffalo Bill’s” people sailec 
for Europe this morning and a num- 
ber of “our folks” were on deck to 
bid them bon voyage. Antdn De Luc- 
ca, one of the Florenz Troupe, was in- 
jured during the acrobatic turn. 

Apri] 11—Clear and warm. The 
Clarkonians resumed work. Nettie 
Carroll’s wire act occupied the va- 
cant space during their “lay off.” Af- 
ternoon showed a slight decrease in 
attendance, but the usual immense 
crowd was there at night. 

April 12—Clear and warm. This is 
orphan’s day and the big auditorium 
was packed with the little ones. Mr. 
Bailey was on hand at the main en- 
trance to welcome them and personal- 
ly saw that all tots received the best 
of attention. 

April 183—Clear and cold. The ‘*Po- 
ny Ballet”—eight young ladies of the 
Piff, Paff, Pouf Co.—attended the 
matinee. 

April 14—Clear and cold. Snow- 
storm in the morning. Charley Mc- 
Lane, Superintendent of Canvas, ar- 
rived from Bridgeport, and says that 
he has brought a carload of warm 
weather with him.

Kohl, of Kohl & Klein, former cater- 
ers with the show, visited.

at Corning Museum 


“Artists of Ireland,” an exhibition 
representing the works of six of Ire- 
land’s leading contemporary artists, 
opened January 11th in the special 
exhibition galleries at Corning Glass 
Center. 

Organized by the Art Galleries of 
the Universitv of California under 
the direction of Frederick S. Wight, 
the exhibition is being circulated to 
The Corning Museum of Glass at the 
Glass Center, Akron Art Institute, 
Colorado Springs Arts Center, M. H. 
DeYoung Memorial Museum in San 
Francisco, Pasadena Art Institute, 
and Santa Barbara Museum of Art. 

The exhibition was continued at the 
Glass Center until February 14. 
Special gallery talks were given, 
and area schools were invited to ar- 
range special tours for thetr students. 

Six younger artists - five painters 
and a sculptor have been chosen to 
represent the new and exciting art 
movement now flourishing in Ireland.

Year by year in the past decade mechanical banks 
have continued to more firmly establish themselves as a 
collector’s item. As with Currier & Ives prints, stamps, 
guns, and other collectible items, it is always of great 
interest when a heretofore unknown specimen turns up 
or evidence is found of an unknown specimen. 


As an interesting sideline to collecting mechanica! 
banks the old catalogs that picture them are of great 
interest. Particularly so if one turns up picturing an un- 
known bank that to the best of the writer’s knowledge 
has never been found. 


William J. Stackhouse of Ellenville, N. Y., recently 
found the Ehrick’s Fashion Quarterly, Volume X, No. 4, 
Winter 1884. This was issued by Ehrick Bros., 8th Ave. 
& 24th St., New York City. Pictured is page No. 426 of 
this catalog showing a number of mechanical banks, 


among them the Coasting Bank. This bank is not known 
to be in any collection and the catalog offers us our first 
information about it. 


Details of the bank and descriptive information is 
shown in the plown-up picture of the bank itself. It is 
somewhat similar to the Shoot The Chute Bank in its 
action. A check of patent papers did not reveal that the 
bank was patented which, of course, was true of a number 
of the mechanical banks. 


The catalog was found in a second hand shop in Nor- 
wich, N. Y. Mr. Stackhouse happened on the scene at 
the right time as the place was going out of business 
and tne catalog was about to be discarded along with 
some old magazines. 


it is interesting to note that the rare Germania Ex- 
change Bank is pictured as well as the rare Bismark Pig. 
This, of course, adds to both these banks as it definitely 
shows they were sold commercially as toy savings de- 
vices. 


‘To sum up, we can safely assume that a Coasting 
Bank was actually on the market and for sale to the 
public. It is very unlikely that Ehrick’s would picture and 
advertise for sale a bank of this kind if they did not 
actually have it on hand or available.

Illustrious Bell Collectors 


The names of those who have loved 
bells are legion. Biographical and his- 
torical materials are filled with ref- 
erences to men and women who have 
sought and found some measure of 
delight in bells. 

The self-sufficient conqueror Na- 
poleon so revered bells that he for- 
bade their destruction. And no matter 
how strenuous the campaign, he would 
always stop and hearken to the an- 
gelus, the bell he loved best of all. 
Cortez, the Spanish adventurer and 
conqueror of Mexico, had made from 
the spoils of his plunder an emerald 
bell with a pearl clapper. Of course 
it was priceless, and we are told he 
was vastly proud of it and carried it 
wherever he went. 

Bells have appealed to religious 
leaders in all ages. Confucius’ be- 
lief in music and its helpful influence 
was almost as strong as his belief 
in righteousness itself. And even to 
this day at the spring and fall cere- 
monies held within his temple, boys 
play Confucius’ own favorite types 
of instruments. . .among them, lyres, 
fiutes, musical bells and stones of 
sonorous tone. Moreover, bells decor- 

ate the huge image of Confucius sit- 
ting on the altar in his temple. High 
in his ears, above the lobes. are fast- 
ened green jade bells which drop on 
slender chains.* 

St. Patrick, too, believed in the 
efficacy of bell music. It is said that 
he gave fifty consecrated bells to the 
church in Ireland, and many stories 
are told of how bells benefited his 
parishoners’ lives. St. Patrick himself 
always carried a hand bell to rout 
the demons of the North, as he jour- 
neyed over Ireland _ establishing 
Christianity. 

Their sensitive ears attuned al- 
ways to the beautiful, many writers 
and musicians have recorded their 
fondness for bells. Some credit their 
earliest creative impulses to the 
sound of bells heard in childhood and 
youth. In the charming story Eee-

thoven and the Chiming Bells, we 
read that the composer loved nothing 
in the world as much as the chiming 
bells of a carillon. Whenever he was 
lonely or sad, the bells comforted 
him and made him happy again. Even 
as a boy in Bonn he was delighted 
when his family moved to a little 
house where, from the windows, he 
could watch the fine old bells turning 
and swinging as they played. 

As a small lad, the blind pianist 
Alec Templeton loved to listen to 
the church bells near the Welsh farm 
where he was born. When he was old 
enough to reach the keyboard, his 
first music imitated the sound of bells. 
And today he and his wife have 
bronze tinkle bells hangin in every 
doorway of their home. Mr. Temple- 
ton also collects chiming clocks and 
music boxes which he prizes for their 
bell music. 

Asked What made you stuay the 
harp?” talented young Carol May 
Starr replied: “As a child, I-had al- 
ways been fascinated by Chinese 
chimes or wind-Lells—little pieces of 
colored glass that flutter and tinkle 
in the breeze—and when I first heard 
a harp, I noticed that its high notes 
sounded exactly like those charming 
chimes. Nothing ever appealed to me 
more, su I decided to become a harp- 
ist!” 

A veritable host of writers have 
made known their interest in bells. 
Predominant among them are Long- 
fellow, Poe, Dickens and_ Schiller. 
There are countless more: Charles 
Lamb, Eugene Field, Bret Harte, El- 
e2rnor Farjeon, Elizabeth Goudge, 
Thomas Welch, and others too nu- 
merous to mention. 


In his immortal biography of Jack 
London, Irving Stone tells how Lon- 
don sometimes wanted to get away 
briefly from his routine of writing. 
Then he would harness four horses 
to his buggy, put his special! bells on 
the horses’ collars, and drive like 
mad down the winding dirt road. 
According to a California collector 
who now prizes it, London also kept 


a favorite Oriental bell suspended 
from a tree on his ranch in the Val- 
ley of the Moon. 


MARTHA BERRY’S BELLS 


Another illustrious name on the 
roll-call of those who have found in- 
spiration in bells is that of the late 
Martha Berry, one of the South’s 
most beloved educators. The famous 
Berry Schools near Rome, Ga., have 
graduated thousands of young rural 
folk, many of whom today still re- 
call their director’s love of bells. 

Miss Berry’s bell collection ‘was 
modest but nonetheless interesting; 
and today her bells distinguish the 
furnishings in the rooms of her beau- 
tiful old homestead, just as they did 
during her lifetime. Some of Miss 
Berry’s bells were given to her, while 
others she herself gathered on a trip 
to Europe many years ago. Among 
the latter are several tuned Swiss 
bells. Back from her trip, she deter- 
mined to bell the school’s flock of 
sheep for she loved the sound of bells 
ringing across the pasture in the 
Swiss manner. But when éne sheep 
lost his bell, Miss Berry took the 
others off and put them in her room 
for safe-keeping and there they re- 
main today. 

Martha Berry was not content with 
collecting small bells for herself, for 
she wanted the boys and girls of her 
schcu! to love bells, too. Her bio- 
grapher recounts, in a most enter- 
taining way, an incident illustrating 
her feeling for bells, and how they 
helped express her personal joy at 
seeing the Berry Schools established; 
and how this feeling and manner of 
expression sometimes became _ infec- 
tious. * 

“This tabernacle where Christian- 
ity and Cleanliness were to be taught 
must have a fit setting. Martha’s 
heart was filled ‘with thanksgiving 
when she looked ypon it and realized 
that it was now finished and ready. 

“ihe bell on the schoolhouse start- 
ed to peal. It rang and rang, on and 
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on, as though it would never stop. 
The Berry family up in the tig white 
house became alarmed and called for 
Martha, tut she did not come. They 
started a search; she was not in the 
house or gardens. They hurried down 
the drive, across the highway, and up 
Possum Trot Road to the schoolhouse. 
There was Martha herself, vigorously 
tugging at the bell rope. 

““Lawsy, chile, wha’ fo’ you-a-doin’ 
dat?” inquired Aunt Martha anxious- 
ly. “You got a feveh?” 

“Martha turned and looked at her, 
and at her sisters trailing along the 
road behind. She was a little shamed- 
faced but spoke determinedly. 

““T was thinking, thinking that this 
lovely new bell is going to ring out 
the old devil of ignorance in the 
Southern highlands. It means the be- 
ginning of a new day ... somehow 
I got so excited as J thought of what 
a school I intended building that I 
just began ringing the bell.’ 

“Martha’s family have ceased to be 
surprised at anything she did. There- 
after when at sundown or sunrise 
they heard the bell tolling over the 
pines, they simply credited the sound 
to Martha. Sometimes, however, they 
were wrong. Occasionally a passing 
child became infected with Martha’s 
enthusiasm, and gave a lusty pull on 
the bell rope. 

“Bells have never ceased to ring at 
Berry since the time Martha Berry’s 
joy slipped out of bounds at seeing 
her ten-room dormitory “completed.” 

This incident involving the school’s 
single new bell occurred just after 
the turn of the century. Today there 
are several much-used bells on cam- 
pus, to instill in the students not 
only a feeling of joy but a sense of 
promptness as well. Miss’ Berry 
once confided to a campus friend 
that when she was a child, bells had 
been rung to remind her of order 
and promptness, and that she loved 
bells so much that she seemed to ac- 
quire a love of order and for being 
on time. Quite naturally, she wished 
to instill this same love in her stu- 
dents. Thus there is a large bell 
in the dining hall which is rung at 
6:00 a.m. to wake the students. It 
is rung again for each meal. There 
are two clocks on the campus which 
strike the hours, and have lovely 
bells. 

The sweetest tone on the campus, 
as most of the alumni will agree,

Tqns and tons of glass beads are 
in use today in one form or other 
just as they were in centuries past. 
In comparison with the early beads 
that ‘were used in limited quantities 
for trading amongst the Indian and 
African Tribes, the beads of today 
have become articles of much beauty 
and intricacy. Being manufactured in 
such a variety of sizes and materials, 
their use is likewise varied. With 
the continued ehanges in fashions, 
beads as costume accessories come 
and go. Today, however, they have 
once more become an essential part 
of the costume. Dresses, sweaters, 
and other pieces of apparel are again 
embellished through the use of bead 
embroidery. Similar to days of long 
ago, beads are available at many 
shops. They are sold in small con- 
tainers together with the proper di-

rections for making all sorts of nice- 
ties. 

The subject of beads and beadwork 
is one through which much interest 
and historical knowledge may be 
gleaned. Although no exact dete is 
known as to how far back the manu- 
facture of beads started, by 1500- 
1350 B.C., they were in use in Egypt 
in several colors. Egyptian women 
were skilled workers in bead embroid- 
ery and made exquisite collars and 
breast-plates, lavishly covered with 
beads. Examples of this type of 
work may be scrutinized in several 
museums as well as beads of other 
periods. 

As early as 1579, mention was 
made of “bugle-beads” as_ being 
manufactured at Bickley, in England, 
by an enterprise conducted by two 
Italiam workmen with the aid of sev- 
eral other craftsmen, renowned in 
glass manufacturing. The heyday of 
bead manufacture in England was a- 
round the mid-19th century when all 
sorts of beaded ornaments appeared 
not only on clothing but also in the 
home, in the form of ornaments. Pic- 
ture and mirror frames were covered 
with beaded designs, as well as hang- 
ing wall pockets, small tabourets and 
tables, box covers and a number of 
kindred articles. 

A derivation from the Anglo-Sax- 
on word “beade” meaning prayer, the 
word bead as we use it would sug- 
gest that beads were first used for 
religious purposes. As a matter of 
fact, they were used in that manner 
to ornament Bishops’ mitres and 
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gloves, highlighting them in a bevy 
of color in place of more costly gems. 

The Indians, both in this country 
and in Europe, made use of be 
long before they were utilized by the 
white man. They were not only used 
for trading purposes, but also for the 
purpose of interpretation. Certain de- 
signs 'were embroidered in beads of 
varied colors, which in later years 
revealed varticular stories and im- 
portant events to the younger gener- 
ations. These motifs were placed in 
certain layouts so that their signifi- 
cations could be readily deciphered 
by members of distant tribes. They 
used sketches of the buffalo, the rays 
of the sun, hills and mountains, trees, 
the morning star, flowers and many 
other symbols, the meaning of which 
were taught the children at an early 
age, and their familiarity with these 
revelations aided them in transcrib- 
ing the studies worked in beads, left 
by their forefathers. 

Before glass beads in colors became 
available to the Indians, they used 
pebbles, bits of quartz, soapstone and 
slate which they found about their 
habitats. These they ground between 
large stones in order to shape them 
and make them smooth and of uni- 
form size. Holes were pierced through 
them to facilitate stringing and sew- 
ing, after which they were polished. 
The Crow and Blackfoet Indians be- 
came quite adept in the ‘weaving of 
beaded belts and girdles which they 
wore around the neck or waist. They 
made their small looms from bows 
and their motifs were original and 
simple but interesting. Examples of 
this type of work were found many 
years ago during certain excavations 
which took place in Virginia, Florida 
and other sections of this country. 
Their trade was far-reaching and the 
number of beads which they used for 
wampum was tremendous. 

Beads were advertised in the 18th 
century mewspapers in and around

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Boston for trimming costumes. The 
black beads better known as “bugles” 
for trimming mantles and capes, were 
much in demand around 1750. Fash- 
ions during this period were often 
set to imitate costumes worn by cer- 
tain members of the nobility and 
Queen Victoria, being very fond of 
jewels and ornate clothing, had many 
of her dresses ornamented with bead- 
work. Shortly thereafter, stylists in 
near and distant centers produced 
similar arrangements on costumes, 
and elaborate beadwork commenced 
to appear on wearing apparel of all 
types. 

Beadmakers of the 14th century 
were known as “perlai” and were 
Italian workmen who were renowned 
for their abilities in creating glass 
beads of intricate designs. The glass 
houses located at Murano, near Ven- 
ice, produced large quantities of beau- 
tiful beads among other glass ob- 
jects. As a matter of fact, the manu- 
facture and export of beads formed 
the backbone of the great Venetian 
glass industry. 

The glass factories established in 
Venice were thought dangerous fire 
hazards, so that all glass houses were 
in time removed to the little island 
of Murano. Naturally, the workers in 
these glass houses went along with 
their craft projects and established 
themselves and their families in Mur- 
ano. The Venetian government, anxi- 
ous to preserve its valuable monoply 
in the glass trade, created some very 
severe punishments to be imposed up- 
on any person who might move from 
Murano and migrate to some other 
glass manufactory. Penalties of long 
terms of imprisonment and even death 
were imposed on anyone who might 
prove disloyal to this cause. Guilds 
were formed so that no competitor 
might be allowed to secure some of 
the secrets known in these factories. 
In due time however, like the secrets 
of the potters and of other trades of 
European discovery, these secrets of 
glass manufactory somehow’ were

made known to other parts of the 
world. Consequently, the manfacture 
of beads became common knowledge 
in England, France, Germany and 
America. 

The products of Murano were beau- 
tiful and the merchants no doubt took 
advantage of the wonderful water 
power located there. The water sup- 
ply was adequate to run the mills for 
grinding and cutting their glass. Be- 
ing located near Venice, the export- 
ing of beads was considered more 
satisfactory than other pieces of glass 
ware because they were easily packed 
and took little space on board ships, 
all of ‘which helped to reduce ship- 
ping and transportation charges. 


Most of the smaller Venetian glass 
beads were made from glass tubing. 
The tubing, fashioned from molten 
glass, was produced at Murano, and 
the actual forming of the beads was 
a separate craft, practiced in Venice. 
This subdivision was undoubtedly en- 
couraged by the glass authorities in 
order to make it more difficult for the 
workers to divulge certain secrets, 
knowing but part of the process at 
one place. 


Beads with a fire fused edge were 
formed by filling tiny glass tubes with 
an infusible substance, perhaps a 
mixture of lime and charcoal and roll- 
ing the beads in it. They were then 
placed in sand in an iron drum which 
rotated over a hot furnace. When the 
angular edges had been smoothed and 
rounded, the beads were removed, 
shaken to free them from the sand 
and the other materials with which 
they had been plugged, and then sort- 
ed into different sizes. 


The chevron beads made in Venice 
were of a different nature. A number 
of superimposed layers of molten 
glass. formed chevron beads. The 
dipping into vats containing varied 
colored glazes ‘which adhered to the 
glass tubing produced beautiful ef- 
fects. These were later cut into ap- 
propriate sizes and the colors _re- 
vealed were of a zigzag nature. Chev- 
ron beads usually had three main 
layers, the innermost being seme- 
times pale green, the middle color red 
and the outer layer a rich deep blue. 
Thin layers of opal or white were 
placed in the middle of the colors 
and the effects were very lovely. 
Many chevron beads were manufact- 
ured for Africa where they are still 
in demand ay. 


It was during the sixteenth centu: 
that the hollow bead was invented. 
This was made possible through the 
efforts of Andrea Vidare. In order to 
supply the demand for these beads 
adequately, women and girls were 
employed to string them in their 
homes, as well as to embroider cer- 
tain pieces of apparel with them. The 
steel cut beads ‘were introduced about 
1775. Like the glass beads, they were 
utilized for many purposes but due 
to the fact that they were likely to 
rust if subjected to dampness, they 
were not quite as satisfactory as they 
were attractive. Many beaded bags 
were designed with steel beads, how- 
ever, and some are still in a good 
state of preservation today. 

Beaded bags became an actessory of

dress during the early years of the 


nineteenth century. Merchants 
brought quantities of them back from 
their European sojourns, while many 
others were fashioned right in the 
home when proper directions for 
making them appeared in such maga- 
zines as Godeys’; the Ladies Fancy 
Work Manual; Harpers’, and. similar 
publications. The beaded bags were 
highly prized and at that time, they 
were priced around $5.00 and up, ac- 
cording to their size, workmanship, 
etc. They were worked on canvas or 
were made of purse silk with knit- 
ting needles or crochet hooks. The 
designs offered for making beaded 
bags differed in some degree but they 
all required much patience because 
they were generally made by rule, 
the beads having to be counted and 
sewed in their proper places. Any 
slight deviation from the required 
count would result in a displaced pat- 
tern and thus ruin a work of art. 

Patterns for making beaded bags 
were treasured by the ladies. They 
often exchanged patterns with one 
another and bouquets, landscapes, 
tiny figures, farm animals and houses 
became the more popular motifs in 
use. Little girls were also encouraged 
in the art of needlework in_ the 
home, and they visited the “dame 
shops” sometimes known as “cent 
shops” where they could purchase a 
thimbleful of beads for a mere penny. 
This enabled the youngsters to try 
and imitate their elders and no doubt 
had much influence in building up a 
certain amount of love for objects of 
charm and beauty. 

Deviating a bit from bags as they 
were used for clothing and bags, we 
consulted an old publication of early 
vintage which was published primari- 
ly to encourage all types of art in the 
home. We found many suggestions 
for embellishing the home with bead- 
‘work and the directions printed there- 
in ‘were ample, covering every phase 
of the work. Directions for ornament- 
ing hanging baskets, box covers and 
tables, were furnished. We can visual- 
ize a picture frame or mirror frame 
covered with colored beads in intri- 
cate designs. The chosen design was 
first traced upon the article to be dec- 
orated after which a thin coating of 
some adhesive material was pla 
over it. Varnish or transparent ce- 
ment was recommended. The beads 
were taken up with a “lifter” and 
laid down one by one very carefully 
over the alloted spaces designated in 
the pattern. This process continued 
until all spaces were filled. A slight 
pressure followed in order to affix 
the beads to the background and the 
beads were then polished. The inter- 
stices between the designs were gone 
over later ‘with a soft brush satur- 
ated with linseed oil; this removed 
bits of cement adhering to the back- 
ground, which might prove unsightly 
when dry. 

Besides beads made out of glass, 
other minerals were used such as 
quartz, coral and jet. Pearls were in- 


troduced at an early period by the

“What Is an Antique 
Watch?” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


Over a period of time I get very 
many letters from people concerning 
old watches they have and which in- 
dicate a very great lack of undaer- 
standing as to what constitutes an- 
tiquity in a watch. Many, many peo- 
ple seem to feel that anything fifty 
years old is a genuine antique and, 
of course, of great value. This 1s so 
erroneous that I have decided that 
some discussion along this line would 
be helpful generally. 

The most common of the so-called 
old watches found in this countxy to- 
day is the heavy, silver cased watch 
as it was made during the period 
1850 to 1900 in America. Most of 
these watches were of the open face 
type with heavy glass crystals, al- 
though some of them have closed 
cases: often called hunting cases. By 
far the greatest number of cases are 
of silverine or silveroid, which 1s an 
alloy of nickel. Some of the cases 
are made of ore silver or coin silver. 
These watches are generally large 
and thick and heavy. They were often 
called an unromantic name such as 
“turnip”. They were designed for 
every day use and not for decorative 
purposes. The majority of the cases 
are perfectly plain although occa- 
sionally one finds a crude type of 
engraving. The movements in these 
watches are generally good ones. They 
are well designed and well made to 
keep good time and stand rough 
usage. Most of them, when cleaned,

oiled and adjusted, will keep excel- 
lent time today. 

Great quantities of this type watch 
were made on a mass production basis 
by a few large producers ana will 
bear names such as “American Watch 
Co.”, “Elgin National Watch Co.”, 
“Hampden Watch Co.”, “Rockfora 
Watch Co.” and “Illinois Watch Co.” 
There were many smaller makers and 
a full list would be too long for cnis 
article. 

This type of watch is not an an- 
tique in any sense of the word. They 
may be interesting for many sound 
reasons but never for antiquity. 

Many people treasure these old 
watches for sentimental reasons. Cer- 
tainly the timepiece that was car- 
ried by one’s father or grandfather is 
an heirloom to be treasured. Many 
people who were not so fortunate as 
to inherit one will buy one because 
it is so like the one carried by father 
or grandfather. I know of a number 
of people who are working to com- 
plete collections which will have at 
least one specimen of each Amer- 
ican watch manufacturer. I like them 
for their clumsy goodness alone. 
These are all perfectly good reasons 
to collect this type of watch. How- 
ever, we must not make the mistake 
of calling them antiques. We must 
not place a high value on them unless 
they are distinguished by some un- 
usual feature of design, workmanship 
or jeweling. 


3. A rare repousse watch. 
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What is an antique watch? There 
is no single or simple definition that 
can be used to answer this question. 
Perhaps the most widely used rule 
is that of The United States Cus- 
toms Department. Watches and clocks 
made before 1830 may be imported 
into this country free of import duty. 
I think this is a good rule and it 
will serve as well as any other. Here 
again, a note of caution is in order. 
Just because a watch was made be- 
fore 1830 does not say that it pos- 
sesses a fabulous value as an antique. 
We must always remember that age 
alone is only one element in estab- 
lishing the actual value of antiques 
and one of the least important consid- 
erations at that. For instance, most 
of the English pair case, fusee and 
verge watches will qualify as to age. 
However, the plain ones, in sterling 
silver cases, are surprisingly plenti- 
ful today and are not considered to 
be of more than usual interest value. 
One of them, of similar age, In a 
beautifully engraved pair case of 
eighteen karat gold is something else 
entirely. I cannot stress too strongly 
the fact that age alone does not neces- 
sarily indicate great value. One must 
carefully weigh all of the other ele- 
ments of consideration in trying to 
arrive at a true and fair value, 

How does one go about establishing 
the age of a watch? Here again, there 
is no single infallible rule of guid- 
ance. There are many ways of do- 
ing it. 
Most English watches will have the 
maker’s name engraved, usually on 
the back plate of the movement. With 
this information, one can check back 
in the lists of watch and clock makers 
and establish his working period. 
None of the lists in existence today 
are entirely complete, of course, al- 
though one that I use has thirty-five 
thousand names in it. Furthermore, 
watches made on the continent of 
Europe all too often are not signed 
by a maker. This robs us of any pos- 
sibility of using the simplest method 
of establishing age. 

When no maker’s name appears on 
a watch, what then can we do to 
establish its age. There are many 
things that can be studied in this 
connection. One basic table follows: 

1. The first watches came into being 
about 1500 and were round in shape. 
The earliest ones were made en- 
tirely of iron parts, such as wheels, 
pinions, cocks pillars and plates.

8. Brass plates began to be used 
in Nurenberg about.

8. The fusee chain Was invented 
by Gruet of Geneva about 159u al- 
though it did not gain general ac- 
ceptance for another ten years. Prior 
to this time, gut cord was used en- 
tirely.

The Art Institute’s collection of 
Japanese prints is considered one of 
the two very best and complete to be 
found anywhere, including the finest 
collections in Japan. Many impres- 
sions in the collection are unique, 
and the greatest number are in mint 
condition, which means that the usu- 
ally evanescent and fugitive colors, 
such as blue, which faded quickly 
after printing, are as pristine as the 
day they were applied to the paper 
with the inked wood block. Only the 
rarest and finest examples, ranging 
from the powerful black and white 
prints of the early primitives, made 
around 1665 by the great master 
Moronobu, to work in full color by 
such revered artists as Harunobu, 
Kiyonaga, Utamaro, Sharaku, Hoku- 
sai, and Hiroshige, are to be included 
in the exhibition. 

“Ukiyo-e” means “Pictures of the 
Passing World” 


Japanese prints are becoming more 
and more popular in the western 
world, particularly in America, where 
books and articles are constantly be- 
ing published on the subject—one 
recently by James Michener, who did 
most of his research in the Art In- 
stitute. This kind of art is called in 
Japan“Ukiyo-e,” which means “pic- 
tures of the passing world,” and deals 
with popular subjects such as por- 
traits of actors, beautiful women, 
legendary heroes, geisha girls, the 
Kabuki theatre, and diverse land- 
scapes, including the holy mountain 
Fuji, seen in all periods of the year. 


Margaret O. Gentles, the Art In- 
stitute’s Keeper of the Buckingham 
Collection of Japanese Prints, was 
in the Orient for several months last 
year. She particularly studied the 
print collections in Japan, and it be- 
came quite evident to her that it 
was not necessary to borrow any 
works from the Orient, as the en- 
tire exhibition could be assembled 
from the Art Institute’s own collec- 
tion. 


Charles Dornbusch, noted Chicago 
architect, designed the installation of 
the exhibition, and Mrs. Victor Zur- 
cher designed the catalogue as well 
as the definitive book on ‘Japanese 
Primitives” the Art Institute pub- 
lished to coincide with the opening of 
the exhibition.

ones were hand drawn. Later ones 
were printed or lithographed. Designs 
most used were the familiar tulip, 
heart, and star, dear to early Penn- 
sylvania Germans. 

Donald Shelly, in the New York 
Historical Society Quarterly, also 
says, “Like many early American 
folk arts, beginning with ideas rem- 
iniscent of the homeland, fractur 
writing in its new environment de- 
veloped into something quite differ- 
ent from the original—something tru- 
ly characteristic of the southeastern 
counties of Pennsylvania. Both vigor- 
ous in design and decorative in color, 
these illuminated family records are 
astonishingly complete, giving all the 
necessary ‘vital statistics’ as well as 
other related and ofttimes amusing 
details.” 


OLD JEWELRY

Romans, at the time they invaded 
Spain. They were highly prized and 
it is interesting to mote that they 
were manufactured in western Euro- 
pe as early as 1680. A rosary maker 
by name of Jacquin, introduced the 
method by which tiny spheres of very 
thin glass were filled with a substance 
known as “essense d’Orient” which 
adhered to the walls, after which a 
solution of liquid 'wax was poured 
into the hollowed beads. This hard- 
ened and gave the glass bead a lustre 
similar to the pearl found in the 
oyster. Essense d’Orient is a blend of 
powdered fish scales, and 16,000 fish 
are required to make one pound of 
the powder. Being light in volume, 
the powder furnished sufficient filling 
from one pound to fill thousands of 
beads, bringing the initial cost down 
considerably. 

Jet used so frequently for fashion- 
ing beaded bags, was first procured 
in Whitby, in England. Shipments 
were sent to all parts of the world, but 
in this country, Whitby jet has been 
successfully replaced by a particular 
type of Pennsylvania anthracite. 

Beads will no doubt remain in favor 
until Dame Fashion predicts other- 
wise but the collection of beaded bags 
as a hobby will continue to bring 
pleasure to all searching for some- 
thing of charm and beauty. 


KRESS COLLECTION 
GIFT TO 
SAN FRANCISCO 


The priceless gift to San Francis- 
co of the Samuel H. Kress Collec- 
tion of paintings which was unveiled 
February 19 at the M. H. De Young 
Memorial Museum represents five 
years of planning, study and research 
and includes all the major schools of 
painting from the 14th century with 
“A Crowned Virgin Martyr, probably 
St. Catherine of Alexandria” painted 
about 1334 by the Florentine, Bernar- 
do Daddi, to the beginning of the 
19th century with a portrait “Don 
Ramon de Posada y Soto” painted in 
1801 by Spain’s great artist, Fran- 
cisco De Goya. 

To mention but a few of the high- 


lights in the collection, there are in 
the religious field a superb predella 
painting, “The Meeting of St. Fran- 
cis and St. Dominic” by Fra Angeli- 
co; A monumental altarpiece by 

Cesare Da Sesto measuring over eight 
feet high showing the Madonna be- 
tween St. John and St. George, the 
patron saints of Genoa; “The Israe- 
lites Worshipping the Golden Calf”, 
one of the very few paintings both 
signed and dated by the Frenchman 
Nicolas Poussin, and the superlative 
“St. Francis Venerating the Crucifix” 
by El Greco especially acquirea by 
Mr. Rush H. Kress for the muscum 
as a particularly beautiful represen- 
tation of the city’s patron saint. 

In portraiture are represented such 
master works as the magnificent 
“Young Man with a Green Book” 
painted by an unknown Venetian mas- 
ter about 1510 rated by the noted au- 
thority Bernard Berenson as “one of 
the finest pre-Titian Venetian por- 
traits in existence,” and another out- 
standing portrait of the Venetian 
school is Titian’s expressive portrayal 
of a friend. 

Two landscapes done in the same 
decade before 1650 “Classic Land- 
scape with Figures at Sunset” by 
Claude Lorrain and “River View of 
Nymwegen with the Valkhof” by 
Salomon van Ruysdael demonstrate 
the two major trends, idealistic and 
realistic. Jan Fyt’s “Fruit and Game” 
represents a perfect example of still 
life painting so popular in the 17th 
century inthe Lowlands. Mythological 
or literary subjects in special favor 
during the Baroque period are shown 
in a fine 17th century piece by Fran- 
cesco Mola as well as in the splendid 
“Triumph of Flora” by the greatest 
of all Italian 18th century painters 
Tiepolo. 

In the field of Genre paintings there 
is the fine Italian example ‘“Musi- 
cians” by Bernardo Strozzi. As a 
northern example the “Young Moth- 
er” by Pieter de Hooch typifies the 
entire Golden Age of Dutch painting 
with its masterly use of color. 

This work has been reproduced in 
color on the cover of the profusely 
illustrated catalogue of the Kress Col- 
lection in which every painting will 
be illustrated eight of them in color. 

The Samuel H. Kress Collection of 
paintings will not only bring to gen- 
erations of museum visitors the joy 
of contemplating master works of art 
but will also afford westerners a new 
and unique educational opportunity to 
study European painting. San Fran- 
cisco owes the Samuel H. Kress Foun- 
dation a lasting debt of gratituae.

TWO BUSINESS MEN MAKE

The Carnival of Cars on Times 
Square in New York City is thought 
to be the first permanent antique auto 
show ever to take place in New York. 
It was developed by two business men 
Robert W. Dowling, president of City 
Investing Company, and Henry Aus- 
tin Clark, Jr., executive of Cuban- 
American Sugar Company. Both are 
old car hobbyists. Dowling’s collec- 
tion numbers twelve, and Clark’s 250, 
according to a reprint from Business 
Week, copyrighted by McGraw-Hill 
Publishing Company. 

The Museum where the Carnival 
of Cars is displayed is under the As- 
tor and Victoria Theatres. The plan 
is to change the exhibits every two 
weeks. The Clark collection incluaes 
America’s most outstanding group of 
antique cars, trucks, taxis, buses, and 
old fire fighting engines. 

It takes months and even years te 
replace missing parts and restore the 
fine old cars from shiny brass lamps, 
and real leather upholstery, to hand- 
rubbed paint. Businesses have sprung 
up to do just this for old car col- 
lectors. 

Other museums which show antique 
autos include the Thompson Proeucts 
Museum in Cleveland, Ohio, the Chi- 
cago Museum of Science and Indus- 
try, and James Melton’s Autorama 
in Florida.

SILAS SCOFIELD AND 
HIS RUG MACHINE 
Morenci, Mich., 1885 


By LAWRENCE B. ROMAINE 


Who knows just when the first 
hooked rug was made? That is a 
hard question to answer. Suffice it to 
say that people have made them for 
many, many years, and that today 
you will find large collections of 
them in institutions, in private homes 
and in antique shops. If you have the 
time to travel about a bit, you will 
also find people making them in both 
country farm houses and city apart- 
ments today. 

Recently I came across old ecata- 
logs and information on a rug ma- 
chine: patented in 1885, by Silas Sco- 
field, Morenci, Mich. Whereas one 
can find old rug frames in attics, 
barns, and shops, it is seldom that a 
complete catalog turns up with the 
lists of the older patterns and de- 
signs. 

The librarian of the Stair Public 
Library at Morenci, Mich., was most 
helpful in augmenting my files with 
information regarding the Scofield 
machine, and I quote from her letter 


Oo me: 

“In reply to your /etter inquiring 
about the Automatic Rug Machine 
Company of Morenci:—From inform- 
ation I have been able to gather 
from the older inhabitants of Morenci, 
the machine 'was invented by a Silas 
Scofield. Mr. Scofield had a cabinet 
shop and it was probably in connec- 
tion with this that he made the ‘gad- 
gets’ for rug making. The lady who 
gave me this information was quite 
certain that they were not manufact- 
ured after 1900. She recalled seeing 
them in use. A pattern painted on 
canvas was sold with the gadget (like 
the one in the illustration of the old 
catalogue). Mr. Scofield died in 1893. 

“T hope this information will be 
helpful. I am a Morenci ‘native’ my- 
self, and had never heard about this 
business before, so it was lots of fun 
making inquiries for you. 

Phyllis Gillen, Librarian.” 


In most cases the most helpful 
and considerate librarian is able to 
find nothing about such small “one 
man shows” of this period. Thous- 
ands of persons created similar gad- 
gets, perfected them to a certain ex- 
tent, advertised them and then failed. 
The advertising has gone to the paper 
drives and the dump, and there is no 
record for the most dynamic sleuth 
to uncover for the student of 1955. 
If we don’t save what is still extant, 
what will there be of this period for 
those of 2055? How many copies 
were printed of the first Sears Roe- 
buck catalogue? How many of Mont- 
gomery Ward’s first brochure? Are 
we going to appreciate this pictorial 
record of our Gay Nineties before it 
is too late? 
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The danger in the problems of pre- 
servation of such little catalogs as 
the Silas Scofield folder is the fact 
“money talks,” and usually doesn’t 
mention “insignificant” people like 
Silas. Let us not forget in this con- 
nection that there are other pamphlets 
and books far rarer than folio Shake- 
spears, Gutenberg Bibles and the first 
editions of famous authors to be col- 
lected and preserved. The Grolier 
Club recognized the first Sears Roe- 
buck catalog, and presto it has taken 
on value and significance. I should 
consider a dozen copies of their first 
catalog a fine investment. 

Just how many lists of designs 
and patterns for hooked rugs are now 
housed in libraries and collections I 
would’nt dare to guess. Probably a 
good many. Silas Scofield’s designs 
may have been original and may have 
been merely copied from other design- 
ers who also issued catalogs, circu- 
lars or lists. 

So, I have discovered Silas Scofield, 
with the help of Miss Gillen. I have 
rescued his catalog with its detailed 
list of designs. Have you an original 
Scofield design? Is your frame from 
his little cabinet shop with his stamp 
on it? If so, then you can safely say 
that your rug was made about 1885 
to 1900. As to the date of your de- 
sign, you may have to check a good 
many libraries to be sure of its date.

Some people of every generation 
have maintained that they are able 
to read a man’s character, disposi- 
tion, habits of life, et cetera, by stu- 
dying his face. Whether this be true, 
or not, is left for someone other than 
the writer to judge. Even Shakes- 
peare must have debated this mat- 
ter within his mind, for in “Macbeth” 
he lets Lady Macbeth say to her 
husband, whom she is trying to en- 
tice into foul deeds, “Your face, my 
thane, is a book where men may read 
strange matters.” Ayd yet in anoth- 
er place the playwright has King 
Duncan to say of one of his thanes 
who had turned traitor in a war, 
“There is no art to find the mind’s 
construction in the face; he was a 
gentleman on whom I built an abso- 
lute trust.” 

But there is one face in which a 
whole life story may be read. That 
is on the face of the “Frederick 
Douglas Spoon”. In all of spoon his- 
tory there must not be many like 
this one. And in all of the history of 
this great nation of ours there have 
been very few whose life story nas 
the strangeness of this one. How few 
men in all the world’s history have 
had the grim determination and the 
fortitude to break the shackles of 
slavery and rise to positions of honor 
and leadership! What more novei way 
could there be to pay tribute to such 
a personality than to do it through 
the souvenir spoon? 

Let us read the biography of Fred-

erick Douglas from this spoon. Hold 
it before you. First, you see in the 
bowl the face of the _ born 1n 
slavery, who, even though hjs father 
was white, had to be brought up as 
a negro. That was the law, and the 
negro was a slave at that time. You 
see him here, though, as he was near 
the end of his life, for there are pre- 
ent in the portrait both the lines of 
age on his face and the full-grown 
beard. Beneath this shoulder portrait 
are the words, “Born 1817, Mary- 
land.” Yes, he was born at Tuckahoe, 
near Easton, Maryland, in that year. 
After spending the first years of his 
life, perhaps, as any other slave boy, 
he was finally acquired, when fifteen, 
by a Baltimore shipbuilder. 

Now, to read again from the face 
of the spoon. The entire stem is com- 
posed of the links of chain, joined 
one to another—each link relating 
an outstanding chapter in this biog- 
raphy. Links in a chain forged by the 
years of an eventful life! In the first 
link is the date, 1838, and in words 
around the chain portion: ‘Escaped 
from slavery”. It was three years 
after he had been purchased by the 
shipbuilder that this happened. How 
was the escape perfected? Masquerad- 
ing as a sailor he went by railway 
train to New York. How was the es- 
cape insured? He changed his name 
from that which he had been christ- 
ened (Frederick Augustus Washing- 
ton Bailey) to Frederick Douglas.

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This name had been suggested to him 
by a friend who greatly admired 
Scott’s “Lady of the Lake”. Why did 
he escape from that life which seem- 
ingly had him branded? He had 
taught himself, with the help of a 
kind-hearted white woman, to read 
and write, and he recognized his 
capabilities. The world must know! 
Soon it began to get this knowledge. 
Somewhere, somehow, with money 
earned by blacking boots, he had 
bought his first book, “The Colum- 
bian Orator”. 

And here is coupled on the next 
link, encircling the date 1841 and la- 
beled Nantucket, Mass. At this town 
in August of that year, he made an 
extempore speech which led to his 
being appointed an agent of the 
Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. 
Throughout the New England and 
Middle States he delivered many 
speeches against slavery. A few years 
later he published an autobiography, 
and started at Rochester “Frederick 
Douglas’ Paper”, a weekly abolition 
newspaper. 

The succeeding link shows 1863 and 
encircling this “1864-’65 Mass. Regi- 
ment.” He was among those who ad-

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vocated the hiring of negro troups 
by the United States government. 
Whether he, himself, served in this 
regiment the writer has been unable 
to learn. 

The next recorded link chapter is 
“1872, Elector at Large”. This was 
not his first political office, for the 
previous year he had been Secretary 
of the Commission to Santo Domingo. 

Then, “1877 U.S. Marshall for Dis- 
trict of Columbia” is seen in the next 
part of his life story. 

The succeeding link states, “1889- 
91 U.S. Minister to Haiti”. If space 
permitted there could be an extended 
chain, for his life, in reality, was a 
continuous list of opportunities turned 
into achievements. 

The final link, which forms the 
crown of the spoon is a broken link 
stating “1895, Died, Washington”. 
His name in full is on the crown of 
the reverse side, where the stem cor- 
responds to the links just described 
(only that here they are not labeled, 
but are entwined with a floral design 
which ends in a wreath at the crown). 

Back to the bowl we go for a final 
look at the portrait. If there is an 
“art to read the mind’s construction 
in the face’, we see in this face 
serenity and integrity. We see the 
firm-set lines of determination, but 
we see the softer, deeper expression 
of understanding and sympathy. We 
see the penetrating eyes that fathom 
a world beyond that into which the 
unkind hand of Fate had placed him.

November-December, 1897. There was 
an ad. of the Norcross Phonograph 
Company, I. W. (“Ike”) Norcross, Jr., 
manager, in the New Zealand Build- 
ing at Broadway and 37th Street, 
New York, The Excelsior Phonograph 
Company had bought Roger Har- 
ding’s plant at 18 Kast 22nd Street 
and retained him as general man- 
ager. 

The February 1898 number, con- 
tained a long write-up of Estella 
Louise Mann, who was operating her 
own Lyric Phonograph Company, but 
this has already been guoted in an 
article about Miss Mann. incidentally, 
the Rev. Harlan B. Kishpaugh, of 
Cornwallville, New York, has found 
five solo records by this almost legen- 
dary soprano. They surely must rank 
among the rarest records in the 
world. 


Mr. Kishpaugh’s records, however, 
are not cylinders but nine-inch Zon- 
o-phone discs, probably made in 1900. 
He has listed the numbers and titles 
of four, but says the fifth has been 
temporarily mislaid. The four are 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought,” No. 
L92238; “Rock of Ages,” L9224; “Be-

yond the Gates of Paradise,” L9460; 
and “The Prince of Peace,” L9461. 

The fortunate possessor of these 
extremely rare records comments: 
“The announcement is done by a fe- 
male voice of clear and rich but sume- 
what childish timbre. The voice of 
Miss Mann is exceedingly rich and 
well handled, as is evident even on 
these ancients. The discs reproduce, 
I should judge, as well as they ever 
did. Piano accompaniments, very sim- 
ple, but competent.” In all probability 
the announcements were made by 
Miss Mann herself, and the “childish” 
quality comes from playing the «ec- 
ords at the present-day 78 speed, in- 
stead of the 70 or so at which mey 
were recorded. 

As far as I know, none of Estella 
Mann’s solo cylinders have turned up. 
But Allen Debus, a Glenview, IIli- 
nois collector, recently sent me a dub- 
bing of an Edison cylinder of “The 
Flowers that Bloom in the Spring,” 
by the Lyric Trio, consisting of Miss 
Mann, John Havens and William F. 
Hooley. At this writing Mr. Kish- 
paugh is planning to have dubbings 
made of the Zon-o-phones to send to 
Miss Mann’s brother, William J. 
Mann of Evansville, Indiana. 

The February issue also mentioned 
that Edison was opening a New York 
Office, and the editor commented it 
was to be hoped this would mean an 
end to the inventor’s poor business 
methods, which had made it necessary 
to “go past a wilderness of meat mar- 
kets and similar places in West 
Orange before you could find where 
to buy a phonograph and some rec- 
ords.” The selling methods of Edi- 
son’s phonograph division continued 
to be criticized for the 30 years that 
it remained in business. 

In March it was announced that 
Harding had been ill but had recov- 
ered. (He died in 1901). There was 
also a mention of a “quartet provided 
by one voice.” Leon F. Douglas of 
Chicago was making recordings of 
the voice of “Silas Leachman, ‘the 
24th Ward Politician,’ who was de- 
scribed as the fortunate possessor of 
a voice ranging from bass to first 
tenor, “and he has made a number of 
quartet records. The singer puts on 
the cylinder first whatever part he 
finds easiest for him to sing, then 
sings second, third and fourth parts.” 
Leachman was the precursor of Patti 
Paige and other “moderns” who dub 
in more than one voice on a record. 

Photos of famous artists who made 
Bettini cylinders were shown on pa- 
ges 10 and 11 of the June 1898 issue. 
They included Miss Lizzie B. Ray- 
mond; Miss Dora Valesca Becker; the 
mysterious “Lady X” (photographed 
with her back turned); Miss Ger- 
‘trude Silva; Mlle. Lora; Henri Mar- 
teau; Emilio de Gogorza; Yvette Guil- 
bert; Signor Campanari; Signor Al- 
berto de Bassoni; Miss Marie Engle; 
Hans Kronold, the famous ‘cellist’; 
Signor Tomaso Salvini; Mme. (Ko- 
sa) Chalia; Sarah Bernhardt: Signor 
L. Fregoli; Mme. Clementine de Ve- 
re Sapio: Signor Dante Del Papa; 
Mlle. L. de Brelor; Pol Plancon; Mme. 
Torriani; Mme. Bejane; Mme. Stra- 
kosch, and Mme. F. Saville—the lat- 
ter apparently the light opera singer, 
Florence Saville. There was also a

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Tom Thumb’s Baby 

















No. 1 


No. 1 shows Tom Thumb’s baby dressed 
for his daily airing in red gown and cap 
trimmed with white ermine. It is on a five- 
fold leaflet, which when unfolded makes a 
sheet 1314” by 442”, No. 1 being the cover 
design dd Nos. 2 and 5 the back cover. 

No. 2 is the baby, a blond wearing white 
underclothes and red slippers. 

No. 3 consists of a white cap and jacket 
over a red dress. 

No. 4 shows a white embroidered dress 
underneath a red jacket trimmed with gold 
with matching cap. 


No. 5 is meant to show the baby past 
the infant stage. The skirt is purple trim- 
med with yellow and black bands, the 
jacket, green edged with yellow and black 
bands. A red cap trimmed with yellow 
matches the red carpet with yellow designs. 


No.6 evidently is meant to be a hand- 
some affair. The long white gown has red 
trimmings with the exception of the pecu- 
liar apron-like basque effect in front, which 
is blue with red and yellow trimming. A 
white cap is trimmed with huge red rosettes.

Did the Tom Thumbs’ ever have a 
baby? McLoughlin Brothers of New 
York said yes and about the year 
1881 published a paper doll to repre- 
sent the infant. The accompanying 
sketches were made from that paper 
doll, the latter evidently based on 
photographs showing the child 1n the 
arms of Mrs. Tom Thumb. Such 
photographs were sold by the thous- 
ands. Was this one of Barnum’s well- 
known hoaxes, perpetrated to please 
his audiences and rake in a little extra 
coin on the side? According to Alice 
Curtis Desmond it was just that, and 
a hoax that did not please Mrs. 
Thumb — Mrs. Charles Sherwood 
Stratton — who wanted desperately 
to have a child of her own and did 
not like posing with someone else’s 
infant. Be that as it may, the Mc- 


Loughlin paper doll in question is a 
collector’s item, and there are those 
who believe that a child was born to 
the little persons eighteen years after 
their marriage but that it lived only 
two years. Reputable books on the 
life of Phineas Taylor Barnum testify 
to that fact. And McLoughlin Bro- 
thers made many a little girl happy 
with a small representation of what 
might have been a great event, al- 
though it is entirely possible that a 
child born of Lavinia, Tom’s wife, 
herself only twenty-five inches tall, 
might have been a normal child. True, 
she had a midget sister—Minnie—but 
her husband came of normal persons. 
By the way, Lavinia and Minnie 
traced their ancestors back to the 
Mayflower and Lavinia belonged to 
the D.A.R. 
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Occasionally one still comes across 
a set of the Tom Thumb paper doll, 
but rarely “Tom Thumb’s Baby.” 
These sketches were made from a 
folder in the possession of Mrs. EIl- 
eanor Childs of Washington, D. C., 
who treasures it highly. 


It will be interesting to doll coi- 
lectors to know a rag doll made out 
of Tom Thumb’s Napoleon uniform. 
Sad to relate, the doll was stolen 
from Eleanor Hall, later Mrs. Wald- 
haus, and never recovered. 


A set of the Tom Thumb paper dolls 
containing all the many uniforms of 
the little “General” as he was dubbed 
by Barnum, would have been fine in- 
deed, for his impersonations were 
many. Tom took part in plays, too. 
As Hop o’ My Thumb he was a fa- 
vorite on the London stage. 


Through contact with such notables 
as Baroness Rothschild, Tom was fi- 
nally introduced to Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria and became a great 
favorite at the English court. This 
was the year 1844, when Victoria was 
but twenty-five years of age and the 
two-foot General, 6, although adver- 
tised as twelve for obvious reasons. 
Barnum, fearful that his small charge 
might grow during his early years, 
kept track of his height year after 
year until the mite’s childhood re- 
solved into manhood. He remained 
exactly twenty-five inches high until 
after adolescence. At twenty his 
height was thirty-five inches. He nev- 
er grew above forty inches tall. 


Tom Thumb, or Charles Sherwood 
Stratton, (his real name) was born 
January 4, 1838, a seemingly normal 
baby of more than average weight— 
nine pounds, two ounces. His par- 
ents never dreamed that a pituitary 
gland would prevent normal growth. 
At five months he weighed fifteen 
pounds two ounces, and at the end of 
a year he weighed exactly the same, 
and stopped growing after he nada 
attained two feet one inch. However, 
his mental faculties were not in the 
least retarded. Quite the contrary. He 
was a precocious child, an apt pupil 
of Barnum, whom he dearly loved, for 
Phineas took care to amuse as well 
as instruct. 


One of the little fellow’s favorite 
stories was of the fictional Tom 
Thumb who was supposed to live in 
the days of King Arthur and his 
Knights of the Round Table. It was 
from this story that Charlie got his 
stage name. He never tired of hear- 
ing of the exploits of this fairy-tale 
character, and wished that he, too, 
could have a coach draw by ‘white 
mice, and a real miniature sword. He 
speedily received the sword, and later 
Queen Victoria presented him with a 
miniature coach drawn by four per- 
fectly matched Shetland ponies—the 
delight of his life. 


As can be imagined, when Phineas 
Taylor Barnum of the American Mu- 
seum of New York City saw wee 
Charles Sherwood Stratton he was so 
amazed and delighted that he could 
scarcely believe his eyes, for he at 
once recognized his Big Chance. Char- 
lie had been dressed by a friend in 
a little blue velvet suit for the great

EASTER BUTTONS — 


Easter, the annual festival of Re- 
surrection and the princinal feast of 
the Christian Era, has been celebrated 
since early times. Many popular 
Easter observances are of Pagan ori- 
gin, being developments of rites and 
customs connected with an ancient 
Norse festival. The Christian Church 
endeavored to give Christian signifi- 
cance to such of thege old rites as 
could not easily be rooted out. 

The name “Easter” is itself trace- 
able to the Anglo-Saxon “Ostara” 
(Eostre), goddess of Spring, whose 
annual return was widely celebrated. 
In pre-Christian times, “Beltane” fires 
were lighted, to mark the triumph 
of Spring over Winter. The season 
of growth has long been ushered in 
by spring flowers and young birds

and animals, such as chickens, duck- 
lings, rabbits and lambs. Fresh, new 
apparel and renewed social activities 
customarily follow the end of winter 
hardships and the forty days of Lent. 

The use of Easter Eggs is of great 
antiquity, the egg once having been 
considered a symbol] of Resurrection. 
(I hunted in vain for any representa- 
tion of an Easter Egg on a button. 
There may be such a thing, but I 
have never come across one.) 

The following buttons, - a “token” 
group - are representative and timely: 

No. 1 - Three Calla Lilies in Mod- 
ern Plastic. Although made in several 
colors, the design seems most appro- 
priate in ‘white. 

No. 2 - A yellow Duckling, also in 
Modern Plastic. This is an “early” 


type of Goofie, made about 1930. 

No. 3 - Head of a Chicken, render- 
ed in silver and (of all unsuitable 
colors!) green china. Self-shank. 

No. 4 - “Lop-eared Rabbit:” raised 
design on tinted, two-piece brass. Re- 
verse: “T. W. & W. - HM - Paris.” 

No. 5 - A Sporting Button, prob- 
ably English, and doubtless one of a 
set. Raised design on two-piece brass. 
Reverse: “Fast Shanks” and three 
stars. 

No. 6 - I showed so many hats last 
year (in HOBBIES for May, 1954) 
that I had hard work finding a differ- 
ent one for this group. This hat is 
the same type (in modern version) 
as No. 1 in the “Easter Hat” collec- 
tion. It is one of a self-set, found in 
various colors 

No. 7 - Amid so many other acti- 
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vities, there is sometimes danger that 
Easter’s religious significance may be 
lost sight of. But the Cross is the 
most outstanding of all Easter sym- 
bols; it links religion with history 
and art, and is as significant as it is 
decorative. “Crosses” make a most 
satisfying specialty, and may _ be 
found in practically all materials, 
types and sizes of buttons. This 
Cross is made of white china, with 
background of black celluloid (?) in 
a brass setting. Pad back. 

No. 8 - The Tulip is perhaps the 
most characteristic of Spring flowers. 
This button of Modern Plastic is 
found in almost as many color varie- 
ties as the actual flower. 

These subjects all lend themselves 
to specialization, if desired. It might 
be difficult to collect a large group of 
Ducks or Chickens, but both may be 
included in a “Bird” group. Hats are 
plentiful, Rabbits are not too hard to 
find, while Crosses are ideal for a 
Topical collection. 

Easter symbolizes the end of cold 
and darkness, the Resurrection of 
light and life. Like all religious holi- 
days, it is primarily a refutation of 
Materialism. 

Buttons are material things, to be 
sure, but they can do their part to- 
ward lightening the darkness of sor- 
row, loneliness and boredom. By open- 
ing new doors of friendship and ap- 
preciation, they can promote new In- 
terest in life and create a fresh ap- 
proach to living. 

Small, humble things are not al- 
ways unimportant: a_grain of mus- 
tard-seed symbolizes Faith. The days 
are gone when the word “button 
was a synonym for something in- 
significant, and of little worth. 


We know better, now!

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The Silhouette, “Shadowgraph,” or 
profile is of several types; the hollow- 
cut which is fashioned from white 
paper and backed with black; the 
cut and paste, in which the profile is 
cut from black paper and pasted to 
the white background; that in which 
there is work done with India ink 
and coloring; and the painted profile, 
at times resplendant with gold 


Whence came the name “Silhou- 
ette”’? The fashion for the cut pro- 
file is known to have existed as ear- 
ly as the first years of the eighteenth 
century. In 1757 Etienne de Silhou- 
ette became Minister of France un- 
der Louis XV and from that time this 
type of portraiture was given his 
name, 


The hollow-cut seems to have been 
very popular in America. Silhouettes 
of this type were usually machine- 
made, the shadow traced and as a 
rule cut with a small sharp knife; oc- 
casionally with scissors. Today a sil- 
houette made before 1820 is consid- 
ered old and many of the most desir- 
able were cut as late as the 1830s. 


One of the best known and most 
popular of the silhouette artists was 
Auguste Amanst Constance Fidele 
Edouart who spent ten years in 
America, 1839-1849. Edouart had been 
born at Dunkirk, had settled in Eng- 
land, and was already famous before 
he came to America. During the 
years he was in this country, he made 
an enormous number of profiles of 
the famous and fashionable in New 
York, Boston and Washington as well 
as at Saratoga Springs where he had 
a summer studio. Fortunately for us 
today, he cut every silhouette in dup- 
licate, keeping one covy for himself 
which he carefully annotated with 
name, date, place and other pertinent 
information. In 1849 after his finan- 
cially and socially successful sojourn 
in the United States, Edouart set sail 
for home on the Oneida. Off the coast 
of Guernsey in a very bad storm, the

boat foundered and the passengers 
were barely saved but Mr. Edouart 
saved his silhouettes—all of them! 
Ashore, he was cared for at the home 
of a family by the name of Lukis 
and when it was possible for him to 
continue his journey to England, as 
a token of appreciation, he presented 
the collection of silhouettes to a 
daughter of the family by the name 
of Fredericka. Years later the col- 
lection was purchased by Mrs. F. Nev- 
ili-Jackson of London, the author of 
“The History of Silhouettes”. Even- 
tually the entire collection of three 
thousand six hundred silhouettes 
reached New York City and were of- 
fered for sale. This made it possible 
for many to secure the profiles of re- 
latives, the originals—both relatives 
and silhouettes—having disappeared. 


Charles Wilson Peale, the painter, 
opened his “Peale’s Museum” in Phi- 
ladelphia in 1785. His silhouettes are 
largely of the hollow-cut type and 
are marked with a stamped “Muse- 
um” or “Peale’s Museum” or “Muse- 
um” alone in combination with a 
spread eagle. 


Another outstanding American 
profilist was William Bache who made 
silhouettes of so many of the fashion- 
able of Salem, Mass., with charming 
individual touches such as curls and 
ringlets added to the hair outline and 
ruffled shirt fronts and frills. Bache 
was born in England in 1771. When 
twenty-one he came to America and 
opened a shop in Philadelphia. He 
traveled up and down the country- 
side, even to the West Indies. In 
1808 he was in Salem and the follow- 
ing appeared in the Salem Gazette, 
September 16, of that year: 


“W. Bache returns his grateful ac- 
knowledgements to the Ladies and 
Gentlemen of Salem for the liberal 
encouragement he has received, and 
begs to inform those who yet intend 
to have their profiles drawn that he 
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proposes leaving this place the ensu- 
ing week.” 


In 1810 he was back in Salem and 
advertised in the Essex Register and 
the Salem Gazette on July 10, 1810:

colors profiles in miniature style and 
warrants as good a likeness for two 
dollars as could be obtained for

Bache made silhouettes in the cut 
and paste as well as the hollow-cut 
style and used an oval stamp with 
the words “Bache’s” and “Patent” 
separated by three little roses. At 
the Essex Institute, Salem, there are 
several silhouettes of Salem’s fashion- 
able cut during Bache’s visits, includ- 
ing a painted profile of Leverett Sal- 
tonstall. Other Bache profiles are at 
the Connecticut Historical Society, 
Hartford, and the Rhode Island His- 
torical Society, Providence. The Nix-

tisement was a T. Nixon who was 
his partner for the years 1809-1810. 
He does not seem to have had the 
ability that was Bache’s and the par- 
tnership did not last long. Both the 
Rhode Island Historical Society and 
the American Antiquarian Society of 
Worcester, Mass., have silhouettes 
made by Nixon. 

Upon returning to Philadelphia in 
1811 Bache married Miss Anna Page. 
In 1812 in company with other 
friends he traveled to Wellesboro in 
Western Pennsylvania where he 
bought a large tract of land. Soon he 
and his wife had joined other settlers 
there to make it their permanent 
home. While working at clearing his 
land, he suffered an accident which 
made the amputation of his right arm 
a necessity, thus ending his success- 
ful career as a profilist of the fash- 
ionable. In 1822 he was appointed 
postmaster of Wellesboro, a position 
he held until his death in 1845. 

Other American profilists were Pa- 
tience Wright, the Quakeress, the 
wife of Joseph Wright whom she 
married in 1772. Their daughter la-

ter became the wife of the famous 
artist, John Hoppner. 

Another visitor to Salem in 1809 
was famous not only for her pro- 
files but her embroidery, and doubly 
so since she had no arms and did the 
work with her mouth. She used a 
very elaborate announcement upon 
arriving at a place

William King advertised “Profile 
Likenesses with his Patent Delineat- 
ing Pencil” in an advertisement in 
the Dartmouth Gazette of Hanvver, 
N. H., for March 24, 1806. In 1804 
he was in Salem and evidently trav- 
eled as far north as Portland, Me. 

An Englishman by the name of 
Hubard opened a studio in Boston 
near the Exchange Coffee House. His 
silhouettes are clearly marked. 

Others whose work may be seen 
at the American Antiquarian Society 
in Worcester are A. B. Doolittle, 
Thomas Edwards, Henry Williams 
and William Chamberlain whose nome 
was in London, N. H. Naturally there 
were many others.

large photo of of G. Bettini and a 
larger one of his private office in the 
Bettini Phonograph Laboratory, New 
York, showing the walls covered with 
photographs of artists. It’s still some- 
thing of a puzzle why so few Bettini 
cylinders are found. And what has 
become of all those pictures? . 

In July, the Excelsior and Musical 
Phonograph Company advertised rec- 
ords by the Excelsior Quartet (prob- 
ably the Haydn in disguise) ; S. Hol- 
land Dudley, “the King Supreme of 
Record Makers”; Harding’s negro 
songs; William F. Hooley, “the fa- 
mous basso, whose records are the 
best in volume of any that have ever 
been made”; and Cal Stewart’s Yan- 
kee dialect stories. This issue con- 
tained a poem by Stewart, “My Old 
Yaller Almanac Hangin’ on the Kitch- 
en Wall.” The same number had an 
article on a genial gentleman, Frea- 
eric W. Hager, who is still living and 
will eventually be the subject of a 
Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
series. Meanwhile, I’ll quote the rol- 
lowing brief sketch, which accompa- 
nied a photo of Fred wearing a mus- 
tache: 

Frederic W. Hager, the popular 
young bandmaster of Hager’s Ameri- 
can Military Band of New York City, 
was born in Susquehanna county, 
Pa., in 1874, and ever since he was 
eight years of age has played the 
violin. He studied under Prof. F. Her- 
mann for several years, after which 
he received a term of free scholar- 
ship at the National Conservatory 
of America. He then studied with 
Carl Heuser, a prominent violinist of 
New York City for three years. Mr. 
Hager has the distinction of being 
the youngest bandmaster of merit in 
New York City, having procured a 
contract to furnish a band for a 
public park when he was but 21 
years of age. This is now in its third 
year and promises to be very suc- 
cessful. Mr. Hager has recently gone 
into the phonograph field and is at 
present engaged by Messrs. Harms, 
Kaiser and Hagen, and the large sale 
of his band and violin records prove 
that he will be in great demand this 
season. Among the musicians in his 
phonograph and park band are: A. 
Pade, cornetist, Messrs. Nickell, Rei- 
ter, Mygrant and the justly renown- 


ed cornet virtuoso, John Hazel. 


In July 1898, it was revealed that 
Len Spencer’s brother, Harry, had 
invented for Columbia a new device 
for recording the female voice, which 
was a tough baby in those days to 
catch accurately. Records of “Snow 
Baby” from Sousa’s opera, “The 
Bride Elect,” and “On the Banks of 
the Wabash.” both sung by Minni 
Emmett, were described as “loud, 
clear and distinct and free from blast 
or screech.” Steve Porter, already well 
known as a recording comedian was 
referred to as a member of the Ocean 
Yacht Club of Staten Island. He had 
his own yacht, the Chiquita, 42 feet 
long and with a 14-foot beam. 

Pages 12 and 18 of the July issue 
showed “the galaxy of talent” mak- 
ing Columbia records: Spencer, Gas- 
kin, Quinn, Porter, Fisher, Johnson, 
William F. Denny (a native of Bos- 
ton, well known in vaudeville), 
George P. Watson, Miss Minnie S. 
Emmett (from church choir and 
opera to talking machine), Golden, 
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Hunting, Myers, Lowe, Sousa’s Grand 
Concert Band, Monsieur B. Begue, 
Wormser, Frederick Hylands (rag- 
time pianist and composer) and Oss- 
man. The article said Lowe had been 
making xylophone records for nine 
years and Ossman banjo solos equal- 
ly long. Of Ossman it added: ‘‘When 
he was 12 he got music out of a banjo 
made from a peck measure. He stu- 
died under a violinist and had his 
first professional engagement at the 
age of 15. After winning the cham- 
pionship of the Hudson River (note 
by J. W.—probably by playing on the 
ferry boats), he settled in New York 
in 1878.” This no doubt should be 
1888, as Sylvester Louis Ossman was 
only ten years of age in 1878. 

George Schweinfest, the ad. conti- 
nued, learned to cme | the violin at the 
age of six. He had been a member 
of the Red Hussar Band. Cal Stewart 
was another Columbia artist; Tom 
Clark was director of the Columbia 
Orchestra; and Roger Harding had 
been long associated with Strakosch 
and Hess’ English Opera Company 
for which he was choir master, an 
with the Nellie McHenry Company. 

That was as far as I had time to 
copy from The Phonoscope. The next 
time I’m in Washington I’ll visit the 
Library of Congress again and try 
to complete the job.

riosities, from all over the world, the 
rarest, the tiniest, the most diminu- 
tive dwarf imaginable—Tom Thumb, 
11 years old and only 25 inches high, 
just arrived from England!!!” 

Barnum’s clever publicity, with the 
c ooperation of the newspapers, 
brought 3,000 people the very first 
night of Charlie’s entrance into the 
theatrical world. After that fame and 
fortune came to both, for, to add to 
his charm, Charlie became a perfect 
little imitator and never failed to 
bring down the house with his songs 
and dances. 

In all the key cities along the At- 
lantic Coast wherever the big and 
the little men appeared, money rolled 
into their coffers. Tom’s huge suc- 
cess encouraged Barnum to look for 
even broader fields. He decided to 
take Tom to England “to see the 
Queen” and made the departure a 
gala occasion. Ten thousand people 
gathered at the wharf to see them off. 
“Yes,” said Barnum to the eager 
crowd, “I am obeying the orders of 
Her Majesty, the Queen, to bring 
Tom home to England.” Later on he 
found out that it was not so easy 
to gain admission to the court of Eng- 
land and he was almost in despair 
long before the cherished moment ar- 
rived and they actually were ushered 
into the presence of the Queen. 

It was on the Yorkshire, “fastest, 
finest packet afloat” in 1844, that Tom 
learned his favorite song “Life on the 
Ocean Wave” from an admiring crew. 
It took nineteen days to cross, quite 
an achievement in those days. 

How the midget captured the hearts 
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of the crowned heads of Europe and 
repeated his success in America ani 
later toured the world with his wife 
is charmingly told in “Barnum Pre- 
sents General Tom Thumb” by Alice 
Curtis Desmond. 

The highlight of Tom’s career was 
his marriage to a little lady his own 
size, Lavinia Warren, February 10, 
1863. It probably was the biggest 
wedding “little old New York” ever 
saw, attended by such celebrities a3 
President Lincoln and his cabine', 
governors, congressmen, senators, ar- 
my generals and a host of friends ani 
admirers. Lavinia’s wedding gown of 
tulle and satin, presented by Barnum, 
cost $50 a yard. Presents were show- 
ered upon them. Two thousand pieces 
of an eighty-pound wedding cake were 
distributed to friends. Lavinia kept 
her piece for forty-three years, long 
after Tommie had been gathered to 
his forebears. His earthly exist- 
ence ended on July 15, 1888, in his 
forty-sixth year, and he was buried 
with great ceremony at Mountain 
Grove Cemetery, a cemetery that 
Barnum had helped to create, in 
Bridgeport, Conn. There one may see 
on top of a high monument the smail 
likeness of Tom Thumb, little in 
stature but big in heart and brain. 
A glimpse of his character may be 
seen in a note which he wrote when 
he was but nine years old: “I adore 
my Creator and know that He is good 
to us all. He has given me a small 
body, but I believe he has not con- 
tracted my heart, nor brain, nor soul.” 
Few people now living were among 
the ten thousand who attended his 
funeral, but he has become an Amer- 
ican legend that never will die.

be used and became quite popular 
‘during the period 1575 to 1600. 

10.Rock crystal as a covering and 
protection for dials is known to have 
been used as early as 1550. The use 
of glass for crystal is first noted 
about 1615. 

11. Cases with coverings of tortoise 
shell appeared about 1620 and conti- 
nued to be popular until 1800 or later. 

12. Enamel painting in colors on 
watch cases is first noted in the year 
1632. Watches with this type of or- 
namentation must be dated subse- 
quent to 16382. 

13. Paul Viet of Blois, France, in- 
vented the enamel dial in 1635. 

14. Pair case watches came into 

use about 1640. It was found that 
enamel cases needed protection and 
the outer case was added for this 
purpose. Watches of the period would 
therefore consist of an enameled inner 
case and an outer case either plain or 
covered with tortoise shell. 
15. Repousse in watch cases, both 
gold and silver, made their appear- 
ance about 1650. Watches of this pe- 
riod usually have three cases; the 
first case being plain metal, the sec- 
ond case of repousse and the third 
or outer case, covered with tortoise 
shell, shagreen or sharkskin with or- 
namentation in pique. The repousse 
work was considered to be so delicate 
that it was often covered with giass 
as protection. 

16. The balance spring was invent- 
ed in 1658, but did not gain general 
usage until 1700 or later. 

17. Very high globular shaped 
watches became popular about 1670. 

18. The repeating watch was in- 

vented in the year 1676. 
_ 19. The minute hand was first used 
in watches during the year 1687. Pri- 
or to that time only an hour hand 
was used. Strangely enough, the min- 
ute hand appeared in clocks as early 
as 1610. 

20. Jeweling came into use in 
watches in the year 1700. 

21. The first keyless watches were 
made in 1700. 

_22. Enameled plaques instead of 
pierced balance cocks appeared in 
watches about 1700. 

_ 23. Chased figures as ornamenta- 
tion on watch cases became popular 
in 1710. 

_ 24, The cylinder escapement was 
invented by George Graham in 1710. 

25. Dust bands were first used in 
_ 26. Pendule watches came into use 
in 1720. 

27. The rack lever escapement was 
invented in 1722. 

28. Watch cases in four colors ap- 
peared in 1740. 

_ 29, The compensation balance was 
invented by Harrison in 1749. 

30. The duplex escapentent was in- 
vented in 1750. 

81. The chronometer escapement 
first appeared in 1760. 


32. The detached lever escapement 
was invented by Thomas Mudge in 
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1765. This is considered to be the 
most important development in the 
history of watches. It is the type 
of escapement used to the prescnt 
day. 

383. Dust caps were first used to 
cover watch movements in 1774. 

_ 84. Thin watches were first made 
in 1776. 

85. The second hand was first used 
about 1780.

at the New York Historical Society 


Delicate amethyst and pale green 
18th century Stiegel type bottles, 
hand blown vases and pitchers in 
the South Jersey glass making tradi- 
tion, lacy pressed glass plates from 
Sandwich, Mass., whisky bottles with 
historical illustrations, and a wine 
bottle dated 1765 highlight the new 
permanent exhibition of American 
glass which opened March 10 at the 
New-York Historical Society’s Mu- 
seum, 77th Street and Central Park 
West, New York, N. Y. Over 200 
choice items selected from two col- 
lections recently presented to the So- 
ciety by Clarence G. Michalis ana the 
late Mrs. J. Insley Blair are inciuaed 
in the display. 

The exhibit covers the history of 
glass making in America fro: 1ts 
18th century beginnings when “off 
hand” articles were blown for per- 
sonal use in bottle factories, to the 
mass produced novelty pieces used 
in Victorian homes. 

Bottles and flasks, the first commer- 
cial glass wares manufactured in 
America, continued to be important 
products in the 19th century; whisky 
flasks with historical subjects such 
as Jenny Lind and Lafayette; bottles 
in various shapes—a log cabin for 
E. G. Booz’s Old Cabin Whiskey, a 
fish for cod liver oil, an Indian maid 
for “Brown’s Celebrated Indian 
Herb Bitters’; and early 19tn cen- 
tury Pitkin flasks with spiral ribbing 
can be seen at the Society. 

Well represented among the ditfer- 
ent types of glass shown are the col- 
orful pattern molded and engraved 
wares such as were made by “Baron” 
Stiegel at his Manheim factory, 1764- 
1774, and by his successors in New 
England, Ohio and Pennsylvania m 
the early 19th century. Bottles, cream- 
ers, salts and covered flip glasses are 
some of the pieces on displav. 


A manufacturing advance over the 
Stiegel type glass was the blown 
three mold glass produced from about 
1820 to 1840 in an effort to imitate 
the more expensive British cut giass. 
There are three main groups of pat- 
terns of this ware blown in full size 
hinged metal molds—the Geometric, 
Arch and Baroque, all seen in the 
Society’s exhibit in decanters, pitch- 
ers, vases and dishes. 

Pressed glass soon replaced blown 
three mold as chief imitator of cut 
glass. It was produced not only at 
Sandwich, Mass., but at a uozen 
other Eastern and Midwest yass 
houses during the second quarter of 
the 19th century in a varietv of 
intricate and delicate patterns, Ruby 
and amethyst vases, lacy plates and 
a dish illustrating the shin ‘Consti- 
tution” are among the pressed glass 
pieces on view at The New-York 
Historical Societv. 

Despite the popularity of pressed 
glass American factories competed 
with foreign firms in the manufac- 
ture of cut glass from about 1820, 
and developed the technique so well 
that it is impossible to say with cer- 
tainty which pieces were made in 
this country and which were pro- 
duced abroad. Patterns were mainly 
geometric and a groun of decanrers, 
bowls and covered dishes display the 
brilliancy of this tyne of glass. 

Amusing novelties and miniature 
glass hats illustrate the Victorian 
taste in glass for match and tooth- 
pick holders in a variety of forms 
such as baskets. coal scuttles and 
animal boxes. Slippers, boats and 
shoes in different pressed patterns 
were also ponular as were fan-shaped 
dishes, inkwells and mustard pots. 

The last section of the Society’s 
exhibit is devoted to milk glass, also 
a product of the Victorian era. Ani- 


mals were a favorite design with cat 
and fish plates and covered dishes in 
the shape of roosters, rabbits, swans 
and birds. 


SOUTH JERSEY GLASS 


There were several attempts to es- 
tablish glass houses in the Colonies 
beginning with one in Jamestown in 
1608, another in 1622, and at least 
two in New Amsterdam in the 1650’s, 
but none prospered and little is known 
about them except what can be 
gleaned from documentary evidence 
such as their advertisements. 

It was not until 17389 that Caspar 
Wistar, a manufacturer of brass but- 
tons, was able to establish a glass 
works in Southern New Jersey which 
operated successfully until 1780. By 
1800 at least 12 more glass houses 
had been started and some of wtnese 
carried over into the 19th century 
when glass making began in earnest. 
In 1820 more than 4U0 glass houses 
were in operation and by 1875, tnere 
were approximately 250. The com- 
mercial products of these early fac- 
tories were window glass and bot- 
tles but the blowers always fash- 
ioned decorative pieces and odd ar- 
ticles of tableware for their fam- 
ilies and friends. There were the so- 
called “off hand” pieces. The aqua- 
marine and pale green pieces shown 
are made from window glass; the 
darker colored are made of bottle 
glass. All are hand blown and no 
two pieces are alike, but all show 
the sturdy individuality of the plow- 
er. 

The decoration is closely related 
to this process of hand manipulation. 
The lily pad decoration is character- 
istic of this type as is also the thread- 
ing around the neck, or the crimp- 
ing of feet and handles. These off 
hand pieces were made in glass houses 
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all over the country until the cum- 
plete mechanization of the industry 
in the 1870’s. They are called “South 
Jersey type” after the place of origin. 


STIEGEL-TYPE GLASS 


The glass shown in the second case 
of the Society’s exhibit is of the 
type made at the factory of Henry 
William Stiegel, at Manheim, Pa., 
from 1764 to 1774. The colorful 
“Baron” as he likes to be called, 
imported Venetian, German and Eng- 
lish glassworkers and the glass they 
produced was so similar to European 
and English glass that it is impossi- 
ble to tell the American from its for- 
eign prototypes. ; 

The engraved glasses are in the 
continental or German tradition; the 
engraved tulip is especially assocrated 
with Germany. The colored ware fol- 
lows the English tradition. Tnese 
pieces were hand blown in plain or 
in patterned molds. In pattern molded 
glass, the blower inserted the gather 
of glass on the end of the blow pipe 
into a small, deeply fluted mold. 
After the design was impressed on 
the gather it was withdrawn from the 
mold and fashioned by blowing and 
manipulation into the size and shape 
desired. In this process, the inside 
of the article follows the pattern sur- 
faces of the outside, whereas, pressed 

lass is smooth on the inside. The 

iamond daisy design of the ame- 
thyst “perfume” bottle and the check- 
ered diamond design of the blue salt 
have never been found in foreign 
glass and are attributed to the Man- 
heim factory. 

The same techniques or methods 
were used at other glass houses es- 
tablished in the late 18th and early 
19th centuries in New England, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, and this glass is 
called Stiegel-type. 


BOTTLES AND FLASKS 


Bottles were the principal commer- 
cial product of the glass houses of 
the late 18th and early 19th centu- 
ries. Wine bottles, like the one in the 
Society’s exhibit bearing the owner’s 
seal and the date 1765, were hana 
blown from dark olive green or olive 
amber glass, so dense that it was 
sometimes called Black Glass. There 
were also an infinite variety of apo- 
theeary, bitters, snuff, blacking bot- 
tles and those made for various other 
liquid products in lighter shades of 
green and amber. 

The so-called Pitkin flasks are also 























represented in the display. They were 
blown in a mold, re-dipped in molten 
glass and blown in a pattern mold to 
obtain the vertical ribbing. Spiral 
ribbing was obtained by twisting the 
gather after the first insertion. The 
flasks were probably made at the 
Pitkin Glass Works, which operated 
at East Manchester, Conn., from 1783 
to about 1830 but they were also 
made in various other factories in 
the East, in Ohio and in the Midwest. 

The whisky flasks with historical 
subjects were blown in full size two 
piece molds as early as 1810. The use 
of these molds meant that flasks 
could be produced at a lower cost and 
in greater numbers than the com- 
pletely hand blown articles. They

BLOWN THREE MOLD GLASS 


This type of glass was produced 
in many glass houses throughout the 
country from about 1820-1840. it 
originated in an effort to produce a 
less expensive tableware similar to 
the fashionable Irish and English cut 
glass, and was itself outmoded by 
pressed glass. 

It was blown in full sized hinged 
metal molds with the pattern cus on 
the inside of the mold. Faint ver- 
tical mold marks are a distinguish- 
ing characteristic of this glass, us 
is the fact that the pattern can pe 
felt on the inside of the piece, whnere- 
as pressed glass has a smooth inner 
surface.

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have been classified in three main 
groups: Geometric, which is by far 
the largest group, Arch and Barvyue. 
From the surviving numbers it is 
apparent that Blown three mold taple- 
ware was made on a scale approach- 
ing mass production. There were de- 
canters and all kinds of drinking 
vessels, bowls and many pitcners. 
There were also inkwells and lamps, 
these in olive amber or olive green 
bottle glass. Many items, of course, 
were made of colorless flint glass 
but there were also a number of blues, 
and less often emerald green, such 
as the decanter on exhibit at The 
New-York Historical Society. 


PRESSED GLASS 


Pressed glass is sometimes wrong- 
ly called “Sandwich Glass” from the 
factory at Sandwich, Mass., where 
it was probably first produced on a 
large commercial scale. Actually, by 
1829 at least six Eastern and four 
Midwestern glass houses were press- 
ing glass on a commercial scale. 

As with the blown three mold glass, 
pressed glass was made in imitation 
of cut glass and the earliest pat- 
terns were derived from this svurce. 
Later, of course, many varied pat- 
terns were developed. The intricacy 
and delicacy of “lacy glass” which 
gets its name from its stippled pack- 
ground could not have been achieved 
in cut glass. This type of glass was 
made for only a short time, from 
about 1830-50. It is represented in 
the Society’s exhibit by the tray and 
the dish illustrating the “Constitu- 
tion.” 

In making pressed glass, murten 
glass is dropped into a patterned 
mold and then a piunger is rammed 
into the mold, forcing the glass into 
all parts of the mold and impressing 
the pattern on it. The plunger or 
core has a smooth surface and tnere- 
fore the inside of the piece being 
formed is smooth. 

In the early 1840’s pressed glass 
was made in complete table settings 
in many patterns. The earliest, such 
as the bull’s eye and fleur-de-tis su- 
gar bowl are heavy, simple and effec- 
tive designs. As the century y.og- 
ressed the Victorian preference for 
elaboration took over and the designs 
were over ornamented and fussy. 


CUT AND ENGRAVED GLASS 


The cutting of glass was first de- 
veloped by the Romans and “re-dis- 
covered” by the Germans in the 17th 
century. It came to America in the 
late 18th century via England and 
Ireland. By about 1820 it was pemg 
cut commercially in most of the glass 
houses as well as by many small 
shops using blanks made elsewhere. 
The American factories were compet- 
ing with foreign imports and adver- 
tised that they were producing as 
fine cut glass as any made abroad, 
which makes it almost impossible to 
say with certainty which pieces were 
made in this country and which were 
made abroad. 

In cutting glass, the blank prece 
is held against a moving wheel and 
in order to withstand this treatment, 
the glass had to be thicker and 
stronger than for other types of decor- 
ation. Patterns are mainly geometric 
and display the brilliance of this type 
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of glass. However, during the Iast 
years of the 19th century and the 
early 20th century, hardly an inch of 
space was left uncut with a result- 
ing loss in contrast and beauty. 

Glass was also decorated by means 
of engraving done with copper wheels 
of different sizes. More delicate and 
intricate designs could be achieved 
by “biel than on the cutter’s 
wheel. 


GLASS HATS AND 
VICTORIAN NOVELTIES 

Miniature hats from the collection 
of Clarence G. Michalis represent the 
whimsey of individual workmen. 
Many were hand blown and cwuld 
have been made in any of the window 
or bottle glass factories of the eurly 
19th century. They were usually for 
use as decorative pieces only, where- 
as the later pressed glass hats of 
the 1880’s were commercial products 
designed to hold toothpicks, or as in- 
dividual salts. 

The other novelties shown prob- 
ably originated at the time of the 
Centennial Exposition in Phitadel- 
phia in 1876 when the buying pub- 
lic became very souvenir conscious, 
and continued in popularity through 
the remainder of the century. There 
were match and toothpick holders in 
a variety of forms, such as baskets, 
coal scuttles and animal boxes, slip- 
pers, boots and shoes in different 
pressed patterns such as the 
well known Daisy and Button ypat- 
tern, were also very popular, as were 
fan-shaped dishes, inkwells and mus- 
tard pots.

Historic MEMORABILIA: Czeslaw 
Gronostaj, Attache In Charge of Cul- 
tural Affairs of the Polish Peopie’s 
Republic at their Embassy, Wasning- 
ton, D. C., recently sent the statf of 
HOBBIES, a medal honoring the 
birthday, February 12, of the great 
Pole, Thadeusz Kosciuszko. 

Kosciuszko was a Polish patrtot 
and brilliant general officer who took 
part in the American War of Inde- 
pendence. The Medal in his honor 
was struck in 1946 in celebration v1 
the bicentenary of his birth. It was 
designed by Stanislaw Ostrowski, weil 
known Polish artist, and its inscrep- 
tion carries the tribute paid Kosciu- 
szko by Thomas Jefferson as follows: 

“He was as pure a son of liberty 
as I have ever known, and of that 
liberty which is to go to all.” 

“We hope,” Attache C. Gronostaj 
wrote, “that the medal will be added 
to your collection of historic memora- 
bilia as a token of the very old friend- 
ship between the Polish and Amer- 
ican peoples.”

THE EASTER SEAL campaign pro- 
moted by The National Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults, start- 
ed its twenty-second appeal on March 
10, according to executive director of 
the Society, Lawrence J. Linck, and 
it, will run till Easter Sunaay 
April 10. 

This year’s seal was designea by 
Edward T. Ryerson, art director of 
Chicago’s Stevens Gross studios, and 
shows a white lily on a pink back- 
ground. A bright blue ribbon im- 
posed on the lily says, “Help Crip- 
pled Children”, Below it, on a pink 
ribbon, are the words “Faster Seals”. 
This year’s seal is horizontal snape, 
measuring 13/16” in height ana 1” 
in width. 

The seals for the first-Haster Seal 
campaign in 1934 are valued today 
at $9.00 a sheet. That seal portrays 
a eaied child framed by a waite 
cross on an orange background. It 
was designed by J. H. Donahey, car- 
toonist for the Cleveland Plain Veal- 
er. He also designed the 1935 and 
36 seals. 

Stamp collectors can obtain com- 
plete sheets of the 1955 Easter Seals 
as well as past issues from the Na- 
tional Society for Crippled Children 
and Adults, Inc., 11 South LaSalle 
St., Chicago. Progressive color proofs 
for all years except 1934 and 1949 
can be secured.

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BITS OF 
STATE HISTORY 


By E. E. MEREDITH 


Noah Linsly, who bequeathed the 
first money ever used for free in- 
struction in a slave territory in the 
United States, founder of Linsly In- 
stitute at Wheeling, wrote his broth- 
er in Connecticut in 1799 and touched 
upon the life in what is now North- 
ern West Virginia, which was then 
“far west,” as follows: 

“The state of society in most parts 
of the country is such that I do not 
wish to see you here with your family 
unless you could be placed in very 
independent circumstances for scho- 
ols, religious instruction, the decency 
of manners, etc., are not to be found 
among the generality of the people 
in this country. However in every 
community I find some good people.”

A. display of materials relating to 
the new Abraham Lincoln 4¢ pos- 
tage stamp in the ordinary series 
was recently placed on exhibition at 
the Lincoln Museum, Washington, 
D. The items were lent the mu- 
seum by the Division of Philately, 
Post Office Department. They will 
be on display for several months. 

Included are photographs of sub- 
ject material considered for the 
stamp, a facsimile of the model as ap- 
proved by the Postmaster General, 
four progressive die proofs showing 
the development of the stamp and 
also the finished and completed die 
proof as approved by the Postmaster 
General. 

The exhibit also shows the respec- 
tive steps taken in developing a 
stamp from the original art work 
to the completed project. 

The 4¢ stamp has for its central 
subject a likeness of Avraham Lin- 
coln, reproduced from a portrait by 
Douglas Volk, now in the Mellon Col- 
lection, National Gallery of Art, 
Washington, D. C. The name “Lin- 
coln” is placed on the right below 
the center of the portrait and in the 
lower left corner of the stamp, ar- 
ranged in two lines, is the denomina- 
tion “4¢” and the wording “U.S. Pos- 
tage.” The color is lavender and let- 
tering white face Gothic. The 4¢ 
Lincoln stamp was first placed on 
sale at New York, N. Y., on Novem- 
ber 19, 1954, on the occasion ot the 
annual convention of the American 
Stamp Dealers Association. 


—o— 
A release from the Department of 


Commerce, Washington, D. C., states 
that a 3% pence postage stamp which 


will signify the friendship existing 
between the Australian and American 
peoples will be issued at all Austra- 
lian post offices late in April or early 
in May, 1955. 

In making this known, the Post- 
master-General (Hon. H. L. Antho- 
ny) said that the design of the stamp 
would include a representation of the 
upper part of the American Memo- 
rial at Canberra, which was unveiled 
by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth the 
Second on February 16, 1954. The 
stamp will also bear a portrait of Her 
Majesty. 

Mr. Anthony pointed out that the 
stamp will also be associated with 
the Coral Sea Celebrations, held dur- 
ing the first fortnight of May, 1955, 
when Commonwealth-wide events ar- 
ranged by the Australian-American 
Association and the Commonwealth 
Government are held in commemvra- 
tion of the battle of the Coral Sea 
(1942), the turning point in the Pact- 
fic War. 

Mr. Anthony added that the design 
of the stamp was based on a draw- 
ing by Mr. Richard L. Beck of Sana- 
ringham, Victoria. Engraving and 
printing was carried out by the Note 
Printing Branch, Commonweaith 
Bank of Australia. 

The stamp will be of the same size 
and format as the 2 shilling Olympic 
Games stamp (24.05 mm. x 37.5 mm.) 
and will be issued in sheets of 80.

Women’s clubs have been a power- 
ful factor in preserving the real his- 
tory of America, and in preserving 
the best in heirlooms and American 
antiques. Little of their work has 
been pointed directly at this end, but 
in their pursuit of various forms of 
culture they have supported and per- 
fected historical clarity. 

The literary programs of women's 
clubs have spent much of their time 
down the path of history. Their 
studies in many fields of culture have 
been heavily flavored with historica} 
approach and historical analysis. 

From the day of the quilting bee, 
through the sewing circle, up to the 
modern ornate editions of the wo- 
man’s club, ears have generally been 
attuned to the voices that had most to 
contribute. No one is really confused 
by our typical American humor that 
catalogs all meetings of women as 
gossip groups. True, there is as 
much gossip in the average meeting 
of a woman’s club, as there is in an 
average luncheon of business men. 
But there is also power and under- 
standing in these meetings of women. 

Our national shrines are marked 
as well as they ‘are, largely through 
the efforts of organized women. Our 
history is more complete and more 
accurate because publishers know 
that their works must run the gaunt- 
let of criticism in groups of women 

It is perhaps unfortunate that so 
few of our collectors and dealers 
have sufficient space to invite wom- 
en’s clubs in for a whole series of 
discussions of antiques as related to 
the interpretation of history, 

We have received definite reports 
of women’s clubs that have used a 
series of HOBBIES Magazine as the 
basis of their discussion of heirlooms 
and antiques. We have also heard 
of many meetings of such clubs in 
which antiques have been discussed, 
generally, and many have held their 
own shows of heirlooms. 

Heirlooms are the great personal 
tie that holds the attention of the 
public to antiques and museum pieces 
in general. The woman’s club is the 
great American trading post for ex- 
change of personal information on 
personal heirlooms

The rolling hoop of yesteryear has 

died of claustrophobia, and with it 


has gone another segment of the free- 
dom, speed and verve of Americana. 
Our collection of old cards, prints, 
and posters is heavily sprinkled with 
happy children rolling hoops. Our 
memory recalls the real age of speed 
in America when hoops rolled with 
the speed of ‘wild horses and every 
road, path and street was open range 
for the galloping hoop. ’ 
In the great age of the steel tire 


‘there was a hoop for everyone, re- 


gardless of age, sex, color or creed. 
There were small and large hoops 
from carts of all sorts, buggy tires 
for those with ambition, and even the 
large wagon tire for the strong, 
speedy, dashing youth. And they 
were scattered everywhere for people 
to step on in the dark. 

Who wants to bend down and roll 
a fat, sluggish little wad of rubber? 
Even if any child wanted to, mama 
and the neighbors would run scream- 
ing, “Keep out of the street. Keep 
off of the road. Keep off of the 
sidewalk.” So, the poor earth-bound 
child of today looks fondly into the 
sky and dreams of the day when 
individuality may again show its 
speed, somewhere out in the bright 
blue yonder. 

—~o—_— 

In viewing a collection of authentic 
colonial dolls we became intrigued by 
the large number of petticoats mvol- 
ved. From there we proceeded to the 
genera] abundance and warmth of 
the total clothing of that area. We 
found ourselves contrasting it with 
the sheerness of much of our present 
nylon, open toed, Christian Dior, 
period. 

Have we hung our clothes on a 
hickory limb that could be sawed off 
by some total war? We are so mech- 
anized that we know little of real 
exposure. Our heating comfort comes 
to us through pipe lines and high ten- 
sion wires, leaving little work for 
petticoats or felt boots to do. If a 
series of cobalt bombs should some 
day demoralize the centers of our 
mechanized living, would we know 
how to wrap ourselves up? Would we 
know how to build a fire? Would we 
know how and where to get our cator- 
ies of food? Or how to cook them 
from the raw state? 

The world as a whole is rather 
skeptical of us. There is a tendency 


for them to think that we could not 
survive if the cogs broke down in our 
highly mechanized existence. They 
think we are so far removed from 
simplified living that we could never 
survive if our streamlined, mechaniz- 
ed system should fail or falter for a 
short period. They think that we 
have entirely lost the arts of petti- 
coats, high boots and rabbit stew. 

There is something in America that 
is far more real and more powerful 
than all of the things made of iron, 
steel, aluminum and other tangible 
materials. It is public information 
and public education, and _ public 
know-how. This is not the greatest 
nation the world has ever seen, be- 
cause of its tangible products. It is 
the greatest aggregation of science 
and knowledge ever assembled under 
one flag. That knowledge and that 
science is prepared to produce petti- 
coats or pickles, pumpernickel or 
power units from whatever the future 
may have to offer.

The enigma of China is as deep 
and dark as it was before the days 
of Marco Polo. Seven centuries of 
western travel to China have left us 
with little more understanding of 
China than was learned by the old 
world from the camel caravans wind- 
ing westward over the Old Silk Road. 
Can it be that the answer is so simple 
that we cannot believe its simplicity 
to be genuine? 

We write this early in February, 
amidst a few Chinese antiques ga- 
thered over the years. Today, civil- 
ians are being evacuated from the 
Tachens. The patchwork Buddhist 
rope on one wall, gives us no basic 
clue to what is going on and why 
it is going on. The ornate mandarin 
skirt on the other wall is equally non- 
committal. The temple bells are mute 
on the subject, or only give out clear 
tones that may be interpreted any 
way you wish. Many intricate pat- 
terns in small objects of art remind 
us of what we know of the excellent 
level of Chinese mentality, but tell 
us little of why that excellent menral- 
ity has stood on dead center with- 
out real progress for centuries. 

Quickie answers have been given by 
a host of “authorities” on China. 
Religious zealots have found the “se- 
cret” in religions. Social students 
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have captured the “secret” in other 
ways. Political students have pinned 
it down to government. Communists 
have found the “secret” in the man- 
darin and class system and in land 
ownership. Some of our own inter- 
nationalist zealots find the “secret” 
in American billions for “undeveloped 
countries.” 

We suppose it would take an Ig- 
norant rube from the sticks to as- 
sume that the Chinese people are 
hungry because there are not enough 
natural resources there to feed that 
many people; or that they are poorly 
dethed and housed because there are 
not enough natural resources to 
clothe and house that many people; 
or that industry is undeveloped be- 
cause there are not enough proper, 
convenient natural resources to sup- 
port competitive industry? 

Our mind travels back over the 
years to recall the voice and message 
of an ignorant orator ranting about 
the “yellow peril” of hundreds of 
millions of Chinese waiting to descend 
on our fertile acres like a scourge 
of man-size locusts. 

Perhaps our greatest protection 
against this ‘yellow peril” is, and at- 
ways has been, the “yellow peril” 
itself. Any kind of animal or plant 
life may multiply beyond the scope 
of its natural resources and become 
stunted by its own abundance. Science 
and invention in the educated world 
has been rapidly expanding the sup- 
portive power of natural resources. 
But in this decade population growth 
all over the world is running science 
a neck and neck race, and adding 
spots of “white peril” to the “yellow 
peril.” 

—_~o— 

We have not seen rabbit traps in 
any of the antique shows, or do not 
recall one advertised in HOBBIES 
(although we have had listings of 
bear traps), nor do we aa seeing 
one in any museum. hey are a 
vital part of Americana that should 
in some way be preserved. We refer, 
of course, to the standard wood box 
or chicken coop tilted up on one edge 
on a figure 4 trigger and bait ap- 
paratus. 

In days of old when rabbits were 
bold, and came up to the farmsteads 
at night for what they might find 
in the way of grain or lettuce, they 
furnished a bit of variety to a typi- 
cally monotonous diet. When any 
other food supply from the ground 
was covered with snow, and drifts 
might seal in the farmstead from 
the outside world, that was the time 
that rabbits searched most for their 
food and found it in the baited traps. 

The “rabbit punch” of ,Americana, 
now preserved only in the lingo of 
the boxing ring, was perhaps the most 
sudden and painless method ever de- 
vised for transferring a live animal 
into meat for the table. Oblivion came 
suddenly and without warning to the 
rabbit caught in a trap. It fitted the 
sensibilities of a kindly people who 
must depend upon game for part of 
their food. 

The beaver trap and the bear trap 
have found their way into romantic 
history of America, but the one great 
trap of Americana was the simple 
box, tilted up on a figure 4 whittled 
out of sticks.

Money of 


Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


There are a great many rarities 
in the series of coins and tokens 
struck in Canada prior to its Consol- 
idation in 1870 but up until now not 
much attention has been given to 
these earlier Canadian coins. They 
could very easily be compared to our 
own Colonial coin series and some 
day may come into their own and 
skyrocket in value. As to Canadian 
paper money, it is astounding how 
little there is available other than 
the commoner 25c notes, ones, twos 
and fives prior to 1900 are indeed 
extremely rare and when they ulti- 
mately are catalogued will be worth 
much more than one can realize. 


The Canadian series are divided 
into two major sets. The Colonies of 
Upper and Lower Canada, now On- 
tario and Quebec were separate until 
their uniting in 1841 under the title 
of Province of Canada. British Col- 
umbia, Newfoundland, New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia were brought to- 
gether with the Province of Canada 
in 1867 and given the title Dominion 
of Canada. British Columbia entered 
in 1871, Prince Edward Isle 1873 and 
Newfoundland in 1949. Prior to the 
Confederation under the Dominion of 
Canada, the coins and tokens struck 
and used there were, a hodgpodge of 
denominations, and designs, struck by 
provinces, banks, and even private 
businesses. The first real Canadian 
Dominion coins were struck in 1870, 
putting an end to the many varieties, 
excepting, of course the separate 
issues of Newfoundland, which were 
continued until very recently. It is 
interesting to note that the one cent 
coins of the Province of Canada are 
identical in design to the Victoria one 
cent coins that were adopted by the 
Dominion of Canada and struck from 
1876 on. This is probably why these 
two years 1858 and 1859 are incor- 
porated into the set as regular large 
cents of the series. This is also the 
case with the Province of Canada 
silver five cent piece of 1858. 


During 1921 over two and one half 
million silver five cent pieces were 
minted when it was decided to start 
the larger five cent nickel piece sim- 
ilar to our own nickels, without being 
released these 1921 silver five cent 
pieces were melted down. 


Over two hundred thousand silver 
fifty cent pieces were also coined in 


1921 but due to the large coinages 
during the war years from 1916 to 
1920 very little demand was found 
for the 1921 coins. It is understood 
that the mint still had a very large 
part of the 1920 coinage on hand. 
During 1921 and 1928 when the 50 
cent pieces were resumed being coin- 
ed, very few of the 1921 coins became 
released and it was finally decided 
that the undistributed half dollars of 
the year 1921 should be melted down. 
So, very few got into circulation, in 
fact most of the ones that did prob- 
ably did so by being sent to those 
collectors that had gone to the trouble 
of ordering year sets from the mint 
for the year 1921, never realizing 
that the melting down of the entire 
issues of both the 5c and 50c pieces 
would create such rarities. 


With the termination of the coin- 
ages of Newfoundland in 1947 and 
the adoption of their use of Canadian 
coins, a temporary flurry of interest 
occurred in securing the Newfound- 
land series insofar as no more ‘were 
to be issued. While this caused a 
sudden temporary rise, the New- 
foundland series at present has level- 
ed off and probably will stay in this 
manner until more outstanding rari- 
ties begin to stand out. 


DEATH OF 
FRANK C. ROSS 


Word has come to us of the death 
of our old friend, Frank C. Ross of 
Kansas City. For several years Mr. 
Ross was editor of the numismatic 
column for HOBBIES MAGAZINE. 
He discovered, named, and made fa- 
mous the 1844 Orphan Annie Dime. 

Mr. Ross was a coin collector, and 
was a member of the Heart of Ameri- 
ca Numismatic association. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. Leah 
Richmond Ross, two sons, Frank C. 
Ross, Jr., Edinburgh, Scotland, and 
David R. Ross, New Orleans and 
a daughter, Miss Mary Ross of Kan- 
sas City.

betan bells, tonkas and ivory carv- 
ings I have had coins offered me oc- 
casionally. About these I know noth- 
ing. 

I enclose a poor rubbing of two 
coins; one, the Newari coin, is da- 
ted 718 which I believe is about 300 
years old as the current Newari 
date is 1014. These coins, silver ru- 
pees, go back another 100 years when 
they were first introduced into the 
kingdom by a former progressive 
king Mahindra Malla, but so far I 
haven’t been able to find any of the 
real old coins, but would make a 
search if they are of value. The oth- 
er coin is later and is dated 1764 
Nepali dating; the current year is 
2010, I have found a few of these 
— dating from 1646 to 1820 Ne- 
pali.

Might I suggest that you compile 
collections of the general types of 
coins used in Tibet and Nepal, in 
the best condition obtainable, and 
that you compile information for the 
publication of a book on the subject. 
This would be a fascinating hobby. 
Also keep a sharp eye out for emer- 
gency money or money substitutes. 
primitive items, many such items are 
rare, and possibly unknown from 
your part of the world. Such items 
can take many unusual forms, there 
are known such things as the Chi- 
nese Knife, Bridge and Pu coins.

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A Theory on 


The Origin of Nursery Rhymes 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


We are all familiar with the Eng- 
lish nursery rhymes that are col- 
lected under the title of ‘Mother 
Goose.” The name “Mother Goose’s 
Fairy Tales” was the English title 
of Perrault’s “Histories of Contes du 
Temps Passe,” published in France 
in 1696 and probably translated into 
English in 1729. Perrault’s tales, 
however, are not nursery rhymes. For 
the nursery rhyme in English we 
find a better origin in “Tommy 
Thumb’s Pretty Song Book” of 1744 
and “The Top Book of All, Mother’s 
Goose’s Melody” which with “Gam- 
mer Gurton’s Garland” appeared 
about 1760. John Newbery, the friend 
of Oliver Goldsmith was responsible 
for the publication of these volumes 
as well as “The Little Pretty rocket 
Book.” These woyks were pirated and 
reprinted in America. 

There is something about a nur- 
sery rhyme that makes it appeal to

us as children and makes it a part 
of the things that we remember all 
through life. These so-called non- 
sense or baby rhymes are intelligible 
if we try to find the story behind 
them. Many are charming in their 
rhythm and will be remembered 
long after some of our gibberish 
tunes of today are forgotten. Some 
of the old rhymes are full of grace 
and freedom of flow; and some are 
essentially songs made to be sung; 
as for instance: Little Bo Peep has 
lost her sheep, or 


Hush-a-bye baby on the tree top, 
When the wind blows the cradle 
will rock; 
When the bough breaks the cradle 
will fall, 
And down will come baby, cradle 
and all. 


Or, that striking and mysterious one 
of the beggars: 
Hark! hark! the dogs do bark, 
The beggars are coming to town, 
Some in rags and some in tags, 
And some in velvet gowns. 


Sometimes hush-a-bye becomes 
rock-a-bye. Also to make a perfect 
rhyme we have had the last line of 
the beggar ditty changed to “And 
one in velvet gown.” 

Here is another that hes 2 grand 
rhythm. 

London Bridge is broken down, 

Dance over, my Lady Lee, 
London Bridge is broken down, 

And a gay ladie. 


This also has variations: 
London Bridge is broken down, 
Build it up with sticks and stones, 
Fairwell my lady, ete. 
Then there is: 
Mary, Mary, quite contrary 
How does your garden grow? 
Silver bells and cockle shells, 
And fair maids all in a row. 


One can sing any of these. In 


fact, one cannot help singing them— 
they carry their music with them. 
Much of their charm, no_ doubt, 
comes from old associations; but still 


there is a charm about them beyond 

all this, otherwise they wvuld not 

have lasted so long and delighted so 
many children. 

There is a theory that these nur- 
sery rhymes are relics of ancient in- 
cantations in strange tongues that 
were remembered by sound and are 
from the same source as gibberish 
rhymes which were popular in Eng- 
lish schools about a century ago. 

The following is a gibberish rhyme 
that seems to have a touch of Afri- 
can voodoo behind its meaningless 
mumbo-jumbo: 

Shu, shu, shulalu, 

Shulai, shulai, shillaballa ku, 

First time I saw her shillabalia eel, 
Dis cum bibbololla blu slo reel. 
Here is another example that 

sounds something like “Dickory, dick- 

ory dock” 

Onery youery ickery Ann, 

Phillissy phollisy Nicholas John, 

Queeby duaby Irish Mary, Buck. 

That one seems to have some pig 
Latin involved in it. Onery sounds 
familiar, and we are told that this 
was a chant peculiar to girls. The 
boys had a version of this but our 
source of information no doubt found 
it a bit too fresh to print. Here is 
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another boy’s mystery rhyme: 

One a zoll, zeu a zool, zig a zool zan, 
Bob-tail, vinegar, tittle tol tan, 

Harum-searum, virgin marum, 
Blindfold. 


This sounds like a college football 
yell, but the trace of a Latin chant 
is seen in the third line. It sounds 
like the childish way of spelling Ten- 
nessee, ‘One a se, two a se, three a se, 
etc., and so on to Tennessee.” The 
first seems a corruption from the 
Dutch, and the latter part is from a 
Catholic prayer. 

The sound of Dutch words that 
come close to English reminds us of 
the curious work of John Bellenden 
Ker which was the original thought 
and theory behind the present ar- 
ticle. Ker’s book was published in 
1837, and in it he sought to prove 
that many of the popular phrases of 
his day and also the English nur- 
sery and nonsense rhymes are merely 
corruptions of Low Dutch poems, epi-

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grams and proverbs, which in the 
original he supposed had a political 
significance in many cases. He be- 
lieved that these rhymes assumed 
their English form by imitation of 
their sound in the original Low 
Dutch without regard to sense. His 
book is an elaborate attempt to prove 
this proposition. To do this he trans- 
lates the nursery rhymes back into 
Low Dutch merely through their 
sound: and in doing this he shows 
a remarkable ingenuity, and some 
may say his talent was wasted. 

Ker translated the seaman’s phrase, 
“He has gone to Davy Jones’ locker”, 
which is accepted in English as 
meaning that a sailor is dead, or 
the equivalent of “gone to Fiddler’s 
Green”, or the American Indian’s 
“happy hunting ground.” Ker trans- 
lates the phrase: “Hij is gaden toe 
die Eewig’s lucker.” Which means as 
Col. Humphrey Flack would say: “He 
has gone to him who is eternal (to 
eternity itself). May happiness at- 
tend him there—luck to him.” Rather 
far fetched? 


Ker translates “Head over heels” 
into “Heet over jlis” meaning to be 
vehement, beyond proper haste.” “Tit 
for tat” is “dis vor dat” this for 
that. These do seem to have some re- 
lation and we will buy them as the 
saying goes. We wonder if “Tittle- 
tat-tit, his tongue shall be split, all 
the dogs in the neighborhood shall 
have a little bit,” is really a “little 
of that and a little of this, and so 
the old lady nags him a bit,” “To die 
in ones shoes” is the English of to 
die with one’s boots on, or come 
to a violent end or go to the gal- 
lows for example. Ker translates it 
as “T’ u d’ haeye in wan sivws”; 
that is, “When you have caught the 
shark it is of no use to you,—imply- 
ing a bad job, a hard pull and noth- 
ing caught but carrion.” 

Now for some of the nursery 
rhymes gone to the Dutch, or to pot, 
which ever you prefer: 


Hey diddle, diddle, 
The cat and the fiddle, 


The cow jumped over the moon. 
becomes: 


Hye, died t’el, died t’el, 
De quit end de vied te’l, 
De kauw j’hummit Hoeve eer; 
dij moe aen, 
De lii t’el doghe laft tot sij sus sport, 
Hou yt te dies; “ran haft er dij 
spae aon.” 


The meaning of which is, accord- 
ing to Ker, “You that work hard for 
your bread, do contrive among your- 
selves to shame the thief and the 
mischief maker. This jack daw 
(priest) kept on repeating “Plough 
the land duly; be painstaking my 
man; ‘and this curse to every vir- 
tue he continues harping on in the 
same strain until he is cut short. Be 
sure you salute him at once with 
‘My active fellow, take you this spade 
and get your own bread with it 
honestly, and don’t fileh from oth- 
ers.’” The writer of this article does 
not know Low Dutch but it seems 
that they can pack a sermon into a 
few lines. 
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Here is another: 
Little Bo Peep has lost her sheep, 
And cannot tell where to find them; 
Let them alone, 

and they’ll come home, 
And bring their tails behind them. 
We sometimes have the last line read 
“Wagging their tails behind them.” 


This is intelligible nonsense in Eng- 
lish but here is what Ker makes it 
in translation; 

Lettel Boopeep ese lost is saijpe; 
End kanie nood t’el weer te vand om; 
Lette hin al hone! t’heel kom hou’ em, 
End beringh! teer T’heels hedend em. 

This means, “Little Bopeep (the 
begging friar) his food and delight 
are drink. It is this love of the cup 
which has invited him again to go 
out on a fresh visit—keep to your- 
selves all reproaches on his head! 
The whole of you come and do him 
honor, and form a circle round him. 
Provision has been procured, and will 
be offered to all of us.” 

These should do as specimens of 
the strange theory of John Bellenden 
Ker who thought that our nursery 
rhymes were satires against priests, 
as he attempts to prove in the sam- 
ples of his wares that we have given. 
His “Simple Simon” might lay you 
in the aisle. But behind all the vhe- 
ory there is perhaps a grain of truth 
that the folklore of children that 
passes from one generation to anoth- 
er in rhyme is very old and surely 
older than the days of the printed 
word. Was it originally “Water ‘wild- 
flower or Walter Wildflower, ot the 
young ladies’ dreams?” We are told 
that Jack Horner was a sheriff and 
the plum from his Christmas pie 
was a political one. Mother Goose 
is said to have lived in Boston and 
the nursery rhymes were those she 
told to her children. The subject 
gives much food for thought.

Bidding at Auction 


Last summer I decided to go into 
the autograph business with my hus- 
band. I had previously been a mem- 
ber of the staff of one of the Rocke- 
feller boards and, while this gave me 
a business background, I knew very 
jiittle about autographs. I wag fami- 
liar with my husband’s Indian and 
American literary collections and I 
had a smal] collection of my own 
of American theatrical personalities. 
I was acquainted with various deal- 
ers, either personally or through their 
catalogs. However, I had a limited 
knowledge of the type of material 
other people collected, prices ana auc- 
tion records, how to evaluate mate- 
rial, and of most of the necessary 
know-how of being an autograph 
dealer. 

When we opened our office, we 
discussed what each of us could do 
best. As I was in the “learning 
stage,” we decided that I would handle 
the records, do some research, take 
care of whatever correspondence I 
could, and just generally try to make 
myself useful. One of my duties was 
to attend the auctions and place our 
bids. I was very pleased about this, 
as I considered it a lark. 

The first auction last fall that of- 
fered any autographs in which we 
were interested ‘was the Parke-Ber- 
net sale of the library of George A. 
Zabriskie on October 13. A few 
days before the sale we visited the 
galleries at 76th and Madison Avenue 
to inspect the material. The manu- 
script material was on the third floor 
in a long, narrow room, lined with

shelves and furnished with a long 
conference table and chairs. The items 
to be sold were on the shelves and 
in display cases about the room.

bidding in a professional capacity. 
I was representing a business in 
which I was a partner — and I was 
not supposed to be carried away by 
any girlish enthusiasm or feminine 
stubbornness in my pursuit of an item 
that we wanted mightily to add to 
our stock. 

On my way to Parke-Bernet on the 
thirteenth, I found that, instead of 
the calm and professional attitude I 
hoped to have, I was very uneasy 
and apprehensive. How had I ever 
deluded myself into thinking that it 
would be fun, an interesting change 
from the office? Why had I ever 
agreed to attend? I wished that I 
had more urgent business elsewhere! 
I wished that I were back in the 
office. I wished that I were any- 
where except where I was. I looked 
at the people whom I passed on the 
street. They seemed busy about some- 
thing pleasant, as their faces were 
serene and complacent. And I was,

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oh, so very miserable — and oh, so 
excited! 

I arrived at Parke-Bernet about 
fifteen minutes before the sale. In 
this quarter hour, with my best imi- 
tation of a casual air, I looked at the 
paintings and the beautiful antique 
furniture, and I strolled into the auc- 
tion room. It seemed as vast as the 
arenas used for the national political 
conventions — or, more appropriately 
as it seemed at the moment, an arena 
where Roman gladiators would meet 
for mortal combat. I thought, “That’s 
where I’ll be in a few minutes. I 
wonder if I’ll have the strength to 
lift my hand when I want to bid.” 
It was still too early for the auction 
so I walked into other rooms and 
tried to admire the paintings, Ortent- 
al rugs, and vases. Much to my sur- 
prise, I came across a small room, 
just off one of the main exhibition 
rooms, where about fifty chairs were 
placed. There was a tiny stage and 
an auctioneer’s dais. Near the stage 
were the books and autographs on 
which I was supposed to bid. 


I had realized that I would make 
some mistakes. I had even made two 
notations of my husband’s bids, just 
in case I should misplace or lose 
one. But I never thought I would 
get to the wrong room! I inquired 
and, sure enough, this was the room 
for the book and autograph auction. 
That arena-like room was for the 
furniture and art sale to be held at 
the same time. 


Only a few people had arrived. As 
it was almost 1:45, the hour of my 
execution — or rather the time the 
auction was scheduled to begin — I 
thought I had better take my place. 
No general ever looked more critically 
over a battlefield than I regarded 
that little auction room in my effort 
to choose a strategic location. I did 
not want to sit in front because I 
would not know what was going on 
behind me. I did not want to sit in 
the last row because I was afraid 
the auctioneer would not see me. So 
I compromised on a seat in the middle 
of the room. The room filled up 
quickly, and I saw a few familiar 
faces. Then the auctioneer, Charles 
Retz, took his position, announced the 
terms of the sale, and the auction was 
underwav. 


I probably would not have been suv 
uneasy if I had not planned to bid on 
the first item. Then I would have had 
an opportunity to observe the proce- 
dure and to catch the pace of the 
sale. However, I wanted to bid on 
the first item and I had to make out 
as best I could. The bidding was 
spirited and _ proceded’ with what 
seemed to be supersonic speed. While 
others may have raised eyebrows, 
flicked pencils, raised or lowered 
their glasses, I was unaware of these 
subtleties. I was afraid the auction- 
eer would not see me and my arm shot 
up with the eagerness of a student 
who knows the answer te a question 
and is eager to be heard. As the bid- 
ding progressed, my heart was pound- 
ing away so furiously that I was sure 
everyone in the room could hear it. 
The afternoon was very warm and 
I thought, “If this doesn’t end soon, 
I shal] faint!” In a few more seconds 
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it was all over. On Lot Number 1 
the final bid was mine. The auction- 
eer’s gavel came down and the auc- 
tioneer, rather impersonally I 
thought, pronounced the lot “Sold.” 
I had been successful in my first pro- 
fessional bid and the lot was mine. 
The attendant brought a card over for 
me to sign. My hand was shaking so 
vigorously that I could hardly hold 
the card, let alone sign my name. I 
could not look the attendant in the 
eye when I handed back the card, as 
I was so embarrassed by the quiver- 
ing of my hand. 

With Item 1 out of the way, I re- 
laxed a bit. I bid on additional ma- 
terial but other dealers were more 
keen on it than I was and after mv 
maximum bids had been reached, I 
dropped out. I did secure a second 
item: an autograph letter of Lafa- 
vette in English, rather than his na- 
tive French. When the last of the au- 
tographs had been sold, I pulled my- 
self together and left the auction 
room. 

Just outside the doorway I chatted 
for a few moments with other deal- 
ers concerning purchases. I admitted 
rather hesitantly that this was my de- 
but in the auction rooms as a dealer. 
I mentioned that I had been “a bit 
nervous” about it. Miss Mary Ben- 
jamin, the prominent dealer, was very 
interested. She recalled her first bid- 
ding and summed it up by saying, 
“Tt is a twittering experience!” 


Since my initiation, I have attended 
many other auctions. They have all 
been exciting. At a large auction, 
the presentation of material Is as 
dramatic as the entrance of a star on 
a Broadway stage. There is an exhi- 
bition table in the center of a large 
platform. Svotlights are focused on 
the table. Each lot is displayed with 
reverence and when it is a very fine 
item, there is a hush of expectancy 
and admiration in th gaunery. ‘Che 
auctioneer is on the right and there 
are one or two attendants in front 
to pick up bids made in the center 
and on the side. The bidding runs 
along at a fast clip. Sometimes when 
your bid is picked up it is beyond 
what vou want to pay, but von hope 
that it is not too far bevouad vour 
set maximum or that some one else 
will ton it. Or, just as you settle 
back. thinking your bid was success- 
ful, the auctioneer will have caught 
a bid from the person in front of you 
and announce his name (or his initial 
if the bidder is a private collector) 
instead of yours. You hope to get 
the item you want at your price and 
sometimes you do and at other times, 
regretfully, you see it pass on to 
some one else at a higher bid. 

There is an excitement about bid- 
ding at auction. Even dealers who 
have been bidding for many years 
will admit this. I am aware of the 
exeitement and the tension in the 
bidding, but I can look at it more ob- 
jectively and I can now purchase 
items just by nodding my head. But 
I am sure I will never become blase, 
for in every auction there is always 
a little of my first adventure! 








THE PRAYER WHEEL

The praying wheel used, by Bud- 
dhists consisted of a cylinder contain- 
ing sheets of paper, one on top of the 
other, on which the formula “om 
mani padme hum” was printed in fine 
characters.

Old English Annuals 


Annuals was the name given to 
certain pleasant and graceful pub- 
lications issued each year and in- 
tended for Christmas, New Year’s, 
and birthday presents. For about a 
quarter of a century they enjoyed 
much favor with the reading public, 
but, like all good ideas, they were 
imitated by so many publishers that 
most of them failed to receive enough 
financial support to continue. The 
idea originated in the German gift 
books which were popular at the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century. 

Most annuals were illustrated with 
illustrations of paintings by the 
greatest artists of the day and the 
steel engravings used to illustrate 
some of these annuals are now col- 
lectors’ items. The best writers of 
the day were invited to submit prose 
and poetry for these periodic gift 
books, but in their later years they 
were issued by little cliques of writ- 
ers to get their work before the pub- 
lic which was also a practice in 
America. 

The first of the English annuals 
was The Forget-me-not, edited by 
Frederick Shoberl, published in Lon- 
don in 1822 by Ackermann. In 1823 
two others appeared, the first of 
which was Friendship’s Offering, pub- 
lished by Smith and Elder, which 
had several editors during its exist- 
ence, T. K. Harvey, a Mr. Pote, Thom- 
as Pringle, William Harrison Ains-

worth and Leitch Ritchie. Of these 
only Ainsworth rings a bell in our 
memory as an author of prominence. 
The second of the 1823 annuals was 
The Graces which contained a _ se- 
ries of poems on The Months by a 
Dr. Croly. 

The first three annuals had in addi- 
tion to their literary and pictorial 
content pages of memoranda, cash 
accounts, ete., which were customary 
in the old pocket books of previous 
times. _. 

The Literary Souvenir, brought out 
in 1824, by Alaric A. Watts, was the 
first to discard the blank pages and 
showed an improvement in its literary 
content. The other publishers accept- 
ed the changes and each tried to im- 
prove each succeeding annual. 

Some of those that followed in the 
field were The Amulet, started by 
S. C. Hull and edited by his wife: 
The Winter’s Wreath, a provincial 
annual; and The Keepsake, which 
was commenced in 1827 by Charles 
Heath, a well known engraver. Prior 
to 1828 the price of the annuals 
was twelve shillings each, but The 
Keepsake was published at a guinea. 
W. H. Ainsworth was its first editor 
and in 1828 the editorship was offered 
to Sir Walter Scott with a salary of 
800 pounds plus payment for any- 
thing he might contribute. Scott de- 
clined and F. M. Reynolds took over 
and edited it for many years keep- 
ing up its aristocratic character, the 
preferred contributors being those 
who could boast of a title. In 1840 
The Keepsake came under the editor- 
ship of Lady Emmeline Stuart Wor- 
tley and was later edited by the 
Countess of Blessington. 

So popular did annuals become that 
in 1829 there were at least seventeen 
of them published in England. By 
1840 their number had dwindled tv 

The Book of Beautu. also the idea 
of Charles Heath, first came out in 
1833 and was for a long time one of 
the best of the annuals, The first 
volume was written by Letitia L. Lan- 
don (L.E.L.) of the magazine poets, 
and the engravings were mostly from 
drawings by Frank Stone. The Vol- 
ume of 1834 was edited by tne Coun- 
tess of Blessington who continued to 
conduct it to the close of her life. 

Heath also published The Pictur- 
esque Annual and The Children of 
the Nobility, the latter commenced in 
1838. Ackermann published The Ju- 
venile Album, an annual for chil- 
dren. Scientific annuals also made 


their appearance; and, the musical 
world had its Musical Bijou. Thomas 
Hood started The Comic Annual; and 
among other publications in this class 
were Fisher’s Drawing-room Scrap- 
book, edited at first by Miss Landon, 
afterwards by Mrs. Howitt, and still 
later by the Hon. Mrs. Norton. Mrs. 
Ellis edited Fisher’s Juvenile Scrap- 
book; others were The Historical An- 
nual and The Oriental Annual. 

At first annuals were all bound up 
in tinted paper and enclosed in a 
case but competition produced a great 
improvement in their external ap- 
pearance as well as in their internal 
content. Paper gave place to silk; 
then followed morocco bindings, and 
afterwards velvet. 

The sums of money spent on the 
various departments was enormous 
for the publishing business of that 
period. Heath spent 1600 pounds for 
the literary outlay of the second is- 
sue of The Keepsake. Sir Walter 
Seott received 500 pounds for his 
juvenile drama of The House of As- 
pen; Aunt Margaret’s Mirror and 
two other short tales. The illustra- 
tions in some cases were the sole em- 
ployment of the engravers. Twenty 
to 150 guineas were paid to artists 
for permission to engrave their pic- 
tures and engravers received as much 
as 150 guineas for engraving one 
plate. For many years 100,000 pounds 
per annum was spent in producing 
annuals and the combined circulation 
rose to 150,000 copies. The Forget- 
me-not at one time had a circulation 
of 20,000 copies. 

The annual from its beginning had 
been sentimental and designed for 
those who could afford luxuries in 
the way of expensive bindings in 
books. In the 1840’s better tastes in 
literature began to prevail, and there 
was a feeling that the annuals had 
seen their best years. The fad was 
over and deserted by the public the 
literary contents deteriorated and 
they ceased to have any attraction 
either as literary productions or as 
works of art. The Literary Souvenir 
had been discontinued in 1834 after 
ten issues; J'he Forget-me-not sur- 
vived 22 years. The Book of Beauty 
and The Keepsake, were the last of 
their kind. The latter on the death 
of the Countess of Blessington was 
placed under the editorship of her 
niece, Miss Paver. The Keepsake of 
1856, the engravings of which were 
by F. Heath, was the last survivor 
on the English scene, and in that 
year it ceased to exist.

As a collector of Indian relics for 
25 years most of my spare time has 
been spent roaming the fields and 
pastures looking fur something made 
of flint a little different than I have 
ever found before. That is the thrill 
of the collecting game. Folsoms and 
Yumas are few and far between. 
Please don’t misunderstand me, there 
are some good collections of them 
in the U.S.A. I could name you sev- 
eral collectors who have fine collec- 
tions and some have a few good Fol- 
som and Yuma points. Also I can 
name one or two outstanding collec- 
tions of only Yumas or Folsoms, but 
there are not many. ' 

After talking and showing relics 
to Boy Scouts, 4-H and other groups, 
I am asked “Where can I find or 
look for good Folsoms or Yumas?” 
Also I am asked this same question 
by collectors of Indian relics. I have 
talked to many dealers of Indian 
relics, and they have told me the.

Recently Arthur L. Jones presented 
the Three Rivers Mich.,“High School 
a collection of Indian artifacts. These 
had been collected over a long period 
of years by Ned G. Poe, an enthu- 
siast on early American history.

are too many fake Folsoms and 
Yumas. 

Unfortunately, some of these points 
are being made today in our west- 
ern states. Yes, Folsoms, Yumas, and 
a lot of other rare type flints, such 
as the tang knife, gem points, long 
spears, and ceremonial pieces are 
being reproduced. This reproduction 
of relics is not good for the hobby. 

How can you tell the age of agate, 
jasper and obsidian points? Take a 
magnifying glass and look at th- 
chipping on some of the pieces of 
flint that you find on your local cam» 
sites. Most of the surface flints to- 
day were worked by the Indians in 
the last 400 or 500 years. If the Foi- 
soms or Yumas that you send for 
are newer looking under a glass than 
your local chips, you had better re- 
turn them. The unscrupulous have 
tried to age certain pieces by using 
acid, oils, water with different kinds 
of minerals in it and the lime meth- 
od. The oil method -will clean off, if 






a good cleansing powder is used. 
The lime method will leave a gray 
coating and give the flint a cloudy 
look and it will also clean off. The 
acid method is the hardest to tell 
because the acid in time will eat 
places in the flint that will look a 
lot like rock rust or leave spots on 
the flint, but a good glass will also 
help here because the acid method 
will not do an even or smooth job 
of aging and there will be places on 
the flint that will still look new. The 
water and mineral method, takes too 
long for the average “Get Rich Quick 
Trader,” and I have never believed 
too much in it, but was told that 
it was one of the ways being used 
to try and age flint. 

Some of you readers and dealers 
willsay when you read this article 
that Drake has been taken for a ride 
or has received some fake flints. Yes 
it is true, and [ still have two or

three lying around that I show to 
fellow collectors and dealers who are 
starting out. They come in handy. 
I also have some good Folsoms and 
several nice Yumas. They are not 
outstanding and not for sale, so 
don’t write to me about them. One 
small Yuma came from a sand pit 
and they were getting gravel around 
25 to 30 feet when they pumped it 
up. Another Yuma was found in a 
blow-out (badly blown hill) in the 
sand hills northeast of Hutchinson, 
Kans. Both these points were found 
by a person who did not know an 
arrowhead from a drill, but they 
put them into their pockets, where 
they were carried for awhile. 

Three out of four Folsoms that 
are on the market today or have been 
on the market in the last 20 years, 
are what I would call “just a hap- 
pen so.” They were made by the In- 
dians in the last 400 or 500 years. 


In collecting Folsoms and Yumas 
that are really true points watch 
and listen for specimens that have 
been uncovered by ditch work, gravel 
pits, building sites, pipe lines, and 
flash floods that have cut to a depth 
of six or more feet. Also in trading 
or buying these points, they should 
show age. In some of them the flak- 
ing has almost disappeared. Hunt 
for collections over your state and 
other states while on trips. If you 
find what you think is a good point 
try to buy or trade for it. If you 
are going to hunt for these points 
yourself I think your best bet would 
be to head for sand hills along any 
mid-western stream and look in ail 
deep blown out places. If Lady Luck 
is with you, you may get one in two 
or three years. 

We should as collectors do all we 
can to run any fake maker out of 
business, and keep Indian relic col- 
lecting an honest hobby.

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INDIAN APARTMENT 
1,000 YEARS OLD 


Pueblo Bonito, a long-ruined Indian 
“apartment house” nearly 1,000 years 
old now protected as a national monu- 
ment in northwestern New Mexico, 
represents a meeting and union of 
two quite distinct aboriginal cultures 
—one ultraconservative, the other 
highly progressive. 

The two peoples responsible for this 
alliance appear to have lived together 
on peaceful terms for about a century. 
Then, probably because of poor farm- 
ing conditions, the progressives de- 
parted, leaving the conservatives be- 
hind. The community soon deteric- 
rated and eventually fell into ruin. 

This is the conclusion of Neil M. 
Judd, Smithsonian Institution asso- 
ciate in archeology, whose extensive 
report on what is probably the most 
celebrated of Pueblo ruins has just 
been published by the Smithsonian. 
Mr. Judd excavated part of the site 
for the National Geographic Society 
and has since been engaged with an 
analysis of his archeological findings. 

The complex community, Mr. Judd 
says, originated in the ninth or ear- 
ly tenth centuries as a cluster of 
rudely constructed stone houses. Then, 
perhaps in the second quarter of 
the eleventh century, the local pop- 
ulation of old-fashioned Indian far- 
mers was suddenly increased by a 
group of immigrants from the north. 

These immigrants appear to have 
been a quite superior people. They

took over management of the com- 
munity without destroying the old 
inhabitants. They had advanced and 
progressing architectural ideas and 
they completely surrounded the old 
village in their first program of con- 
struction. Twice thereafter they un- 
hesitatingly razed their own and 
neighboring houses to make way for 
successive alterations. They in- 
creased the impregnability of the 
pueblo and added third and fourth 
stories to some of the terraced dwel- 
lings after having abandoned plans 
that would have doubled its ground 
area. 

“Differences between the two peo- 
ple are apparent in many ways,” Mr. 
Judd says. Each had its preferences 
in architecture. Each had its fa- 
vorite shapes for kitchen utensils, for 
food bowls and water-storage jars. 

“Old Bonitian houses were built of 
sandstone slabs as wide as the wall 
was thick. Quantities of mud were 
required to bed the slabs evenly. In 
contrast, Late Bonitian architecture 
consists of a core of rubble and 
adobe faced on both sides by neatly 
laid stonework.” 

The later building style underwent 
three distinct phases, each an im- 
provement over its predecessor, Judd 
points out. 

But the conservative original set- 
tlers were the ones who stayed to 
the end. The eleventh-century immi- 
grants maintained a higher stand- 
ard of living but when the char- 
acter of the soil available for agricul- 
ture had deteriorated to a_ point 
where this standard could not be 
maintained, they left for greener 
pastures. 

What eventually became of them, 
or of conservative Old Bonitians, re- 
mains unknown.

Only 
the front is carved. The ribs, deeply 
cut so they stand out in sharp re- 
lief, are characteristic of the art work 
of the Columbia River tribes. 


The coyote was the great guardian 
spirit of the Western native people. 
Their legends of this sagacious ani- 
mal and how it affected their lives, 
are many, yet it is seldom seen in 
their petroglyphs and pictographs. or 
their carved objects. The mountain 
sheep appears most often. Occasion- 
ally a dog-like animal appears which 
may be a dog or wolf. 


The age of this carved coyote {!s un- 
known. It was not from a village 
site. No bones were found with it to 
mark a grave. Occasional camp fires 
left traces nearly every place along 
the river. But now the area where 
the horn carving was found has been 
entirely carried away for highway 
fill material.

During the war they made 
many swords for the Government. 
The firm was founded by Robert 
Beatty, a Scotchman, soon after the 
settlement of Pennsylvania and their 
axes and tomahawks were famous on 
the border for more than a century. 

Boone often looked for the toma- 
hawk but could not find it. And his 
sons often searched for it. Nathan 
Boone lived in Greene County, Mis- 
souri, and William. Price knew him 
well. Boone often spoke to Price 
about the lost tomahawk and said it 
could be identified by the inscription 
Robert Beatty stamped on its side. 
{ learned of it from Price. 

I found it in the possession of 
Isaac F. Bradley, a colored lawyer 
and deputy County Attorney of Wy- 
andotte County, Kansas. He said his 
mother plowed it up while she was a 
slave, and gave it to him. He was 
reluctant to part with it but he finally 
gave it to me. That it is the lost 
tomahawk of Boone there is little 
doubt.

Jean Heider’s Outstanding Collection 


Mrs. Jean Heider of Chicago, IIli- 
nois, is one of the better known and 
more active of the present day post 
card collectors. Her Hobby Room 
has been a Mecca for all post card 
collectors who live in the Chicago 
area, or who visit there. Now Mrs. 
Heider has a new, larger, and more 
interesting Hobby Room in her new 
home in Chicago. Mrs. Heider has 
graciously sent us photos as_ well 
as an interesting account of the room 
and her large collection of fine cards 
and other items. We give you the ex- 
cerpt directly from Jean’s letter: 

“You have asked at various times 
for material from collectors for your 
column, and J thought you would per- 
haps be interested in my new hobby 
room... here in our new home (we 
moved). So I am sending you two 
large pictures of the hobby room. My 
collection of post cards long ago 
passed the half million mark . . 
and large stocks of cards have been 
added since then .. . with no time 
to properly count .. . although they 
were filed. 

“My husband designed and _ buiit 
the hobby rooni for me. The large 
table in the center is also a filing 
cabinet below for albums of post 
cards. Over 1,000 albums are filled. 
The wal! brackets move on hinges, 
showing exhibits of post cards on 
both sides (like pages in a book). In 
the glass inclosed cases are a thou- 
sand or more heavy metal animals. 
I have almost every type (birds, wild 
and domestic land animals, and some 
aquatic). Many are old type inkwells 
and some are banks. These were in- 
herited. 

“A collection of silver souvenir 
spoons, old buttons, snuff boxes, min- 
iaturia, old valentines, old advertis- 
ing cards, campaign buttons, etc., 
which were inherited, or were gifts 
from relatives, or friendly swaps. 
The hobby room was really a neces- 
sity to house it all and to display 
for visitors. 

“To return to the subject of post 
cards, you will just catch a glimpse 
of the filing cabinets in the picture. 
For states, countries, and specialties, 
there are 58 of these large drawers 
for cards, besides shelf space in cab- 
inets for boxes of cards. The cam- 


era caught only two sides of the 
room, so not all is shown. A lamp 
with a shade made of transparent 
cards from the St. Louis Worlds 
Fair does not show in the picture. 

“T have an excess of views of vari- 
ous countries which I am trading 
for silver dollars for my coin collec- 
tion. I am more interested in build- 
ing up my specialties and card sets 
of the old varieties . . . which when 
complete go in albums... or on ex- 
hibit boards. Right now I am busy 
on old private mailing cards and 
early sets. Of publishers, I like best 
old Tucks, Detroits, Stengals, Shee- 
hans, Koehlers, Huld with undivided 
backs. [ still need a set of the Cot- 
ton States Exposition which is the 
only one I lack to complete my world 
Expositions. 

“To me, the most interesting of 
all cards are the novelties—especialiy 
the mechanicals, such as old folding 
center extensions, pull outs, and trick 
cards. Those of odd sizes, shapes, ma- 
terials or trim, are also interesting 
novelties and are fine for exhibiting. 
As they are unusual cards, manufac- 
tured for a brief period, many of 
them are rare. The sets of philatelic 
and numismatic cards from various 
countries are good collectors items 
and educational, too.”

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by holding a pen or brush in her 
mouth. With practice, she now writes 
a beautiful and very legible letter, 
as good as any hand-written one. 
She put herself through a two-year 
Commercial Art- course and grad- 
uated in it. While finishing the course 
she painted ten six-foot murals for 
a tourist court in her home state. 
Her home is in Austin, Texas. She 
has for some time now been making 
oil paintings directly on post cards, 
which of course is slow and limits 
her output. Her Nyla Thompson Orig- 
inals are truly attractive, artistic, 
and to be desired. 

However, along came Don Bartels, 
a distributor in South Texas, with 
the idea that Nyla’s paintings will 
make collectable kodachromes. Since 
Nyla is a good independent Amer- 
ican with a spirit that demands that 
she not accept charity, she accepts 
no donations. However, she does ap- 
preciate orders for which she gives 
more than value received. Don, and 
many of the post card clubs, also 
many individual collectors are build- 
ing up a fund of prepaid orders for 
her first kodachrome cards, after 
which when the ball gets rolling and 
collectors see what beautiful cards 
she makes, she may have a good busi- 
ness. In the meantime, she paints 
originals at an extremely good nrice, 
and is verv prompt in answerinoe— 
especially considering the fact that 
more and more collectors are learn- 
ing about her, and being inspired 
by her.

EARLY AMERICAN POST CARDS. 


By J. R. BURDICK 
(An excerpt from an article in 
The Card Collectors Bulletin 
for August, 1954) 


“Classifying our first post cards 
has always presented a problem, and 
none of the various methods that 
have been used are entirely satisfac- 
tory... . This latest plan groups 
them into four periods to 1915, after 
which time post cards cannot be con- 
sidered as “early” issues. The first 
or “Souvenir Card” period dates from 
the beginning to May, 1898. The sec- 
ond or “Private Mailing Card” period 
from 1898 to the middle of 1902. The 
third or “First Post Card’ period 
from 1902 to the end of the undi- 
vided backs in March 1907. A ‘“Sec- 
ond Post Card’ period would run 
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from 1907 to 1915 with divided backs 
and marking the end of the German 
printings. 

“The Government postal card orig- 
inated in Austria in 1869, and with- 
in a year or two they were being 
“illustrated” in Germany and Switzer- 
land but there was no widespread use 
for another ten years. During the 
1880’s the picture post card was in- 
creasingly used in Europe and by 
1890 had gained considerable pop- 
ularity there. Many American col- 
lectors will include a few European 
cancellations of the late 80’s. The 
mails carried these cards to this coun- 
try, and no doubt many individuals 
here considered the possibility of pub- 
lishing similar cards. History records 
that a few did publish them but that 
public interest was very slight. That 
was largely due to the prevailing 
mailing rate which was not favorable 
to post cards when compared with the 
letter and postal card rates. This dis- 
crimination ended when Congress 
remedied the matter -with the Act of 
May 19, 1898, by which picture post 
cards were allowed the same rate as 
the government cards. 

“In discussing post cards it should 
be remembered that from the start 
it has been possible to send any piece 
of cardboard through the mails, 
whether or not it has a picture on it. 
All that is necessary is to address 
it and affix the necessary postage. 
That hardly makes the card a “Post 
Card” in the usual sense of the word, 
even though it has passed through 
the posts and received the usual 
markings. A few such cards are 
known with very early cancellations. 
An example is an 1876 Centennial 
card which a recent publication de- 
scribed as our first Exposition Post 
Card. These well known cards were 
Souvenir Picture Cards, or Album 
Cards as they are now termed, that 
were sold in sets as souvenirs. These 
happened to be the approximate shape 
of a post card but had plain backs 
and were not intended for mailing 
purposes. The Post Card was unheard 
of at that time, but some farsighted 
individual decided to mail the pic- 
ture cards to friends loose instead 
of in an envelope. 


“The Post Office has, of course, had 
various rates and regulations per- 
taining to mailable matter. The im- 
portant distinction has been that a 
written message required the first 
class rate, whereas otherwise the low- 
er third class or printed matter rate 
would apply. The Authorization Act 
of May 19, 1898, did not legalize post 
cards as they were already in some 
use at that time. It merely gave 
them, under certain regulations, the 
same rates and privileges that were 
enjoyed by the government postal 
card. That is, a message could be 
written on one side and the ecard 
mailed for 1c rather than the former 
2c letter rate.” 


(This last fact has been printed 
in this column before, and probably 
will be again, for various people con- 
tinue to send us cards and news of 
cards printed after the authorization, 
for which they claim the distinction 
of — the first post cards in Amer- 
ica).

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HOW MANY POST CARD COLLEC- 
TORS ARE THERE? 


We have this comment from a col- 
lector who does not wish to be named, 
but who has done some deep thinking 
on the subject: 

“Some writers mention as many 
as 75,000 post card collectors in this 
country. I wonder what evidence they 
have to support such figures? I think 
they must be counting everyone who 
ever collected cards since 1900.” 

We can add our wonderment. We 
have a file of every name off every 
paper and also those who have writ- 
ten us for the last ten years. Many 
of the same names are repeated end- 
lessly on the subscription lists of 
various post card publications, and 
the membership lists of numerous 
clubs, both loca] and national, and 
their renewals appear from year to 
year. We have worked on this list 
which still runs in 4 figures. The 
list contains several hundred names 
of people who have never answered 
any appeal on letter, cards, or adver- 
tising. When you sit down and write 
to a hundred new unpicked names off 
of these specialized post card col- 
lector names, you are lucky to get 
ten good answers. There are three 
or four local clubs which can count 
a membership over one hundred; 
there are two or three national groups 
which count up to three or four thou- 
sand in the numbers assigned to new 
members. In these groups, the num- 
bers have been running for ten or 
fifteen years, with no way for the 
outsider to know how many have de- 
ceased, just quit, or become inactive. 
And as we just stated, the lists are 
duplicated numerously from one club 
to another. 

There is no doubt that interest in 
our hobby is growing. But surely 
post card collectors who collect in se- 
cret, and who have not found any 
mail order dealers, clubs, or papers, 
do not so greatly outnumber the open 
collectors as to warrant wild state- 
ments about the numbers participat- 
ing. There are a few pseudo-collec- 
tors of post cards—the pen pal who 
exchanges a few cards for the heck 
of it, and the antique collector who 
likes one album to grace the shelf in 
her Victorian room; the elderly lady 
who keeps her album from her girl- 
hood because of sentimental reasons; 
the teacher with a set of Lincoln or 
Washington cards to augment her 
bulletin board materials; and _ the 
father whose son sent cards from 
England during the war. As interest- 
ing, and as right as these are, they 
can hardly be called card collectors, 
any more than I could he called a 
record collector because I kent a 
record of some special wedding for 
which I played the music.

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THE DRAGONFLY 
Two animals in one is the dragon- 
fly. Each has followed, starting from 
a common origin, a quite distinct 


road of evolution. One has become 
a well-adapted water creature, an 
“aquatic breather” that cannot live 
out of water. The other has be- 
come a well-adapted air animal that 
cannot live in water. 

Such is the paradox described by 
Dr. R. E. Snodgrass, Smithsonian In- 
stitution collaborator, in a paper on 
the dragonfly larva just published 
by the Institution. 

The phenomenon of insect metamor- 
phosis remains one of nature’s out- 
standing wonders. Entomologists still 
are unable to explain all the forces 
which act to transform a wormlike 
caterpillar into a brilliantly colored 
winged butterfly. It now is known, 
however, that the caterpillar con- 
tains cells which, under the proper 
stimulation by hormones from its en- 
docrine glands at the proper time, 
will develop into a butterfly, while 
everything | else that has constituted 
the “worm” perishes. 

But, as Dr. Snodgrass reports, the 
dragonfly goes a step further. There 
is no specific cell structure in the 
larva from which the adult dragonfly

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will develop, but most of the larval 
tissues seem to undergo an as yet 
inexplicable change. This, Dr. Snod- 
grass believes, is undoubtedly actu- 
ated by hormones, but nobody knows 
the mechanism. 

In the beginning—for the dragon- 
fly race sometime in the Carbonifer- 
ous geological era about 300,000,000 
years ago - larva and adult probably 
were very similar. They presumably 
were insects that lived in mud or 
rotting vegetation around the shores 
of some stagnant lake. For some 
reason the survival of the species 
was served best if the larval stages 
could be passed in water. Thus they 
evolved in the direction of water- 
dwelling insects, finally achieving a 
high degree of efficiency in this way 
of life. 

With the end of the larval stage 
life as free-flying air animals—pre- 
sumably the ancestral type — became 
most advantageous. The adult devel- 
oped in this direction. The change 
required a transformation of nearly 
all the body’s organs, the only excep- 
tion being the thorax which serves an 
air animal just as well as a water 
animal. 

About everything else undergoes 
radical changes, but apparently the 
same cells which constituted the or- 
gans of the larva are used to rorm 
the adult. 

Savs Dr. Snodgrass: “The larval 
and adult dragonfly have evolved in- 
dependently along divergent lines, the 
larva for adaption to life in the wa- 
ter, the adult to life in the air, until 
the two have become so different that 
they might pass for unrelated ani- 
mals. The egg, however, retains the 
dual potentiality of redeveloping both 
the larva and the adult, each in its 
latest evolutionary stage.”

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HISTORY UNDER 
THE SEA 


Two special exhibits — one on 
underwater exploration of shipwrecks 
and the other on butterflies — have 
just been opened at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

The exploration exhibit, titled 
“History Under the Sea,” includes 
objects taken from wreck-sites of 
English and Spanish ships that plied 
the Florida Straits in colonial times, 
underwater photographs of diving 
operations, and maps. 

Among the objects on display are 
gold and silver coins, fragments of 
porcelain ware, figurines, and can- 
non that represent a growing col- 
lection of historic items being “un- 
watered” by the Smithsonian Di- 
vision of Naval History in a con- 
tinuing project financed by E. A. 
Link, of Binghamton, N. Y. Mr. 
Link conducts much of the fieldwork 
from his specially equipped vessel, 
Sea Diver, in cooperation with Men- 
del L. Peterson, curator of the Di- 
vision, who also directs the laboratory 
work and the exhibitions. 

This special exhibit, located in the 
rotunda of the Arts and Industries 
Building, is expected to remain open 
to the public until August. 

The other temporary exhibit, in 
the foyer of the Natural History 
Building, is a colorful display of 
seven common kinds of swallowtails, 
the largest of our native butterflies. 

According to William D. Field, as- 
sociate curator of insects, tne larvae 
of one of these species, the black 
swallowtail, sometimes do consider- 
able damage to carrots, celery, dill, 
and parsley. Another species, the 
tiger swallowtail, is interesting be- 
cause the females are of two dif- 
ferent types. The zebra swallowtail, 
so named because of its alternating 
black and white stripes, is perhaps 
the most beautiful of the lot.

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BIRD FOSSILS 


Nature was kind to birds 40,000,000 
years ago. In the relatively equable 
climate of the middle and upper Mi- 
ocene geological periods, it is indicat- 
ed by their scanty fossil remains, 
various avian families developed a 
wide diversity of form and size, the 
less fit of which were exterminated 
in the bitter cold of the long ice 
ages which followed. 

A few years ago new evidence of 
this was shown in the form of a 
pigmy falcon by Dr. Alexander Wet- 
more, of the Smithsonian Institution. 
A single bone was collected in a quar- 
ry in Dawes County, Nebraska, where 
also were found fossil bones of an- 
cient horses and other animals of the 
American midwest in the Miocene 


period. 

Most of the falcons of the present 
ere relatively large and powerful 
birds of prey. This species, the 
Smithsonian deduced from the fossil 
bone, was about the size of the male 
of the small race of the sparrow hawk 
now found in Florida. 

Other pigmy forms related to 
birds still extant have been found 
in the same general period of geo- 
logical time. One was a chachalaca, 
a distant relative of the turkeys, one 
species of which now lives in Texas. 
The fossil form is less than half the 
size of the modern species of this 
group. Another is a fossil oyster- 
catcher of about the stature of a 
small sandpiper. Still another ts a 
form which closely resembles the pre- 
sent Carolina paroquet, but is only 
about three-fourths as large. 

Another fossil bird collected in the 
same genera] locality and described 
as a new species appears to have 
been an exceptionally strong preda- 
tory type of hawk of a group now 
represented only in the Qld World. 
It also dates from the middle, or 
lower part of the upper Miocene 
period. 

The story of bird life in the past, 
it is explained by Smithsonian or- 
nithologists, must be reconstructed on 
very slender evidence. There is none 
of the abundance of fossil material 
with which the story of mammal life 
can be reconstructed. The bones of 
birds were lighter and more likely to 
decompose before the fossilization 
process set in. Moreover, birds were 
not so likely to perish under condi- 
tions conducive to their preservation 
as fossils. 

Thus any addition to the fossil 
avian material is considered of ex- 
ceptional importance.

Early United States Cards

Jazaniah Ford, born in 1757. An 
advertisement in December, 1811, 
refers to “the Playing Card Manu- 
factory at Milton conaucted by Mr. 
Ford” by his partner Elisha Penni- 
man, who states he has on hand and 
intends keeping at his store at 22 
Marlboro Street, Boston, “A regular 
supply of each kind of cards made 
at their factory for wholesale cus- 
tomers only ... the best Eagles, 
Harry the 8ths, Merry Andrew, 
Eagle Merry Andrews, Highlanders 
and Refuse.” 

Jazaniah Ford also issued special 
editions of cards, one in 1814 after 
Stephen Decatur’s Victory ‘with the 
court cards in Algerian costumes and 
the Ace of Spades showing a picture 
of the sea fight. On this Ace the rib- 
bon which is on either side of the 
plain band which frames the single 
Spade bears the words “American 
Manufacture” and “Jaz’h Ford” be- 
low. The Spread Eagle rests above on 
the band. In 1824 in honor of General 
Lafayette’s visit he used the same 
court cards, but he designed a new 
Ace showing a medallion portrait of 
Lafayette from the Sully portrait, 
with a sunburst frame, above the 
cannon and balls,-the U. S. Flag, a 
bough of Bay on the left. Oak on the 
right and the eagle ahove, with a 
flowing ribbon in its beak bearing 
the printing “American Manufacture,” 
and below the design “Jaz’h Ford.”

There may be many of the regular 
decks remaining but these two issues, 
painted are the only issues of note 
by this early card maker. 

After the death of Jaz’h Ford in 
1832, his son Jazaniah Seth Ford 
born in 1799 indicated interest in the 
manufacture of cards, but his nephew 
Joseph Ford is the one who really 
carried on the card factory. Joseph 
Ford used a more elaborate Ace of 
Spades with an aura back of the 
eagle ‘with wings spread, U. S. Shield 
in talons resting on the band around 
the single Spade, but this band close- 
ly resembles the English Royal Gar- 
ter, although the wording in it is 
“American Manufacture” on ribbon 
below Joseph Ford & Co. 

Amos Whitney born in 1766 was 
also a card maker and had Harry 8th, 
Merry Andrew and “superfine Col- 
umbians” by the dozen or single 
packs. Whitney produced a very uni- 
que and interesting ace. In the center 
is the Spade in front of the shield, 
which in turn is in front of the eagle. 
The eagle grasps the olive. branch in 
one claw and the arrows in the other. 
Thirteen stars are scattered above.An 
oval band which surrounded this has 
printed across the tov “Use but don’t 
abuse me,” and around the lower 
half “Evil be to him that evil thinks.” 
(Again the English influence from 
the Roval Garter). In 1804 Whitney’s 
name disappeared from the directory, 
and in 1811 the contents of his fac- 
torv were advertised for sale. 

The third card maker was Thomas 
Crehore. born in 1769. Some interest- 
ing data is found in his genealogy in 
his own handwriting, “Card factory 
built in 1806, drv house built in 1821, 
addition to nrintine room built in 
1826, factory burned in 1846.” A deed

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in 1801 refers to him as “Card Mak- 
er.” 

In the 1820 to 1830 period, Ameri- 
can card makers would use the name 
of English manufacturers because of 
the preference for English cards. 
Thomas Crehore used English names, 
including “Reynolds & Sons” “Jones 
& Co., London,” etc. Some of the 
early cards of this period have been 
preserved because the plain backs 
were used for invitations, as it 'was 
considered the ideal and proper card. 

Cohen made his first cards in 1832. 
He used thirteen stars on the Spade 
Ace while Samuel Hart used fifteen’ 
stars, and the identical eagle on the 
New York Card Manufactory’s Ace 
is surrounded by seventeen stars. 

The “Columbians” and “Eagles” 
were of American make. The New 
York Manufacturing Co., or New 
York Manufacturing Co., at 183 Pearl 
3treet were making cards as early 
as 1813. 

The Boston Card Factory, or 
Charles Bartlet appears on the Ace 
of this period. 

‘ne manufacturers whose decks 
and names are more apt to come to 
the attention of collectors today are, 
first, Lewis 1. Cohen, or L. 1. Cohen, 
71 William Street, N. Y. City. ‘rhe 
first pack was in 18382. In 1883 he 
moved to 122 William Street. In 1838, 
he moved to 118 William Street and 
in 1844 purchased the building at 134 
William Street as a store and 184- 
1Y William Street as a factory. In 
the Wirectory of 1845-46, he is listed 
as “Manutacturer of Patent Lvory 
Surtace Playing and Business Cards, 
etc.” ‘I'he early ace pears the Ameri- 
can Hagle with the thirteen stars 
above. Cohen sometimes used “E. 
Pluripus Unum” on the ribbon flut- 
tering Irom the Kagie’s beak instead 
or “N. 1. or American Manutacture 
as used by most card makers. He 
used his name “L. I. Cohen” below 
the Ace, and sometimes the address. 
He made round corners in 1838, the 
earliest on record in America. In 
1854, he retired leaving the business 
in the hands of his son Solomon L. 
Cohen and nephew John M. Lawrence, 
under the firm name of Lawrence & 
Cohen. The most outstanding issue of 
L. I. Cohen 'was an early pack of the 
“Tvory Surface Playing Cards,” print- 
ed in gold with the numeral cards 
heavily bordered in gold. A wrapper 
on a deck bearing the name of L. I. 
Cohen has a revenue stamp of 1861, 
with double heads, the first known 
in America, and has all oyer conven- 
tional design on back. 

Lawrence & Cohen operated from 
1854 to 1871 and used an ace as well 
as the wrappers very much like the 
English, abandoning the American 
Eagle. Owen Jones, noted for his 
beautiful designs was employed by 
the De La Rue Company in London. 
Lawrence & Cohen copied many of 
his designs. At the start Lawrence 
& Cohen were at 184 William Street, 
but later moved to 222 - 228 W. 14th 
Street. Jawrence & Cohen also issued 
double heads in their 
cards but with square corners, the

c. 1885. 5th - the 999, beginning the Steamboat line, in 1891, when Russell Morgan 
Factories had changed to the name of United States Printing Company . 

From the deck collection of Freida Clark 
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wrapper lettered “Squeezers.” These 
‘were made of a Tobacco Company. 

On December 5, 1871, Lawrence & 
Cohen turned their business into a 
stock company, taking in three neph- 
ews of Lewis I. Cohen who had learn- 
ed the trade in his factory. These 
were Samuel Hart and Isaac Levy 
of Samuel Hart & Company, Phila- 
delphia and John Levy of New York. 
This new corporation was known as 
the New York Consolidated Card Co. 
This company still issues cards today. 

Samuel Hart of Philadelphia made 
cards from 1849 to 1871. In 1849, 
Samuel Hart & Co., 160 Market Street 
were listed as Manufacturers of play- 
ing cards at 286 S. 13th Street, and 
then at 416 South 13th Street. This 
firm’s wrappers show the American 
Eagle, and are called “Hart’s Linen 
Eagle.” They later issued “Club 
House” which shows the eagle above a 
quartered shield flanked by two sol- 
diers, with the address as 222-228 
West 14th Street, New York, an ad- 
dress used later by Lawrence & Co- 
hen. This deck has a Joker. This part- 
nership also introduced round cor- 
nered cards and satin surface, with 
double heads. In 1850, Samuel Hart 
issued a special deck where the Ace 
of Spades bears the portraits in black 
and white of George and Martha 
Washington. In 1871 the New York 
Consolidated Card Company re-issued 
this in a beautifully engraved design- 
ed ace. 

In one edition of “Hart’s Linen 

Eagle” the address is 560 Broadway, 
N. Y. Another Ace of Spades has 
Philadelphia Card Manufactory, 48 
John Street. New York. 
_ Samuel Hart is credited with an 
issue of Transformation cards, copied 
from an issue published by William 
Tegg, London. The address on the 
Ace of Spades is 416 So. Thirteenth 
Street, Philadelphia and 307 Broad- 
way, 1 & 

John J. Levy published cards from 
1860 to 1871 in New York and used 
the old Cohen‘ Ace. His first address 
was 177 - 179 Grand Street and later 
184 William Street. He issued double 
heads prior to 1871. 

The Congress card Manufacturing 
Company, New York, showed a design 
of the Spread Eagle above the City 
Hall. This firm also issued cards bear- 
ing the name of Congress Manu- 
facturing Company, Astor House, N. 
Y., using the same Ace during the 
period 1853-1855. 

In 1848, Andrew Dougherty at 148 
Ann Street, later at 78 Cliff Street, 
New York, began making playing 
cards with the discarded equipment 
of some of the other printers. Andrew 
Dougherty used the wavy lines on 
the backs of many of his early cards. 
In 1858, he moved to 26 Beekman 
Street. Dougherty made two grades 
of cards producing a nicely engraved 
ace in the better grade. Dougherty 
made illuminated cards, just as 


Cohen had earlier and brought them 
out under the name of United States 
Card Manmnfactory, 
Dougherty. 

Andrew Dougherty issued a Civil 


Coughtry and 
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War deck called the “Army & Navy 
ecards to “Commemorate the battle 
between the Monitor and Merrimac.” 
The suit signs were Monitor and Mer- 
rimac for the blue (black) and the 
Zouaves and drummer boys for the 
red. The court cards are caricatures 
of the day. The Monitor Ace reads, 
“To Commemorate the greatest event 
in Naval History—The substitution of 
Iron for Wood,” A Dougherty Manu- 
facturer, 26 Beekman Street, N. Y. 
So the Monitor represents the Spade 
suit. During the Civil War, A. Dough- 
erty also issued the United States 
Flag in full color in a reversible de- 
sign. Each reprinting seems to have 
a different number of stars. 

In 1872, A. Dougherty built a new 
factory at 76 - 80 Center Street. He 
now manufactured double heads, still 
without indices and square corners. 
Later he rounded the corners and 
used indices. One series was in the 
form of a small card in the corner, 
which he called “Triplicate.” These 
were often reversible designs, al- 
though some were in multicolor for 
which he became noted. When he in- 
dexed the cards he included the 
58rd card called Jolly Joker. It was 
in 1877 that Andrew Dougherty and 
the New York consolidated Card Com- 
pany, the only two large companies 
in America made their pact in regards 
to the respective territories and com- 
memorated it with the well known 
Bulldogs, each chained to their own 
kennel, straining at their leashes. 
One bore the word “Trip” on his col- 
lar (for Triplicate) and the other 
with “Squeezer.” Squeezer was the 
line issued by the New York Consoli- 
dated Company, later better known 
as the “Bee” cards. In 1880, A. 
Dougherty changed the name “Tri- 
plicate” to “Indicator” to mean “In- 
dexed.” In 1896, A. Dougherty trans- 
ferred his business to his three sons. 

In 1862, there was an American 
Card Company which used the Eagle 
on its Ace of Spades and Longley 
Card Company of Cincinnati cards 
are coarsely printed ‘with double 
heads. The Paper Fabrique Company 
used a Joker picturing a tiger as 
“highest trump card.” 

About 1872 there was a Card Fabri- 
que Company, Middletown, Ohio. This 
firm also used the name Glove Play- 
ing Card Company, Middletown. 

The Globe Card Company Manu- 
facturers, 78 Hawley Street, issued 
round cards in 1874 with the suit 
signs in various colors. The Eagle 
Card Company is on an Ace of Snades 
but the revenue stamp reads ‘Paper 
Fabrique Company.” 

Other Card Companies in the 1870’s 
were Sterling Card Co., Vesey Street, 
New York: Victor E. Mauger, New 
York; Continental Card Company, 
Philadelphia and the United States 
Card Company of New York. 

In 1881, Russell. Morgan & Com- 
pany issued their first pack of cards. 
In 1891, the name was changed to 
“United States Printing Company.” 
In 1894, the United States Playing 
Card Company was incorporated. To- 
day it is the largest playing card 
company in America. 
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To identify a card by any of the 
manufacturers discussed here watch 
the address and other description of 
the ace, and compare your card with 
the description. If the maker was 
not discussed, then look in the fol- 
lowing list and see if there is any 
data showing when he began manu- 
facturing cards. Those which are 
more common have been listed. The 
various makers of Chicago, many of 
them short lived, will be discussed 
and listed at an early date. Next 
month we plan to feature English 
manufacturers.

On this route, then, are the Granite 
Dells, some five miles North of Pres- 
cott. the Chicamecs Cliff Dwellings, 
and North of them the Hueitlapame- 
cas Indian Mounds. 

These latter, constitute undoubted- 
ly, some of the earliest evidences of 
humans and human culture yet discov- 
ered in the United States. They were 
abandoned about the year 500 A.D., 
but their origin may be dated centu- 
ries before that. Going on along Al- 
ternate Highway 89, we come to what 
shows on the map as a cluster of 
communities, including Jerome, Clark- 
dale, Cottonwood, Cornville and Cle- 
menceau. Jerome is that oft pictured 
and publicized mining community 
which is perched on the rim of the 
Verde River Valley and the town is 
so precipitously located that the main 
street must zig-zag sharply to achieve 
—— flat area to hang on the side 
hill. 

Those interested in minerals may 
find this area a treasure trove. Spe- 
cimens in the office of the company 
geologist of the Phelps Dodge Com- 
pany will graphically show the var- 
iety of copper ores originating 1n the 
area. Among them are native copper 
nuggets, cuprite, chalcopirite, phyr- 
rhotite, azurite, malachite and pseu- 
domorphs of these latter two, to name 
only the more common occurring min- 
erals. Clarkdale was, until recently, 
the site of a large smelter which was 
required to process the Jerome ores. 
Along the Verde River, variea types 
of iron minerals occur, also epidote 
and garnet, and at Camp Verde, some 
ten miles from Clemenceau is Mon- 
tezuma Castle National Monument. 
Anyone interested in details of this 
interesting aboriginal “Castle” can 
obtain from the Nationa] Park Serv- 
ice a leaflet describing it. 

On a hill just across the Verde 
River from Clarkdale is one of the 
finest examples of the ancient pue- 
blos. It is easily seen as it stands 
some 120 feet above the Verde River 
on a ridge roughly paralleling the 
valley. 

At one time this hilltop pueblo had 
more than 100 rooms and covered not 
only the summit but in terraces well 
down the slope of the ridge. Many 
of the rooms had two stories and the 
entire “building” was about 500 feet 
long. Then there was an “annex” 
which itself was over 300 feet long. 
Many of the ancient pueblos had 
very small rooms but it is true of 
Tuzigoot that the rooms were large, 
averaging 16 to 20 feet. As was gen- 
erally the rule, there were no doors 
except between rooms, and in many 
instances the only entrance was 
through small openings in the roofs. 
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Archaeologists have pieced together 
the story of periodic ups and downs 
in the civilization of Tuzigoot. As 
was the custom of these Indians, 
adults were buried outside the build- 
ing, but all ehildren who died were 
buried in pits in the floors of their 
home and thus explorers have been 
able to determine that there were pe- 
riods of famine and pestilence and 
others of plenty. There must have 
been at one time as many as a thou- 
sand Indians having residence in Tu- 
zigoot. Its civilization flourished at 
its highest around the year 1300 and 
declined until in the fifteenth century 
it was abandoned. Collectors interest- 
ed in artifacts may find much wor- 
thy of a quest along the Verde River 
and its neighboring tributaries. Much 
other interest is centered in this 
area. Oak Creek Canyon, but a few 
miles North of Clarkdale, is one of 
the most brilliantly colored rock for- 
mation attractions in all Arizona. 
Then there is Walnut Canyon Na- 
tional Monument which features five 
miles of cliff dwellings carved in the 
ledges of the canyon; Wupatki Na- 
tional Monument offers another se- 
ries of Pueblo dwellings and the Ice 
Caves and Sunset Crater are about 
twelve miles North of Flagstaff. The 
Crater which erupted after the year 
1000 is said to have been the last 
active voleano in the Southwest. 
Those who would collect lava and lava 
types will find here much fresh ma- 
terial. East of Flagstaff; approxi- 
mately thirty miles, near Canyon 
Diablo, is Meteor Crater, famous for 
the many meteorite fragments which 
repose now in museum and collec- 
tions all over the nation. The crater 
itself is some thirteen miles in cir- 
cumference giving us some idea of 
the tremendous force of an exploding 
meteoric body as it hits the earth. 

With Cathedral Caves, Humphrey 
Peak (the highest point in Arizona), 
Lowell Observatory and the almost 
overwhelming scenery of this area, 
one can but say you must see it to 
realize one of the West’s wonderland 
areas,

Any reader interested in the early 
history of the family would do well 
to search out all three of these ref- 
erences to obtain the best account 
of their American beginnings. 

There were two early residents of 
the Carolinas, both named John A\l- 
ston and said to be cousins. One 
John Alston (1666-1719) came to this 
country as an apprentice, as evi- 
denced by the following document lo- 
cated by Mr. Salley. This is an in- 
denture dated May 16, 1682, recorded 
in a book of miscellaneous records 
of the Governor of South Carolina, 
covering the years 1672-1692. It 
reads, in part: “John Alston, the 
sonne of William Alston of Hamer- 
smith in the county of Middlesex, 
Gent. doth put himself apprentice to 
James Jones of the county of Caro- 
lina, merchant, to learn and follow 
his Art ... serve him sd master...

ried Elizabeth Turges, widow of John 
Harris. They had six children— 
three boys and three girls—all of 
whom left issue. John died in 1719 
at St. Johns, Berkley, South Carolina. 

The other John Alston was bap- 
tized December 5, 1673 at Felmer- 
sham, Bedfordshire, England, the son 
of John and Anne (Wallis) Alston. 
He married Mary Clark and had 
issue ten children. The first record 
of him is found in Gates (now Cho- 
wan) County in 1711. He gave con- 
siderable of his time to public life, 
serving as grand juror, justice of 
the peace, sheriff and assistant jus- 
tice of the Court. In 1725 he is called 
Captain Alston, and later was known 
as Colonel Alston. In 1725 he was ap- 
pointed revenue collector for the 
King, and in 1738 was elected vestry- 
man of St. Paul’s Parish, Chowan 
County. His will is on file in the offices 
of the Secretary of State, an abstract 
of which is printed in the North 
Carolina Historical and Genealogical 
Register, Vol. 1, p. 163. 

Philip Alston, the fourth son of 
John and Mary (Clark) Alston was 
born in 1706. About 1746 he mar- 
ried Winifred (1729-1795), daughter 
of Thomas Whitmel and Elizabeth 
Hunter Bryan. He died in Warren 
Co., N. C. in 1783, leaving a large 
family. His oldest son William (1747- 
1795) is listed in the 1790 census 
(Halifax County, Warren Co., N. C.) 
with 1 male over 16, 8 males under 
16, 3 females and 105 slaves, indi- 
cating he managed an_ extensive 
plantation. Another son, Samuel 
(1770-1809) married Elizabeth 
daughter of Nicholas and Lucy (Wy- 
att) Faulcon. Philip Guston Alston 
(1762-1819) married Mary William 
Harris; and Thomas Whitmel Alston 
(born August 17, 1755 married June 
28, 1786, Lucy Faulcon (born Feb- 
ruary 1’, 1763) sister of his brother 
Samuel’s wife. These four sons of 
Philip? left numerous progeny. 

The D.A.R. Lineage Books contain 
many references to Alstons who 
served their country during the Rev- 
olutionary period. In the 1790 census 
of North Carolina only the spelling 
“Alston” is used, but in the South 
Carolina census for this same year 
eight families use the spelling “All- 
ston” and four “Alston.” 

I have in my possession a manu- 
script copy of an account of the Al- 
ston and Burges families, written 
about 1887 by Thomas Lovatt Burges 
of Halifax Co., North Carolina. He 


was born July 6, 1825, the son of 
John and Martha Jane (Alston) 
Burges. His material was copied 
from family records that were short- 
ly thereafter destroyed by fire. His 
account begins with the Bible rec- 
ords covering the births of the chil- 
dren of Thomas Whitmel and Lucy 
(Fauleon) Alston. They had five chil- 
dren, four boys and a girl. Their 
only daughter, Martha Jane Alston 
was born November 28, 1802 and 
died April 30, 1863. She married John 
Burges (born 1801, the son of Lovatt 
and Sally Burges) in Warren Co., 
N. C., July 28, 1724. 


On page 329 of the Alston Gen- 
ealogy by Groves, there is a partial 
account of the Burges family, and 
to supplement this material I want 
to add these dates taken from orig- 
inal records. John and Dorothy Bur- 
ges were married at Sandon, Staf- 
fordshire, Great Britain, October 1, 
1707. They had issue fourteen chil- 
dren, the fourth of whom was Thom- 
as, born September 6, 1712. Thomas 
moved from Great Britain and set- 
tled in Virginia where he married 
Miriam (surname lost) at Indian 
Springs September 6, 1742. In 1760 
he moved to North Carolina and mar- 
ried Mary Haywood at Woodfield in 
Halifax County May 21, 1760. 


Thomas and Miriam had the fol- 
lowing children: Dorothy Miriam 
born September 29, 1743; Henry John 
born November 28, 1744; Thomas 
born December 24, 1746; Anna Maria 
born October 2, 1748; Sarah Pene- 
lope born October 22, 1750; and Wil- 
liam born December 23, 1752. Miriam, 
his first wife, died October 20, 1758. 


Lovatt, the only child of Thomas 
and Mary (Haywood) Alston, was 
born January 31, 1762. All through 
the Burges manuscript the name is 
given as Sovatt, but in the Alston 
Genealogy and the 1790 census of 
North Carolina I found the name 
beginning with an “L”. Lovatt mar- 
ried first, Elizabeth Irvin, April 8, 
1783 and had issue; Thomas born 
January 20, 1784; Henry Jchn born 
September 24, 1785; and Henry Irvin 
born May 7, 1787. After the death of 
Elizabeth, Lovatt married Priscilla 
Maury in Hertford Co., N. C., July 
11, 1790. They had issue one son, 
James Maury Burges born June 26, 
1792. After the death of Priscilla, 
Lovatt married as his third wife Mrs. 
Sally (Lucas) Black of Halifax Co., 
September 1, 1798. Lovatt and Sally 
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had seven children, and this list is 
given in the Alston genealogy. Lov- 
att Burgess is listed in the 1790 
census for the Halifax District, Hali- 
fax Co., N. C. with 2 males over 16 
years of age; 3 males under 16; 4 fe- 
males and forty slaves . . .no doubt 
a combination of two families, for 
at this time he had only the three 
sons “undr 16” by his first wife. 

John, the fourth child of Lovatt and 
Sally Burges was born March 24, 
1801. He was married in Warren Co., 
N. C. on July 24, 1824 to Martha Jane 
Alston (born November 28, 1802— 
died April 30, 1863), daughter of 
Thomas Whitmel Alston and Lucy 
Faulcon: They had issue nine children 
(surname Burges): 1. Thomas Lovatt 
born July 6, 1825. He married first 
June 8, 1853) Harriet Burt; second 
Lucy Fox, August 16, 1866; and had 
issue eleven children (see below). 2. 
Lucy Elizabeth born January 10, 1827 
married in Warren Co.,.N. C. June 11. 
1351, John Robert Moore, M.D., and 
had issue seven children. 3. Mary 

felissa born December 17, 1828 mar- 
ried October 22, 1849 Josiah Bridges 
(Bridgers) Solomon (see below). 4. 
Martha Jane Alston born October 14, 
1830. died June 19, 1856 at the age 
of 26, leaving no issue. She married 
Osee Octavius Austin and “his bad 
eonduct crushed the life out of his 
wife.” 5, Sally born September 1, 
1832, probably died young. 6. Sally 
Ann born March 23, 1834, married 
Elijah Boddie Perry in June 1853. 
7 John Henry born January 24, 
1836. 8. Emily Matilda born June 29, 
1838. married Charles Hanelin Pear- 
son, March 1860 and left issue one son 
and one daughter. 9. Alfred Augus- 
tine born October 31, 1840. 

The Alston Genealogy records only 
the children of Thomas Lovatt Bur- 
ges and his first wife, Harriet Burt. 
After the death of Harriet he mar- 
ried Lucy Fox and had isSue: Pat- 
tie J. A. born October 21, 1868; 
Isam F. born September 10, 1871; 
Mary Matilda born September 20, 
1876; Samuel A. born August 18, 
1878; Lucy Cornelia born December 
_— and Laura born August 8, 

Mary Melissa Burges, a daughter 
of Martha Jane Alston, married Jo- 
siah Bridges Solomon, a Baptist min- 
ister. Josiah, the son of Jeremiah and 
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Elizabeth (Bridgers) Solomon was 
born January 18, 1824. He married 
Mary Melissa in 1849 and the com- 
plete list of their children is as fol- 
lows: (surname Solomon) 1. Wil- 
liam Thomas, born August 25, 1850 
in Mocksville, Davie Co., N. C.; mar- 
ried July 6, 1874 in Bridgeton, New 
Jersey, Rebecca Jane Mulford. 2. John 
Burges, born March 6, 1853 in War- 
ren Co., N. C.; married Margaret A. 
Stewart January 30, 1879 in Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. He died July 
15, 1884 in Magnolia, La Rue Co., 
Kentucky at the age of 31. 3. Josiah. 
4. Martha Alston and 5. Bettie Bell, 
all died young. 6. Mary Melissa born 
September 25, 1859 married Prof. 
James W. Welsh in Owensboro, Ken- 
tucky on February 6, 1884. 7. Loula 
Estelle born August 20, 1861 married 
John M. Reeves in Pennsylvania in 
1880 and moved to Warren, Ohio. 8. 
Joseph Bell born October 29, 1864, 
married November 15, 1892 in Chi- 
cago, Illinois to Bessie May Easton. 
The tenth and last Solomon in this 
group was Emily Pearson who was 
born and also died in Pruntytown, 
West Virginia in 1869. 

Lucy Elizabeth Burges, another 
daughter of Martha Jane Alston, was 
born January 10, 1827 and married 
June 11, 1851 John Robert Moore, 
M.D. The Alston Genealogy gives 
some material on this family, but fre- 
quently the dates are off a year or 
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two. Their children were as follows 
(surname Moore): 1. John Burges 
born October 10, 1852, married Flor- 
ence Edith McCann October 24, 1874, 
and resided in Augusta, Georgia. 2. 
Thomas Richard born June 4, 1854, 
a traveling salesman, died unmarried. 
8. Matthew Henry born October 31, 
1857, a Methodist minister, married 
Mary Eugenia Thomas, Apfil 2, 
1884. 4. Robert Edward born May 20, 
1860, died March 31, 1863. 5. Mary 
Stuart born July 22, 1862, marrie 
Dr. Thomas Jay Burges January 4, 
1888, of Petersburg, Virginia. 6. Wil- 
liam Liston, born September 11, 1864, 
an artist, died unmarried. 7. Lucy 
Elizabeth born January 11, 1868, mar- 
ried October 31, 1894 William Graves 
Moore, U.S.N., but left no issue. 8.

I am including these more recent 
dates in an effort to preserve these 
family records, as it is often difficult 
to reconstruct family lines during this 
period, due to the various members 
of a family spreading out into new 
territories. This tendency will be no- 
ted particularly in the Solomon fam- 
ily, as we find the grandchildren of 
Martha Jane Alston removing from 
North Carolina into New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Kentucky and Illinois. 


ALSTON COAT-OF-ARMS. 

He beareth for Arms: Azure ten stars 
four, three, two and one, or. 
Crest—On a wreath of a half moon 
argent charged with a star 
or as in the arms. 

The above description of the AL- 
STON Armorial Bearing is found in 
Burke’s General Armory for the fam- 
ily seated at Saxham Hall, Suffolk 
and Odell, Co. Bedford. Burke’s Ex- 
tinct and Dormant Baronetcies states: 
“The family of Alston is upon rec- 
ord as early as the reign of Ed- 
ward I, when ‘William Alston, of 
Stisted, in Essex, for want of war- 
ranty of Brockscroft, in Stisted, did 
grant and confirm to John de Car- 
penter, of Naylinghurst, so much of 
the better land in Stisted, except his 
mansion-house there. In the time of 
Edward III, Hugh Alston bore for 
arms, ‘azure, ten stars or, four, three, 
two, one’; which was long before coat 
armour was granted by patent.’” 
This account takes the Alston fine 
down to “John, of the inner Tem- 
ple, and of Pavenham, in Bedford- 
shire, m. Dorothy, daughter of Sir 
John Temple, knt. of Stanton, Bucks”, 
said to be the grandfather of the two 
John Alstons, early settlers in the 
Carolinas. 

Stars indicate crusader ancestry 
and were awarded to those above the 
ruder sort of man, whose good influ- 
ence was shed afar, as the beams 
of a star. 

The crescent or moon symbolizes 
serene power over mundane actions. 
The moon is said to bear that sov- 
ereignty by night which the sun bore 
by day. 

This code drawing of the Alston 
shield, with the parallel lines to in- 
dicate the blue (azure) shield and 
dots to indicate the gold (or) stars,
